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Heated  controversy  exploded  when  UsL 
achieved  a  long  sought  after  goal 
(for  one  month)  and  became  the  University  of 

Louisiana 


Between  18,000  and  20.000  cards 

were  signed  by  concerned  students 
and  community  members,  and  de- 
livered to  Gov.  Edwards  with  no  ap- 
parent effect. 


What  began  as  a  slow- 
moving  push  to 
change  (JsL's  name 
fi-ve  years  ago  ex- 
ploded in  heated  controversy  this 
year.  In  a  meeting  held  on  April  27, 
1984  on  the  GsL  campus,  the 
Board  of  Trustees  voted  to  change 
GsL  to  the  University  of  Louisiana. 

After  a  month  spent  as  the  Uni- 
versity of  Louisiana,  at  Baton 
Rouge  judge  reversed  the  name 
change  and  an  appeal  was  still  in 
the  works.  Optimism  was,  howev- 
er, the  operative  word  among  pro- 
(JL  forces.  "I'd  say  we  have  a  very 
good  chance  of  getting  the  new 
name  back,"  said  Assistant  Dis- 
trict Attorney  Winston  DeCuir  who 


was  representing  GsL  in  the  court 
appeal  to  get  GL  back. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  made  the 
decision  to  change  GsL's  name  in  a 
17T  vote.  The  board  had  manage- 
ment of  all  state  universities  ex- 
cept LSG  schools  and  Southern, 
which  had  their  own  management 
boards.  All  boards  came  under  the 
general  management  of  the  Board 
of  Regents. 

The  debate  over  the  name 
change  stemmed  from  a  disagree- 
ment over  whether  or  not  the  au- 
thority to  make  such  a  change  was 
actually  vested  with  the  Board. 
The  Board  of  Trustees  defended  its 
right  to  make  the  decision,  but  the 
Regents  claimed  that  only  they 
could  change  a  university's  name. 

Board  of  Trustees  local  member 
Bob  Wright  said  that  he  agreed 
with  DeCuir  that  the  Trustees  were 
within  their  rights  to  change  the 
name.  "The  Constitution  says  the 
Board  (of  Trustees)  will  manage 
and  supervise  set  schools,"  he 
said.  "To  say  now  that  the  words 
manage'  and  'supervise'  don't  in- 
clude the  right  to  change  a  name  of 
a  business  or  whatever,  is  to  open  a 
Pandora's  box.  It's  a  constitutional 
right  that  would  be  destroyed." 
But,  opposing  the  stance  of  pro-GL 
lobbyists  were  Lake  Charles  Sena- 
tor Cliff  Newman  and  many  other 
legislators.  Newman  began  his  at- 
tack on  the  new  name  before  the 
vote  was  in.  At  the  April  Trustees 
meeting  he  spoke  against  GL,  and 


was  joined  by  LSG  heavyweights 
in  a  post-decision  battle  that  as  yet 
had  not  been  resolved. 

At  the  same  time,  the  campus 
was  celebrating  a  long  awaited  vic- 
tory, painting  over  the  "S"  in  every 
"GsL"  and  digging  their  heels  in  to 
keep  GL  theirs.  The  Student  Gov- 
ernment Association,  the  initiators 
of  the  name  change  campaign 
over  five  years  ago,  continued  to 
lead  the  battle.  Glen  David  entered 
his  first  year  as  SGA  president  just 
as  the  situation  escalated.  He  and 
Vice  President  Ronnie  Owens  went 
to  work  immediately  in  pursuit  of  a 
long  sought  after  goal.  They  gave 
away  hundreds  of  t-shirts  printed 
with  the  slogan  "You  can  kiss  my  S 
good-bye!"  GL  bumperstickers 
went  faster  than  the  SGA  could  get 
them  ordered,  and  students 
packed  into  buses  headed  for  the 
capital  to  make  their  voices  heard. 

This  rally,  held  on  the  steps  of 
the  capitol,  served  to  demonstrate 
to  people  throughout  the  state  that 
those  in  attendance  firmly  be- 
lieved that  it  was  time  for  a  name 
change,  that  they  wanted  it  and 
really  resented  the  idea  of  some- 
thing they  had  worked  so  diligently 
for  being  taken  away  from  them  by 
the  whims  of  a  politician  and  his 
cohorts. 

Baton  Rouge  Judge  William 
Brown  threw  the  first  kink  into 
plans  when  he  ordered  that  no

Within  a 
couple  of  weeks,  however,  the  op- 
position had  an  injunction  levied 
that  denied  the  university  the  right 
to  spend  state  funds  to  further  the 
name  change.

more  university  funds  could  be 
used  to  further  the  name  change 
until  the  controversy  was  settled. 
A  Lafayette  judge  then  ruled  that 
GL  had  every  right  to  promote  its 
new  name  with  state  funds.  Faced 
with  conflicting  court  orders,  Presi- 


dent Ray  Authement  requested 
and  received  a  waver  from  Judge 
Brown,  and  opted  to  hand  out  GL 
and  GsL  diplomas,  "just  in  case". 

lumni  Association  mem- 
bers gathered  for  press 
conferences  to  finance  a 
media  campaign  for  GL. 
Local  advertising  agencies  contrib- 
uted time  and  talent  to  produce  TV 
and  radio  spots;  and  within  three 
days  local  stations  were  broadcast- 
ing encouraging  commercials,  urg- 
ing everyone  to  write  their  legisla- 
tors and  the  governor  to  support 
GL. 

The  Student  Government  Asso- 
ciation initiated  a  campaign  with 
the  assistance  of  an  area  adver- 
tiser. This  campaign  sent  propo- 
nents of  GL  to  shopping  malls,  civ- 
ic events  and  to  surrounding  areas 
to  gain  signatures  on  cards  telling 
Governor  Edwards  "Don't  aban- 
don us  now."  GL  supporters,  how- 
ever, encountered  an  obstacle  in 
an  individual  they  thought  was 
with  them  when  Edwin  Edwards 
pledged  his  support  during  his 
campaign  for  governor.  As  a  newly 
re-elected  state  leader,  Edwards 
played  it  neutral,  refusing  to  speak 
out  for  GL  before  a  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives already  vocal  against 
the  new  name.  "He  told  us  we  had 
his  support,"  said  one  SGA  mem- 
ber. "I  certainly  don't  see  it  now. 
We're  out  here  fighting  for  the 
name,  and  he's  just  sitting  in  his 
office." 


Meanwhile  Cliff  Newman  and 
LSG  representatives  on  the  Board 
of  Regents  challenged  the  issue  on 
the  House  floor.  Newman  intro- 
duced a  bill  calling  for  a  reversal  of 
the  name  change,  and  a  stipulation 
that  the  Board  of  Regents,  not  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  had  authority  to 
change  a  state  university's  name. 

The  House  of  Representatives 
upheld  Newman's  stance  with  a 
landslide  vote.  But  the  Senate  ta- 
bled the  bill,  apparently  awaiting 
the  outcome  of  a  court  case  filed 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Mean- 
while, indignant  members  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  continued  to 
contend  that  it  was  their  right  to 
change  GsL's  name;  but  Judge 
Brown  felt  otherwise,  and  on  May 
29  ruled  that  only  the  state  legisla- 
ture can  change  a  university's 
name.  A  jubilant  Cliff  Newman 
posed  for  the  press  sporting  a  "You 
can  kiss  your  S  again!"  t-shirt. 
Backers  of  the  GL  cause  pledged 
to  take  the  issue  to  the  Supreme 
Court  if  necessary  to  reverse 
Brown's  decision.  First,  however,  it 
had  to  come  before  a  Baton  Rouge 
appellant  court  and  a  date  for  that 
hearing  was  not  in  sight. 

Hopes  for  the  Gniversity  of  Lou- 
isiana were  still  high.  Administra- 
tors, students,  and  concerned 
community  members  awaited  the 
next  step  to  begin  the  battle 
again  ■

t  used  to  be  that  Cajun  Field 
was  (JsL's  sole  contribution  to 
highrise  architecture  on  West 
Congress.  Now  the  Cajundome 
has  that  honor,  and  university  offi- 
cials say  they  couldn't  be  happier. 

Built  on  university  property,  the 
Cajundome  would  accommodate 
conventions,  sports  events,  con- 
certs, exhibits,  graduation  ceremo- 
nies and  anything  else  that  will  fit 
under  the  154-foot  dome.  "We're  in 
a  very  good  booking  position  for 
national  and  local  promoters,"  said 
Mike  Barber,  the  dome's  director. 

A  year  before  the  projected 
opening  date,  the  dome  was  tenta- 
tively scheduled  to  host  an  ice 
show,  eight  conventions,  three 
trade  shows  and  GsL's  home  bas- 
ketball games.  Most  of  these  ac- 
tivities would  take  place  in  the 
dome's  40,000  square-foot  arena, 
which  is  easily  converted  to  a  bas- 
ketball court  or  a  concert  hall  with 


raised  stage. 

Barber  said  he  plans  to  kick  off 
the  Cajundome's  grand  opening 
with  GsL's  first  basketball  game  on 
November  22  against  Tulane. 

Basketball  fans,  however,  would 
not  be  the  only  GsL  supporters  in 
the  big  dome  in  '85.  In  a  25  year 
agreement  with  the  city,  the  univer- 
sity reserved  23  free  dates  a  year  to 
host  its  own  activities  in  the  enor- 
mous complex.  In  addition  to  the 
basketball  games,  plans  were  in  for 
two  commencement  exercises  and 
two  special  events,  such  as  con- 
certs, to  be  hosted  by  the  Gnion  Pro- 
gram Council.  Also,  commercial 
promoters  were  vying  for  dates  in  a 
race  to  be  the  first  one  with  a  con- 
cert in  the  dome.  It  was  estimated 
that  there  would  be  20  to  25  major 
concerts  in  the  dome  within  its  first 
year  of  operation. 

If  the  crowds  matched  expecta- 
tions, Lafayette  restaurant  and  hotel 
owners  were  in 
for  a  treat;  and  ar- 
chitect Neil  Nehr- 
bass boasted  that 
one  visit  to  the 
Cajundome 
would  make  them 
want  to  come 
back.  "Yes,  in- 
deed, "  he  said, 
"the  dome  was 
designed  specifi- 
cally for  specta- 
tors, placing  each 
seat  with  a  direct 


view  of  the  floor  area  or  stage."  The 
lighting  was  another  feature  which 
helped  to  make  Lafayette's  dome  a 
little  different.  The  arena  was  to  be 
lit  by  the  sun  through  the  two  por- 
tals on  its  north  wall  and  a  lantern 
skylight  on  top.  Shutters  were  avail- 
able to  block  out  light  when  neces- 
sary. In  addition  to  the  arena,  the 
dome  housed  a  kitchen  to  serve 
thousands  of  diners  at  a  time.  Five 
meeting  rooms  were  also  included  in 
the  complex. 

To  handle  the  extra  traffic,  a  $3.5 
million  road  was  planned  to  connect 
Johnston  and  Congress,  where  Coli- 
seum Road  was  located.  The  thor- 
oughfare would  provide  easy  access 
to  parking  for  the  Cajundome. 

Including  the  cost  of  the  new 
road,  the  Cajundome  carried  with  it 
a  price  tag  of  some  $63  million, 
more  than  $20  million  over  the  bid 
price.  In  return  for  state  funds  which 
covered  the  extra  expenditures  plus 
75  percent  of  the  original  bid,  the 
city  planned  to  absorb  operation 
costs  once  the  dome  opened. 

Rumors  ceased  regarding  the  fi- 
nancial problems  which  would 
have  kept  the  dome  from  opening. 
In  the  final  months  before  opening, 
workmen  reported  to  the  site  each 
day  for  work,  representing  some 
34  contracting  firms  engaged  to 
complete  Lafayette's  own  Ca- 
jundome ■

he  Vermilion  River  teems 
with  steamboats  as  men 
jump  onto  the  dock  ready 
to  "load  'er  up  for  New  Or- 
leans." Southern  ladies,  dressed  in 
long  sleeves  and  skirts,  walk 
through  the  finer  sections  of  town. 
Local  men  prefer  to  meet  at  Black- 
ie's  Blacksmith  and  Repair  Shop  to 
discuss  business  affairs  of  the  day. 

Conversation  is  lively  between 
plantation  owners.  Boats  carry  su- 
gar cane  to  New  Orleans  and  be- 
yond as  fast  as  planters  can  har- 
vest it  .  .  .  rumor  has  it  that  a  new 
doctor  is  in  town,  a  Dr.  Antoine 
Bordat  from  France,  the  first  physi- 
cian ever  to  settle  down  for  prac- 
tice in  Vermilionville.  It's  going  to 
be  a  good  year  —  1884. 

That  was  just  little  more  than 
100  years  ago.  Now  the  Vermilion 
River  sees  more  ski  boats  than 
steamers,  and  the  town  has  an- 
other name  —  Lafayette.  In  1984 


Lafayette  organized  a  year-long  cal- 
endar of  events  to  remember  the 
city  as  it  was  100  years  ago  and 
take  a  new  look  at  things  now. 

Festivities  came  to  a  head  May 
5,  the  day  in  1884  when  officials 
renamed  the  city  Lafayette.  Busi- 
nessmen all  over  town  hung  red, 
white  and  blue  banners  on  their 
building  fronts,  proclaiming, 
"1884-1984  Lafayette  Centennial, 
Cent  Ans  Depuis  Vermilionville." 

Local  Cajun  musicians  Zachary 
Richard  and  Clifton  Chenier  wrote 
a  song  to  serenade  the  city,  croon- 
ing, "Lafayette,  the  pride  of  Aca- 
diana, 100  years  young."  The  Dai- 
ly Advertiser  devoted  more  than 
100  stories  to  a  three-part  series  on 
Lafayette  as  it  was  in  the  last  cen- 
tury. 

Activities  in  the  final  week  of 
celebrations  included  a  "Down- 
town Alive!"  series  of  Cajun  bands, 
as  well  as  programs  at  the  La- 
fayette Natural  History  Museum 
on  the  music  of  Louisiana  and  the 
instruments  which  make  it  unique. 
A  parade  on  May  4  displayed  the 
spirit  of  the  year,  Mardi  Gras-style; 
and  on  that  day  President  Ronald 
Reagan  sent  a  special  birthday 
greeting  to  Lafayette. 

A  Farm-City  Festival  at  Aca- 
diana Mall  exhibited  the  agricul- 
ture gains  and  successes  which 
helped  transform  Lafayette  from  a 
plantation  and  river  community 
into  a  leading  center  of  business 
and  agriculture. 

CIsL  also  looked  into  its  past, 
and  the  May  Centennial  celebra- 
tions only  served  to  enhance  the 


high  spirits  already  on  campus. 
Just  two  weeks  earlier  the  campus 
experienced  a  renaming  of  its  own 
as  "University  of  Louisiana." 

Thinking  back  to  the  days  when 
it  was  the  Southwestern  Louisiana 
Institute,  old  timers  spun  tales 
about  the  campus  before  the  day 
of  computer  science  and  engineer- 
ing. The  stories  began  in  1903, 
when  two  local  educators  got  to- 
gether with  a  vow  to  train  young 
people  in  technology  for  work  on 
the  railroads. 

Telegraphy  was  high  technology 
in  those  days.  But,  as  technology 
gained  a  new  meaning,  the  cam- 
pus gained  new  curriculums.  For 
nearly  40  years  progress  was  seen 
in  the  addition  of  buildings  and  pro- 
grams, and  students  continued  to 
enroll  at  an  unforseen  rate. 

Computer  Science  made  its  de- 
but at  CIsL  in  the  60s  despite  the 
reservations  of  other  local  univer- 
sity leaders  that  computers  were 
"too  big  to  be  of  practical  use." 

In  the  80s,  the  campus  saw  the 
continued  growth  of  its  13  colleges 
within  the  university.  The  curricu- 
la improved  each  year,  and  the  di- 
versity of  the  student  body  in- 
creased. 

Farmers  still  gather  to  discuss 
their  crops,  but  their  markets  are 
more  farflung  than  New  Orleans. 
Computers  that  used  to  fill  entire 
rooms  now  can  be  contained  on  a 
desktop.  As  Lafayette  enters  it  2nd 
Century  one  may  only  speculate 
about  the  tales  to  be  told  in  2084  ■

Seymore  D.  Fair,  the  expo  mascot, 
and  the  World's  Fair  logo  made  fre- 
quent appearances  in  promotional 
advertising. 


With  fireworks,  march- 
ing bands,  parades 
and  crowds  of  people 
the  state  of  Louisiana 
celebrated  the  opening  of  the  1984 
Louisiana  World's  Exposition.  Pa- 
pier mache  mermaids  and  alligators 
sitting  at  the  main  gate  to  the  fair, 
southern  creole  foods  and  folk,  jazz 
and  cajun  singing  and  dancing 
brought  to  New  Orleans  an  early 
celebration  of  Mardi  Gras.  Visitors 
from  out  of  state  as  well  as  long-time 
residents  of  the  Crescent  City  found 
the  fair  to  be  an  excellent  view  of  the 
city  and  the  state  in  miniature. 

The  fair  showcased  the  tallest 
1  ferris  wheel  in  the  United  States,  a 
gigantic  heart,  a  95-foot  diving  plat- 
form, the  only  monorail  in  the  mid- 
south  and  a  gondola  trek  across  the

Mississippi  River  itself.  Entertainers 
appeared  throughout  the  course  of 
the  festival.  Laura  Branigan,  Rod 
Stewart,  Neil  Young,  Al  Jarreau, 
Joan  Rivers,  the  Go-Go's  and  Willie 
Nelson  were  only  a  small  sample. 

The  exposition  also  consisted  of 
many  interesting  and  educational 
cultural  attractions.  There  were  the 
pavilions  from  China,  Korea, 
Canada,  Australia,  Louisiana, 
Egypt,  France,  Greece  and  the 
Gnited  States.  The  pavilions  from 
these  different  countries  allowed 
the  fair-goers  to  experience  these 
cultures  in  a  more  direct  and  per- 
sonal  approach.  Angie 
Waguespack,  a  CIsL  student,  who 
visited  the  fair  on  various  occasions 
said,  "The  fair  was  more  than  I  had 
anticipated.  I  felt  like  I  wasn't  in  New 
Orleans  when  visiting  the  pavilions 
but  in  those  countries. "  The 
^>  |  treasures  of  the  Vati- 
can, one  of  the  most 
beautiful  and  highly 
guarded  exhibits 
at  the  fair,  offer- 
ed a  view  of  the 
splendid  cere- 
monial chalices, 
crucifixes,  mon- 
strances and  vest- 
aments  as  well  as 
the  paintings, 
tapestries,  and  statu- 
ary of  some  of  the  most 
celebrated  artists  in  history. 
The  Chrysler  Corporation's  exhibit 
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Artwork  reproduced  wilh  Ihe  permission  of  (he  World's  Ffllr 


and  the  oil  rig  donated  by  Petroleum 
Oil  Company  also  proved  to  be 
crowd-pleasing  exhibits.  Other  fea- 
tures included  the  German  Beer 
Hall,  the  Aquacade,  the  Italian  Vil- 
lage (which  had  international  enter- 
tainment),  the  space  shuttle 
"Enterprise",  Fulton  Street  (a 
scaled-down  version  of  Bourbon 
Street),  a  Mardi  Gras  parade,  and 
the  Wonder  Wall. 

Another  of  the  wonders  of  Expo 
'84  was  its  colossal  financial  failure. 
The  exposition  didn't  meet  the  mon- 
etary goals  it  had  predicted  by  some 
140  million  dollars.  In  early  June, 
only  a  month  after  it  had  opened, 
the  city  of  New  Orleans  froze  the 
fair's  bank  accounts  stating  that  un- 
til the  expo  paid  3.8  million  dollars  in 
taxes  all  accounts  would  remain  in- 
accessible. The  dispute  was  settled 
within  a  matter  of  days,  but  the 
press,  seemingly  eager  to  report  any 
and  all  flaws  to  be  found,  cheerfully 
continued  to  inform  the  people  of 
the  country  that  the  fair  was 
doomed  from  the  start.  Their  self- 
fulfilling  prophecies  threw  a  damper 
on  the  enthusiasm  of  those  who  at 
one  time  might  have  traveled  con- 
siderable distances  to  visit  the  fair. 

Attendance  was  undeniably  low. 
On  the  sixth  of  November,  with  less 
than  one  week  remaining,  the  fair's 
administration  filed  for  bankruptcy 
under  Louisiana  state  law.  On 
November  12  the  fair  was  closed; 
the  party  was  over  ■

Teammates  Nancy  Hogs- 
head and  Carrie  Stein- 
seifer  stirred  up  a  little  ex- 
citement when,  in  a  "first 
time  ever,"  they  tied  for 
the  gold  in  the  women's 
swimming  event. 


ne  of  the  biggest  events 
of  1984  was  the  Sum- 
mer Olympic  Games 
held  in  Los  Angeles, 
California.  The  boycott  of  Soviet 
bloc  nations  did  not  seem  to  hinder 
the  enthusiasm  of  American  ath- 
letes in  their  performances.  The 
games  were  dominated  by  Ameri- 
can athletes  which  fostered  the 
opinion  that  the  Soviet  withdrawal 
was  the  reason  behind  so  many 
American  victories. 

The  Soviets  withdrew  from  the 
games  because  they  claimed  a 
lack  of  security  existed  for  the  ath- 
letes in  Los  Angeles;  however, 


most  of  the  world  seemed  to  be- 
lieve that  the  withdrawal  was 
merely  a  rebuttal  to  an  American 
boycott  of  the  Moscow  winter 
games  four  years  earlier. 

The  games  proceeded,  and  mil- 
lions of  people  around  the  globe 
watched  and  cheered.  A  strong 
sense  of  national  pride  followed 
the  American  team  into  the  Olym- 
pic Arena  on  the  first  day  of  the 
games.  That  pride  was  to  continue 
through  the  duration  of  the  Sum- 
mer Olympics. 

Every  athlete  in  Los  Angeles 
was  clearly  special.

Retton  won  the  gold  medal  in  the 
all-around  competition  and  her 
spunk  and  charisma  won  the 
hearts  of  many  viewers. 

One  lucky  viewer  was  Donna 
Abadie,  a  part-time  GsL  student 
who  served  as  a  nurse  at  the  Olym- 
pics. Abadie  was  an  in-service  co- 
ordinator at  Doctors  Hospital  of 
Opelousas.  She  was  chosen  by  the 
American  International  Corpora- 
tion to  attend  the  games. 

Abadie  was  assigned  to  the 
UCLA  Polyclinic.  There  she  met 
many  of  the  athletes  and  specta- 
tors from  around  the  world.  She 
stated  that  she  was  impressed  by 
the  good  cheer  and  enthusiasm  of 
the  volunteer  workers  at  the  clinic. 
She  stated  also  that  security  was 
extremely  tight  at  the  Olympic  Vil- 
lage. Workers  were  given  comput- 
erized passes  that  admitted  only 
the  persons  who  needed  to  be  in 
the  Village. 

To  persons  watching  the  pro- 
ceedings on  television,  one  of  the 
most  impressive  factors  was  the 
sense  of  camaraderie  among  team 
mates,  as  well  as  between  teams  of 
opposing  nations.  Commented  one 
(JsL  student,  "I  was  pleased  to  see 
so  many  nations  getting  along  so 
well.

Election  '84  was  a  staple  of 
conversation  for  the  politi- 
cally oriented  student  of 
(JsL.  Never  before  in 
American  history  did  the  Ameri- 
can people  have  the  clear-cut  dis- 
tinctions between  candidates  that 
was  so  evident  in  this  election.  The 
two  main  party  candidates,  Presi- 
dent Ronald  Reagan  and  Vice  Presi- 
dent George  Bush,  representing 
the  Republican  Party,  and  Demo- 
cratic hopefuls  Walter  Mondale 
and  Geraldine  Ferarro,  provided 
the  world  with  a  wonderfully  excit- 
ing campaign.  The  '84  race 
brought  up  many  hot  topics  al- 
ready on  the  minds  of  most  of  the 


American  population. 

Two  topics  seemed  to  surface 
repeatedly  during  this  campaign: 
the  defense  budget  and  the  raising 
of  taxes.  The  positions  that  Rea- 
gan and  Mondale  took  on  these  is- 
sues were  diametrically  opposed, 
and  served  to  emphasize  the  obvi- 
ous distinctions  between  the  plat- 
forms of  the  two  candidates  and 
their  parties.  Reagan  hoped  to  low- 
er taxes  while  at  the  same  time 
maintaining  a  strong  defense  bud- 
get; and  Mondale  hoped  to  raise 
taxes  and  provide  more  programs 
for  the  needy  rather  than  spending 
more  on  defense. 

As  election  day  approached, 
many  Americans  braced  for  what 
they  believed  would  be  a  close 
race.  On  November  6,  however, 
when  the  polls  closed  and  the  re- 
sults were  announced,  the  land- 
slide victory  of  President  Ronald 
Reagan  left  no  doubt  that  the  peo- 
ple of  the  (Jnited  States  had  en- 
joyed the  economic  prosperity  and 
sense  of  national  pride  that  had 
been  cultivated  during  Mr.  Rea- 
gan's first  term  in  office.  Reagan 
tallied  an  overwhelming  525  elec- 
toral votes  and  carried  every  state 
except  the  District  of  Columbia 
and  Mondale's  home  state  of  Min- 
nesota. 

This  election  served  to  do  more 
than  just  elect  the  nation's  41st 
president.  It  provided  America 
with  many  "firsts"  in  a  Presidential 
campaign.  President  Reagan  was 
by  far,  at  age  73,  the  oldest  candi- 


date to  be  elected  President.  Geral- 
dine Ferarro  was  the  first  woman 
to  run  as  a  vice  presidential  candi- 
date for  a  major  party.  The  Rever- 
end Jesse  Jackson  was  the  first 
black  to  make  a  serious  bid  for 
nomination  by  a  major  party,  in 
this  case,  the  Democrats. 

Student  involvement  was  at  a 
tremendous  high  during  this  elec- 
tion. The  feelings  of  the  student 
supporters  of  each  party  seemed 
to  mirror  the  feelings  of  the  sup- 
porters at  large. 

"Being  a  College  Republican," 
said  one  student,  "I'm  thoroughly 
overjoyed  that  Reagan  won.  I  think 
that  he  has  a  lot  of  great  ideas, 
especially  in  the  area  of  our  econo- 
my." Supporters  of  the  Mondale/ 
Ferarro  ticket  felt  differently.  "I 
was  disappointed,"  stated  one 
Democrat.  "I  think  President  Rea- 
gan spends  entirely  too  much  on 
defense  while  neglecting  the  prob- 
lems of  the  poor  and  needy." 

Despite  an  individual's  feelings 
on  the  outcome  of  the  election, 
most  people  seemed  to  agree  that 
this  election  was  a  "success".  It 
served  to  open  many  doors  to  both 
women  and  minority  groups,  and  it 
led  many  Americans  to  feel  proud 
of  themselves  and  their  country. 
The  large  voter  turn  out  and  public 
interest  over  the  duration  of  the 
campaign  strongly  expressed  the 
inner  workings  of  democracy  and 
a  deep  belief  in  our  nation  ■

"My  tolerance  level  is  a  lot  high- 
er than  I  though  it  was  only  a  short  time 
ago,"  huffs  a  grumpy  resident.  "I  had  a 
roommate  who  could  turn  a  very  quaint 
little  dorm  room  into  something  that  would 
make  a  nuclear  waste  disposal  site  look 
good.

invaluable  asset  to  both  the  residents  and 
the  department  which  employs  them.  Du- 
ties include  keeping  a  reasonable  amount  of 
quiet  on  the  floor,  assuring  that  the  resident 
always  has  fresh  lightbulbs  and  working 
heating  or  air-conditioning  units,  and  orga- 
nizing floor  functions  as  well  as  inter-dormi- 
tory functions  to  acquaint  the  residents  of 
their  own  and  their  affiliated  dorms.  It's  a 
big  job  which  is  very  time  consuming,  but 
it's  a  job  which  most  counselors  value  high- 
ly because  of  the  enjoyment  and  sense  of 
achievement  which  they  derive  from  a  job 
well  done. 

Aside  from  the  social  aspects  of  dorm 
life,  there  are  a  great  many  practical  rea- 
sons for  choosing  to  live  in  a  residence  hall 
rather  than  commuting  or  living  in  an  apart- 
ment. For  many  students  who  once  com-

What  do  you  do  when  you  want  to  move 
away  from  home  but  you  don't  want  to 
live  in  the  dorms?  Leasing  an  apart- 
ment is  usually  the  answer.  At  UsL,  full-time 
freshmen  and  sophomores  are  required  to  live 
in  the  campus  residence  halls  unless  they  pre- 
sent proof  that  they  live  with  a  family  member. 
For  students  who  have  reached  junior  or  senior 
status  (or  for  underclassmen  who  find  their 
way  around  the  housing  regulation)  living  in  an 
apartment  is  a  viable  option. 

There  are  certain  advantages  to  living  in  an 
apartment.  The  main  one  is  not  having  to  eat 
in  the  cafeteria.  That  in  itself  is  enough  of  a 
reason  to  move  out  of  the  dorms.  Another 
advantage  is  that  apartments,  on  the  whole, 
tend  to  provide  much  more  privacy  than  dor- 
mitories; apartments  rarely  have  communal 
showers.  Living  in  an  apartment  allows  more 
freedom  than  a  dorm — tenants  can  come  and 
go  as  they  please  with  whom  they  please. 
Apartment  dwellers  do  not  have  to  abide  by 
any  "Open  House"  regulations. 

But  as  carefree  as  apartment  living  may 
seem,  it  has  its  share  of  problems.  The  first 
step  is  finding  a  suitable,  available  apartment. 
For  most  students,  the  most  convenient  place 
to  live  is  within  easy  walking  or  biking  dis- 
tance of  school.  Finding  an  apartment  close  to 
campus  that  doesn't  look  and  smell  like  a  nu- 
clear holocaust  has  just  occurred  in  it  is  no 
small  feat.  Apartment  hunting  can  make  even 
the  most  adventurous  person  give  up  the 
search.  When  the  ideal  abode  is  found,  it's  time 
to  start  auctioning  off  the  family  jewels.  Land- 
lords and  utilities  companies  are  notorious  for 
requesting  large  sums  of  money  in  the  form  of 
deposits.

studying.  And  then  you  realize  that  cooking, 
cleaning,  and  taking  out  the  garbage  .  .  .  shall 
we  say  do  not  a  rip-roaring  good  time  make?

A  Question  with 
No  Particular  Answer 


£  £  W  W  ou  can  always  spot  'em.  The 
way  they  dress,  act,  speak.  It's 
all  a  dead  giveaway."  Granny 
was  speaking  of  course  of  that  socially  mis- 
understood being:  "The  Drug  Gser." 

And  she  was  wrong,  of  course.  You  can't 
spot  'em.  And  if  you  could,  what  would  you 
see?  Doctors,  lawyers,  students,  rich,  poor, 
black,  white  or  something  else?  There  is  no 
stereotype  for  the  "drug  user."  Anyway, 
how  is  "drug  user"  defined?  Most  people 
immediately  think  of  pot,  speed,  cocaine, 
and  acid;  however,  as  one  college  student 
said,  "What  about  alcohol?  That's  the  most 
widely  used  drug  anywhere.  And  how  about 
those  caffeine  pills  that  everyone  takes  to 
stay  awake  to  study?  Sure  they're  legal,  but 
they're  still  drugs." 

She  was  right.  When  someone  says  the 
word  "drugs,"  an  immediate  image  comes 
to  mind  —  something  bad,  wrong  —  some- 
thing to  hide.  In  a  society  that  may  be 
among  those  most  saturated  with  drug  use 
in  the  world,  we  seem  to  be  deeply  hypo- 
critical. Our  minds  seem  to  say,  "Sure,  I'm 
cool.  I  don't  have  any  hangups.  Drugs  are 
really  ok."  But  somewhere  deep  down  is  a 
little  voice  telling  us,  "Don't  do  it!  It's  wrong 
and  you  know  it!" 

Student  opinions  seem  to  reflect  both 
sides  of  the  coin  and  the  middle  of  the  coin 
too.  Some  GsL  students  feel  that  drug  use  is 
wrong  under  any  circumstances.  Said  one 
female  student,  "It's  wrong  and  everyone 
probably  thinks  so  deep  down.  I  mean,  look 
at  what  it  does  to  your  body.  Pot  causes 
cancer,  coke  ruins  your  nose,  and  acid  can 
cause  real  psychological  problems  years 
later.  People  must  be  weird  to  want  to  expe- 
rience that.  There's  no  reason  for  it." 

As  hard  line  as  that  may  sound,  there  are 
apparently  many  Americans  who  hold  the 
same  views.  According  to  federal  drug 


agencies,  the  use  of  marijuana  is  on  a 
steady  decline,  especially  among  high 
school  students.  Or  perhaps  this  only 
shows  that  pot  is  no  longer  such  a  big  deal. 
A  junior  majoring  in  electrical  engineering 
commented,  "Marijuana  is  like  cigarettes.  I 
think  they  haven't  legalized  it  yet  because 
they  don't  know  all  the  adverse  effects. 
Years  ago  they  legalized  cigarettes  and  alco- 
hol and  look  at  all  the  problems  they've 
caused.  If  you  can  rule  the  drug  and  not  let 
the  drug  rule  you,  you're  okay.  Otherwise, 
you  will  have  real  problems  stemming  from 
drug  use  and  that's  true  for  all  drugs,  includ- 
ing alcohol  and  nicotine." 

Most  students  who  shared  their  views 
seemed  to  have  that  same  opinion.  "I  think 
it's  up  to  the  individual,  really.  But  I  think 
that  if  you're  going  to  do  drugs,  then  you 
should  do  it  in  private,"  stated  one  19-year- 
old  male  student.  "It  upsets  some  people  no 
matter  how  they  try  to  deny  it  and  it's  unfair 
to  them  if  you  ruin  their  whole  evening  by 
being  inconsiderate  and  doing  drugs  in  front 
of  them.  On  the  other  hand,  I  think  drugs 
are  okay.  I  think  it's  a  personal  choice,  one 
that  has  to  be  made  honestly  with  yourself. 
But  again,  you  really  have  to  be  careful  not 
to  offend  people  around  you." 

"I  still  think  drugs  are  wrong,"  said  an- 
other student.  "I've  seen  what  it  has  done  to 
many  of  my  friends  and  it's  really  sad  when 
you  think  that  it  all  could  have  been  avoid- 
ed." 

That's  basically  the  opinions  expressed 
by  the  GsL  students  spoken  with;  however, 
only  one  student  was  willing  to  share  her 
first  drug  experience. 

^  ^  w  thought  I  was  gonna  die!"  ex- 
claimed a  female  student.  "My 
M  boyfriend  gave  me  some  speed 
one  night  at  a  bar  and  assured  me  it 
wouldn't  harm  me.  Naturally,  I  didn't  want 


to  look  like  a  dumb  high  school  kid,  which 
is  just  what  I  was,  so  I  decided  to  be  cool 
and  try  it.  He  put  the  capsule  in  the  palm  of 
my  hand  and  1  think  I  stared  at  it  for  at  least 
20  minutes  before  I  had  the  nerve  to  take  it. 
So  many  "what  if  s"  kept  flashing  through 
my  mind.  "What  if  someone  saw  me  and 
told  my  parents"  was  a  biggie  on  the  list.  Or 
what  if  I  died?  How  would  they  explain 
that?  Anyway,  I  finally  decided  to  take  it. 
Everything  was  okay  at  first.  Then  my 
heart  started  pounding  and  I  was  sure  I  was 
going  into  cardiac  arrest!  My  boyfriend  just 
laughed  and  tried  to  reassure  me.  I  didn't 
die,  needless  to  say,  but  I  was  so  wound  up 
that  I  didn't  sleep  for  days.  No  drug  is  safe. 
There  are  going  to  be  some  side  effects 
whether  it's  sleeplessness,  nervousness,  or 
whatever.  The  question  is:  do  you  think  the 
effects  a  particular  drug  induces  are  worth 
the  risk  of  taking  it?  This  is  a  personal  deci- 
sion. It's  up  to  the  individual  to  decide  for 
themselves.  But  I  do  think  your  decision 
should  be  considerate  of  others.  You 
shouldn't  make  a  nuisance  of  yourself,  like 
by  driving  under  the  influence." 

So  many  opinions  abound  on  such  a 
common  subject.  Why  all  the  discord  espe- 
cially among  college  students  who  seem- 
ingly know  themselves?  Perhaps  we  have 
been  conditioned  by  our  parents  to  feel  that 
drugs  are  wrong,  but  peer  pressure  seems 
to  suggest  it's  okay  to  use  them.  Also,  there 
doesn't  seem  to  be  a  clear  division  between 
"use"  and  "abuse."  Dealing  with  these  con- 
flicting views  is  difficult  to  handle  as  is  illus- 
trated by  the  struggles  that  most  often  ac- 
company the  choice  to  use  or  not  to  use 
drugs.  There  is  no  clear  right  or  wrong 
choice.  There  is  a  decision  to  be  made;  it 
should  be  one  that  will  satisfy  your  own 
conscience  ■

which  student  one  talks  to.  For  some 
students,  their  faith  is  their  number  one 
concern.  To  leave  it  behind  in  their  home 
towns  is  not  even  a  plausible  consider- 
ation. For  others,  freedom  from  parental 
control  produces  a  swing  in  the  opposite 
direction  where  the  students  just  allow 
things  to  slide,  putting  faith  and  the  prac- 
tice of  it  on  the  back  burner.  Other  stu- 
dents may  feel  that  they  just  don't  have 
the  time  to  attend  services,  between 
study  time  and  time  spent  with  new- 
found friends.  They  may  miss  their  in- 
volvement, and  may  even  feel  guilty 
about  not  maintaining  their  faith, but  feel 
that  they'll  get  back  to  it  "some  day". 
There  are  numerous  organizations  on 


the  GsL  campus  to  assist  students  in  this 
search.  At  the  beginning  of  each  semes- 
ter, different  campus  organizations  set 
up  tables  to  inform  the  students  that 
they  are  on  campus  for  the  students' 
support.  Some  of  these  organizations 
have  other  methods  of  contacting  stu- 
dents. 

Dr.  Andy  Buckley,  the  Baptist  Student 
Union  Director,  says  that  incoming  fresh- 
men are  directly  contacted.  A  computer 
list  of  students'  names  is  obtained  and  a 
personal  letter,  a  newsletter,  and  a  calen- 
dar of  events  are  sent  to  the  student.  The 
Baptist  Student  Center  also  sponsors  ac- 
tivities in  which  students  can  get  to 
know  one  another  such  as  Bible  study

groups,  sports  activities,  and  weekly  lun- 
cheons. 

Pastor  Delgehausen  of  the  Lutheran 
Student  Center  says  that  before  stu- 
dents actually  arrive  at  the  university,  a 
computer  list  is  obtained  of  all  Lutheran 
students  who  are  planning  to  arrive.  A 
letter  is  then  sent  to  the  students'  par- 
ents before  the  semester  starts.  Later 
during  the  semester,  the  parents  are  noti- 
fied as  to  whether  or  not  the  student  has 
contacted  either  the  Center  or  the 
church  itself.  The  center  holds  a  dinner 
on  the  first  three  Sundays  of  the  school 
year  so  the  students  may  get  to  know 
one  another.  There  are  also  free  lun- 
cheons held  every  Wednesday.  The  stu- 
dents are  under  no  financial  obligations 
because  the  church  is  community  sup- 
ported. 

The  Wesley  Foundation,  sponsored  by 
the  local  Methodist  and  Presbyterian 
churches,  is  directed  by  the  Reverend  R. 
Don  Ross.  The  Reverend  Ross  comment- 
ed that  personal  contact  with  incoming 
freshmen  is  the  most  effective  means  of 
introducing  the  activities  of  the  Wesley 
Foundation.  Besides  personal  contact, 
newsletters  are  sent  to  all  incoming  stu- 
dents who  designate  a  religious  prefer- 
ence as  either  Methodist  or  Presbyterian. 
Posters  and  flyers  advertise  such  events 
as  "Open  Mike  Night,"  a  night  of  listen- 
ing to  the  musicians  of  the  community, 
on  campus  bulletin  boards. 

According  to  Sister  Carol  McAdam  of 
the  Wisdom  Catholic  Student  Center,  in- 
coming freshmen  are  informed  about  the 
center  in  many  ways.  She  says  that  she 
and  other  sisters  visit  the  women's  dor- 
mitories to  inform  students  that  they  are 
available  to  them.  Flyers  about  activities 
are  posted  in  dormitories  and  other  build- 
ings on  campus.  They  are  also  sent  to 
sorority  houses,  fraternity  houses,  the 
Vermilion  and  other  Lafayette  news- 
papers ■

She  sits  in  her  room  pretending  to 
read  an  assignment,  while  simul- 
taneously waiting  for  the  phone 
to  ring.  And  while  she's  going  crazy 
wondering  if  he'll  ever  call,  he's  at  the 
other  end  trying  to  convince  himself 
to  take  the  plunge  and  punch  those 
seven  little  numbers  that  will  put  him 
in  contact  with  her.

In  a 
general  campus  survey  it  appeared 
that,  although  many  views  were 
shared,  there  were  often  differing 
viewpoints. 

The  typical  date  seemed  to  be  din- 
ner and  dancing,  although  some  pre- 
ferred concerts  and  plays.  For  some, 
the  "classic"  date  was  defined  as  din- 
ner and  a  movie.  Others  preferred  go- 
ing out  with  a  group  of  friends  rather 
than  the  one-to-one  relationship  of  a 
date. 

After  a  few  dates,  there  comes  a 
time  in  every  relationship  when  a  deci- 
sion concerning  sex  must  be  made. 
John,  a  senior,  expressed  that  sex  was 
"inevitable.  There  is  a  natural  tenden- 
cy for  young  adults  to  have  .  .  .  sexual 
experiences."  As  far  as  sex  is  con- 
cerned, there  seems  to  be  a  return  to 
responsibility.  Most  of  those  inter- 
viewed felt  that  decisions  concerning 
sex  should  be  based  on  the  individ- 
ual's values.  As  one  female  student 
said,  "It's  important  when  you  come 
to  college  to  know  where  your  values 
stand  —  have  your  priorities  in  order." 
Joe,  a  graduating  senior,  stated,  "Sex 


is  fine  as  long  as  it  is  handled  with 
responsibility."  Others  felt,  that,  in  a 
relationship,  sex  "should  open  up  a 
relationship"  and  "make  it  grow."  The 
so-called  "sexual  revolution"  seemed 
to  have  had  a  conflicting  effect  upon 
attitudes  toward  sex.  While  Kelly,  a 
senior  male,  remarked  "People  know 
more  about  sex  now.  There  is  more 
open  discussion  between  sexes," 
there  still  seems  to  be  a  certain 
amount  of  fear  and  insecurity  be- 
tween members  of  the  opposite  sex. 

Where  students  lived  seemed  to 
have  an  impact  on  relationships.  A 
comparison  of  dorm  versus  apart- 
ment life  revealed  that  dorms  were 
much  more  controlled  than  apart- 
ments. With  coed  dorms  nonexistent 
at  CIsL,  and  visitations  of  members  of 
the  opposite  sex  strictly  limited  to  cer- 
tain time  periods,  many  students 
found  that  dorm  life  restricted  their 
social  life.  Many  students  opted  for 
the  privacy  and  freedom  of  an  apart- 
ment.,  As  Jill  stated,  "Dorm  dating 
was  like  high  school  play  time.  No  pri- 
vacy at  all.  An  apartment  is  much 
more  private.  You're  free  to  see  whom 
you  want  when  you  want." 

In  some  relationships  there  is  a  nat- 
ural tendency  toward  the  commit- 
ment of  marriage.  Marriage  was  per- 
haps the  most  controversial  topic 
among  students.  Jill  reflected  the 
most  common  thought  on  marriage 
when  she  stated,  "Marriage  is  thought 
of  so  negatively.  It's  thought  of  as  a 
trap."  Another  female  student  said, 
"Whenever  you  go  into  a  marriage 
you  should  realize  that  your  are  stuck 
with  that  person  and  that  it  is  a  com- 
mitment. A  person  needs  to  know 
what  they're  getting  into."

The 
Natural,  starring  Robert  Redford,  brought  a 
tear  of  joy  to  every  baseball  fan  around. 
Clint  Eastwood  revealed  the  dark  side  of 
machismo  in  Tightrope.

Dune  cost  $40  million  and  did  not  make 
back  even  half  of  that;  the  same  thing  hap- 
pened with  the  $60  million  Cotton  Club. 
Firestarter  and  too  many  others  failed  to 
make  any  heat  on  screen. 

No  article  on  movies  could  be  complete 
without  a  mention  of  Gremlins,  an  original, 
funny,  cute  film.  Unfortunately,  its  violence 
led  to  a  new  movie  rating — PG  13.  This 
rating  recommended  that  some  material  in 
the  movie  was  not  suitable  for  children  un- 
der the  age  of  thirteen.  It  is  doubtful  this  will

he  year  1984  was  a  big  one  for  the  music 
business.  Many  records  earned  figures  in 
the  millions  of  dollars.  It  marked  record 
selling  albums  for  such  big  names  as  Prince, 
Bruce  Springsteen,  and  Lionel  Richie. 

1984  was  apparently  the  Year  of  the  Sound- 
track. Ten  movie  soundtracks  finished  in  the 
Top  100  albums  of  Rolling  Stone  magazine.  In 
fact,  the  number  one  album  for  1984  was  the 
soundtrack  from  Prince's  movie  "Purple 
Rain."  The  other  movies  whose  soundtracks 
were  popular  were  "Footloose,"  "The  Big 
Chill,"  "Eddie  and  the  Cruisers,"  "Ghostbus- 
ters,"  "The  Woman  in  Red,"  "Yentl,"  "Brea- 
kin',"  "Flashdance,"  and  "Against  All  Odds." 

1984  also  saw  the  comeback  of  one  of  soul's 
leading  ladies  —  Tina  Turner.  Her  sing'e 
"What's  Love  Got  to  Do  With  It?"  reestab- 
lished her  as  one  of  today's  most  prominent 
female  singers.  But  Tina  wasn't  the  only  fe- 
male singer  to  find  success  in  1984.  Cyndi 
Lauper  bopped  her  way  onto  the  music  scene 

early  in  the  year 
with  her  hit 
"Girls  Just  Want 
to  Have  Fun." 
Madonna,  Sheila 

'•JfJB^HlM  ^"  anc'  Shannon 
also  debuted 
with  top-selling 
albums. 

1984  was  the 
Year  of  Andro- 
gyny. Boy 
George,  Grace  Jones,  and  Annie  Lennox  culti- 
vated the  androgynous  image  by  cross-dress- 
ing.

Many  top- 
grossing  acts,  such  as  Duran  Duran,  Michael 
Jackson  and  his  brothers,  and  Lionel  Richie 
owed  at  least  some  of  their  success  to  the 
popularity  of  their  videos.  And  even  groups 
like  Huey  Lewis  and  the  Mews,  Cyndi  Lauper, 
Madonna,  and  ZZ  Top  can  thank  the  music 
video  industry  for  making  their  music  more 
available  to  a  wide  audience.  With  as  many  as 
17  million  VCR's  estimated  to  be  in  American 
homes  by  the  end  of  the  year,  music  videos 
became  even  more  accessible  to  the  general

Registration 


Registration  means  big  business  for  the  two  campus  bookstores.  They  often  hire  extra  employees  to  alleviate  the 
time  spent  waiting  in  line.

ihe  alarm  goes  off.  You 
awake  from  a  deep  sleep, 
hit  the  snooze  button,  and 
pull  the  covers  over  your  head. 
Is  it  possible  that  the  long,  lazy 
summer  is  already  grinding  to  a 
screeching  halt?  Today,  August 
20,  1984  is  the  first  day  of  regis- 
tration for  the  fall  semester  and 
the  official  end  of  summer.  You 
decide  to  try  to  get  a  head  start 
on  the  perpetual  lines  by  getting 
there  early.  And  so  the  seeming- 
ly endless  circle  begins. 

Looking  at  the  orderly  proce- 
dure listed  on  the  registration 
form  is  deceiving.  It  seems  easy 
enough,  but  hidden  in  the  dark 
recesses  of  Martin  Hall  is  what 
every  student  fears  most  — 
The  Grand  Runaround.  The  GsL 
staff  springs  this  control  device 
on  the  most  unsuspecting  stu- 
dent. Freshmen  seem  to  be  es- 
pecially vulnerable.  Some  stu- 
dents avoid  much  of  this 
through  Early  Registration, 
which  occurs  in  July.  But  not 
everyone  is  fortunate  enough  to 
be  in  Lafayette  in  the  middle  of  the  summer,  and  so  must  endure 
the  crowds  and  chaos. 

The  first  step  for  registering  is  getting  your   

packet  from  your  department  office.  After 
you've  pulled  most  of  your  hair  out  and  final- 
ly come  up  with  a  class  schedule  you  can 
tolerate,  you  must  obtain  the  approval  of 
your  adviser.  This  is  the  tricky  part.  The  fun-

eason"  is  defined  as  one  of  the  four  equal  divisions  of  the  year: 
spring,  summer,  fall,  winter;  or  the  two  divisions  of  the  year, 
rainy  and  dry,  in  tropical  climates.

The  primary  function  of  a  holiday  is  to  re- 
member and/or  celebrate  a  special  occa- 
sion. Holidays  can  be  marked  by  various 
happenings  from  quiet,  private  observances  to 
joyous  dancing  in  the  streets.  Holidays  are  days 
that  are  meant  to  be  spent  with  family  and 
friends.  They  are  festive  occasions  that  often 
call  for  mass  consumption  of  food  and  drink. 
Some  holidays,  such  as  Christmas,  are  celebrat- 
ed in  one  form  or  another  throughout  the  world. 
Others,  like  Mardi  Gras,  are  primarily  regional 
observances. 

A  holiday  is  technically  any  day  when  people 
take  time  off  from  their  daily  duties  to  make  an 
event.  The  word  "holiday"  is  derived  from  an 
Anglo-Saxon  term  meaning  "holy  day."  This  is 
because  the  first  holidays  commemorated  holy 
events  and  persons.  Now  the  term  is  used  not 
only  for  officially  recognized  occasions,  but  also 
for  any  day  a  person  has  off  from  work  or 
school.  Sometimes  the  word  "holiday"  is  used 
in  place  of  the  word  "vacation." 

Some  holidays  are  distinguished  by  various 
celebrations  and  symbols  that  have  been  prac-

Since  it  is  the  "Hub 
City"  of  Acadiana,  its  celebration  features  a  little  bit 
of  all  the  festivals.  Festivals  Acadiens,  as  it  is 
known,  has  been  rated  among  the  top  100  events  to 
attend  in  North  America  in  1984.  Activities  are  held 
in  various  locations  all  over  the  city.  Since  the  Cajun 
Music  Festival  is  in  Girard  Park,  a  lot  of  (JsL  students 
participate  in  the  revelry.  Dancers  at  the  music  festi- 
val, which  features  local  musicians,  have  been 
known  to  stir  up  near-impenetrable  dust  storms.  The 
Bayou  Food  Festival,  which  is  also  well  attended, 
has  local  chefs  demonstrating  their  culinary  talents. 
There  is  also  a  Senior  Fair  and  Craft  Show  where 
crafts  made  by  senior  citizens  are  displayed;  the 
Louisiana  Native  Crafts  Festival,  where  native  arti- 
sans practice  their  crafts;  and  the  Jaycees  Acadiana 
Fair  and  Trade  Show.  Even  the  Deep  South  Writers' 
Conference  gets  into  the  act  with  readings  of  poetry 
and  excerpts  form  novels. 

Among  all  the  festivals  in  southwestern  Louisiana 
there  is  something  for  everyone  —  young,  old,  and 
in  between.  One  final  note:  another  characteristic  of 
a  Cajun  is  that  he  spreads  his  fun  around.  So  laissez 
le  bons  temps  rouler,  cher!  ■ 


Music  is  not  for  festivals  only.  It  is  part  of  the  Cajun  heritage.  The  three 
main  instruments  are  the  accordion,  the  fiddle,  and  the  guitar.  These 
musicians  demonstrate  their  skill  on  two  of  the  three.

In 
addition  to  all  of  these,  Ms.  Jolivette  was 
an  honors  student,  active  on  the  Honors 
Board  and  in  the  Gamma  Beta  Phi,  Sig- 
ma Tau  Delta,  and  Alpha  Lamda  Delta 
honor  societies.  She  was  also  the  recipi- 
ent of  several  scholarships,  which  in- 
cluded an  IBM  scholarship  that  financed 
an  internship  in  Washington,  D.C.  this 


summer,  the  Dr.  James  Oliver  Scholar- 
ship, the  Lafayette  Women's  Club  Schol- 
arship, the  Blue  Key  Scholarship,  and  Pi 
Gamma  Mu  Honor  Society  Scholarship, 
the  T.H.  Harris  Scholarship,  and  the  Al- 
pha Kappa  Alpha  Sorority  Scholarship 
in  1981  and  1984.  Ms.  Jolivette's  hob- 
bies included  reading  and  jogging  and  in 
reference  to  her  reign  said,  "Emerson 
wrote, ' ...  he  who  has  put  forth  his  total 
strength  in  fit  actions  has  the  richest  re- 
turn of  wisdom?  Serving  GsL  is  one  of 
the  most  fit  actions  I  know."

She  assisted  the 
Black  Progressive  Students  Association 
with  their  Big  Sister  Program  and  with 
the  Fashion  Committee.  She  was  also  a 
group  leader  for  Freshman  Orientation 
and  a  member  of  Circle  K.  Ms.  Vallot's 
hobbies  included  reading,  calligraphic 
writing,  motorcycle  riding,  and  bicycle 
riding,  and  she  noted  that  "my  activities 
on  campus  have  made  GsL  a  university  I 
would  be  proud  to  represent."

The  event  had  a  turnout  of 
about  7,000  people  and  was  well 
organized  for  a  group  of  that  size; 
but  there  was  more  to  Cajun  Fun 


Time  than  just  good  music  and 
dancing.  Throughout  the  after- 
noon and  evening,  local  vendors 
set  up  booths  featuring  several 
popular  area  foods,  such  as  pizza, 
charcoal  grilled  hamburgers,  cat- 
fish, Chinese  food,  and  po-boys. 
Many  people  set  up  tents  and 
campers  and  barbequed  their  own 
food.  The  day  concluded  with  a 
huge  fireworks  display  over  Cajun 
Field  I  Jane  Estes 
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HL.  Griffin  Hall  was  the  site  of  the  24th  Annual  Deep 
South  Writer's  Conference,  held  from  September  21 
through  September  23,  1984,  and  sponsored  by  GsL's 
English  Department.  Organized  to  discover,  develop  and  pro- 
mote literary  and  artistic  talent,  it  featured  local  and  national 
writers  who  spoke  and  conducted  workshops  on  their  special 
fields  of  expertise.  The  guest  speakers  also  made  themselves 
available  for  personal  conferences  when  they  were  not  hold- 
ing workshops.  The  conference  also  provided  competitions 
which  gave  novice  writers  the  opportunity  to  have  their 
works  judged  by  professional  writers.  Cash  prizes  were 
awarded  to  the  winners  in  the  different  categories  of  these 
competitions. 

This  year's  conference  featured  several  prominent  writers, 
one  of  whom  was  Robert  Cormier.  Cormier  was  a  newspaper- 
man-turned-novelist who  wrote  books  which  stirred  contro- 
versy because  of  their  disturbing  plots  and  downbeat  end- 
ings. Although  his  novels  were  popular  mainly  with  young 
adults,  Cormier  did  not  consider  himself  a  "young  adult  au- 
thor"; he  said  that  he  wrote  novels  "with  young  people  in 
them."  He  also  stated  that  "when  a  writer  has  to  worry  (that 
way)  about  his  audience,  that's  death  to  all  creative  im- 
pulses." 

The  conference  ...  is  organized  to  discover,  devel- 
op, and  promote  literary  and  artistic  talent. 


Another  one  of  the  selected  writers  was  Leon  Stokesbury, 
who  was  GsL's  Writer-in-Residence  for  the  Fall  1984  semester. 
He  is  a  widely  anthologized  poet  and  the  author  of  Often  in 
Different  Landscapes,  The  Drifting  of  All  We  Once  Held 
Essential,  and  The  Royal  Nonesuch. 

The  list  of  guest  speakers  also  included  Charles  Champlin,

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Program  Council  Offers 
Students  Entertainment 

The  Entertainment  Committee  of  the  Union  Program 
Council  booked  several  different  acts,  such  as  singers 
and  comedians,  throughout  the  year.  These  perfor- 
mances occurred  at  different  times  and  in  different  places; 
some  performed  "on  the  green"  during  the  day,  while  others 
had  night  performances  in  the  Onion  Ballroom. 

Dave  Rudolph,  a  singer  and  comedian,  performed  on  the 
green.  He  had  received  critical  acclaim  for  both  his  unique 
stage  show  and  his  finely  crafted  albums,  including  recogni- 
tion from  Newsweek  as  one  of  the  most  frequently  recom- 
mended college  acts.  He  successfully  combined  comedy  and 
music  in  a  performance  that  established  a  rapport  with  the 
audience.  His  music  included  bluegrass,  blues,  and  folk  rock. 

Tish  Hinojosa,  another  performer  on  the  green,  was  a  sing- 
er and  songwriter  with  a  country  and  pop  style.  Born  of 
Mexican  ancestry,  she  used  her  bilingual  background  in  sev- 
eral of  her  songs.  Three  of  these  songs  have  reached  the  top 
ten  on  Latin  stations  across  the  southwestern  United  States 
and  northern  Mexico.  She  had  been  chosen  as  a  winner  of  the 
New  Folk  Songwriters'  Competition  of  the  Kerrville  Folk 
Festival.  Ms.  Hinojosa  had  made  over  100  appearances  in  the 
college  market  since  1979. 

Robert  York  combined  juggling  with  comedy  illusions  and 
impersonations  in  a  performance  in  the  ballroom.  Having 
been  a  professional  juggler  for  the  past  seven  years,  he 
juggled  everything  from  balls,  rings,  and  basketballs  to 
clubs,  a  sword,  and  a  bullwhip.  He  was  credited  as  being  the 
only  living  juggler  to  juggle  10  balls.  He  had  performed  at 
numerous  shows,  festivals,  promotional  events,  sporting 
events,  and  conventions.  He  was  especially  popular  in  his 
home  state  of  Oklahoma  and  had  been  well  received  at 
colleges  in  Oklahoma,  Texas,  Arkansas,  and  Louisiana. 

Two  comedians  who  made  an  appearance  in  the  ballroom 
were  Williams  and  Ree.  Their  act  combined  a  Sioux  Indian 
with  a  "paleface"  bass  player.  Their  ethnic  humor,  done  in 
excellent  taste,  brought  a  fresh  approach  to  entertainment. 

Alex  Cole  had  been  called  the  most  unpredictable  comedi- 
an in  the  country.  His  eleven  year  career  had  seen  him  per- 
forming at  concerts  with  such  groups  as  The  Talking  Heads, 
Laura  Branigan,  and  The  Tubes.  He  also  performed  at  45 
college  campuses  during  the  spring  of  1984,  including  a 
performance  at  USL  in  the  ballroom.  For  this  he  was  known 
as  a  premier  comedian. 

Bermuda  Triangle  was  a  band  who  performed  a  blend  of 
original  and  familiar  material  and  was  dedicated  to  bringing 
good  times  to  their  audience.  In  their  performance  on  the 
green,  their  music  ranged  from  bluegrass  to  rock,  and  includ- 
ed almost  everything  in  between.  The  group  had  been  to- 
gether for  several  years,  and  played  with  such  groups  as 
Seals  and  Croft,  Billy  Joel,  The  Dirt  Band,  and  Harry  Chapin. 
Between  tours  of  the  college  concert  circuit,  the  band  played 
New  York  clubs.

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Another  musical  performance  on  the  green  was  made  by 
Roadside  Revue,  a  versatile  group  from  the  heart  of  Texas. 
Their  music  varied  from  swing,  blues,  and  jazz  to  rock  and 
roll,  country,  and  bluegrass.  Their  instrumentation  included 
acoustic  guitar,  mandolin,  banjo,  bass,  and  electric  guitar. 
With  emphasis  on  originality  and  entertainment,  the  group 
played  both  original  material  and  other  songs  ranging  in  age 
from  the  1920's  to  the  present. 

Southwick  and  Stevenson  were  two  lively  performers  who 
played  for  UsL  audiences  on  the  green.  Their  approach  to 
entertainment  featured  music  in  a  humorous  tone,  which  had 
them  relating  stories  to  the  audience  between  songs.  Their 
music  featured  both  original  material  and  jazz  and  rock  selec- 
tions. 

The  Innovation  Band,  a  dance  band  that  was  popular  in 
Southern  Louisiana,  played  here  in  the  ballroom.  They 
played  on  college  campuses  from  Austin,  Texas  to  Atlanta, 
Georgia.  They  also  played  at  nightclubs  in  New  York  City. 
The  band,  made  up  of  four  lead  singers,  a  horn  section  with 
alto  sax,  trombone,  and  trumpet,  three  keyboard  players, 
lead  and  bass  guitars,  and  a  drummer/percussionist,  formed 
in  1981  with  the  idea  of  creating  unforgettable  music.  A  few 
of  the  band  members  played  in  the  well  known  Southern 
University  Marching  Band,  and  all  of  the  members  had  for- 
mal training  under  Dr.  Alvin  Batiste  at  Southern  University. 
In  addition,  the  band  had  performed  for  and  been  encouraged 
by  such  notables  as  The  Gap  Band,  S.O.S.,  The  Isley  Broth- 
ers, The  Funk-A-Delics,  and  The  Bus  Boys. 

Singer  and  songwriter  Sally  Fingerett  was  a  folk  musician 
whose  repertoire  consisted  primarily  of  her  own  material. 
She  appeared  on  college  campuses  and  in  clubs  across  the 
country,  and  also  appeared  here  on  the  green.  She  performed 
with  such  people  as  John  Sebastian,  Leon  Redbone,  Or- 
leans, and  John  Prine,  and  in  1981  won  Best  Solo  Performer 
in  the  Columbus,  Ohio  version  of  the  Grammy  Awards  ■

Flora  Levy  was  a  distinguished  Lafayette  resident  who  appre- 
ciated the  arts  and  humanities.  When  she  died  in  1981,  she 
left  approximately  $1  million  to  GsL.  This  money  was  used  to 
sponsor  an  annual  lecture  series.  The  Flora  Levy  Lecture  Series 
has  become  one  of  the  most  distinguished  lecture  series  in  the 
country.  The  1984  speaker  in  this  series  was  Sophie  Freud 
Lowenstein.  Ms.  Lowenstein  is  the  granddaughter  of  Sigmund 
Freud  and  the  niece  of  Anna  Freud,  both  famous  psychologists. 
She  is  a  distinguished  social  worker  and  the  author  of  several 
articles  on  psychiatric  social  work. 

On  October  29,  the  International  Microprogramming  Reposi- 
tory was  inaugurated  at  GsL.  Dr.  Maurice  Wilkes  spoke  at  the 
dedication  ceremonies.  In  1951  he  introduced  microprogram- 
ming as  a  computer  science  concept  in  his  paper  "The  Best  Way 
to  Design  an  Automatic  Calculating  Machine."  Also  speaking  at 
the  dedication  was  Dr.  Michael  Flynn,  the  Stanford  University 
computer  science  professor  who  designed  the  IBM  360/91  com- 
puter. The  repository  was  conceived  by  Dr.  Bruce  Shriver,  GsL 
Lamson  Research  Professor  of  Computer  Science,  and  consist- 
ed of  books,  papers,  theses,  dissertations,  unpublished  notes 
and  writings,  computer  hardware,  field  engineering  manuals, 
and  other  items  pertaining  to  microprogramming. 

On  November  7  the  GsL  English  department  Colloquium 
Committee  sponsored  a  reading  by  poet  James  Dickey.  Dickey 
received  his  M.A.  in  1950  from  Vanderbilt  Gniversity.  In  1960, 
the  publication  of  his  first  poetry  collection,  Into  the  Stone  and 
Other  Poems,  gave  his  literary  career  its  start.  In  1962  he  was 
awarded  a  Guggenheim  Fellowship  which  allowed  him  to  write 
poetry  full  time.  Dickey  served  the  terms  as  poetry  consultant 
to  the  Library  of  Congress  and  as  chairman  of  the  New  York 
Quarterly,  and  now  serves  as  advisory  editor  to  Shenandoah. 
Dickey  also  taught  at  the  university  level.  He  was  a  Franklin 
Distinguished  Professor  at  Georgia  Tech  Gniversity,  and  in  1968 
accepted  the  position  of  poet-in-residence  at  the  Gniversity  of 
South  Carolina.  He  has  received  honorary  degrees  from  numer- 
ous universities  and  colleges.  Literary  distinctions  include  the 
Levison  prize  given  by  Poetry  magazine  for  five  poems  from 
Puella;  the  National  Book  Award  for  poetry  and  the  Melville 
Cane  Award  for  Buckdancer's  Choice;  and  the  French  "Prix 
Medicis"  for  his  novel  Deliverance,  which  he  also  adapted  for 
film.

In  October,  CJsL  dedicated  its  new  International  Microprogramming  Repository.  At  the  ceremonies  were  Dr.  Bruce  Shriver,  (JsL  President  Ray 
Authement,  guest  speakers  Dr.  Maurice  Wilkes  and  Dr.  Mike  Flynn,  Dr.  Joe  Linn,  and  Dr.  Subrata  Dasgupta. 


The  Speakers  Committee  of  the  (JsL  Program  Council  pre- 
sented two  speaking  events  in  1984.  The  first  was  on 
March  15.  Adventurist  John  Goddard  shared  his  exper- 
iences, his  triumphs,  and  the  philosophies  that  helped  him 
through  many  ordeals  in  the  past  33  years.  When  he  was  15 
years  old,  Goddard  listed  127  lifetime  goals,  such  as  climbing 
Mount  Everest,  exploring  the  Nile  River  by  canoe,  running  a  five 
minute  mile,  flying  an  airplane,  and  diving  in  a  submarine.  By 
1972  he  had  accomplished  106  of  these  goals,  and  as  he  closed 
in  on  the  remainder,  he  claimed  to  be  confident  of  accomplish- 
ing those.  A  graduate  of  the  University  of  Southern  California 
with  degrees  in  anthropology  and  psychology,  he  studied  260 
primitive  tribes,  visited  113  countries,  and  traveled  over  one 
million  miles  on  his  adventures.  He  holds  civilian  jet  pilot  alti- 
tude and  speed  records,  has  climbed  12  of  the  world's  highest 
mountains,  traversed  15  of  the  world's  most  treacherous  rivers, 


and  has  conducted  14  major  expeditions  into  remote  regions 
around  the  globe.  He  says  the  adventures  and  excitement  they 
hold  are  enjoyable,  but  are  secondary  to  the  main  goal  of  adding 
facts  and  data  to  the  world's  store  of  knowledge.  He  has  been 
bitten  by  a  rattlesnake,  charged  by  an  elephant,  involved  in 
plane  crashes,  and  caught  in  earthquakes,  proving  that  acquir- 
ing this  data  does  not  come  easily. 

The  other  Speaker's  Committee  event  was  a  Rape  Prevention 
Seminar  in  October.  Guest  speakers  discussed  various  methods 
of  rape  prevention,  and  what  one  should  do  if  they  should  fall 
victim  to  the  crime  of  rape.  The  speakers  included  Mike  Smith, 
a  (JsL  health  instructor;  Kathy  Stout-Labauve,  coordinator  for 
the  University  Medical  Center  Rape  Crisis  Center;  Curley  Dar- 
tez,  Detective/ Sergeant  for  the  Lafayette  Police  Department;

A  Christmas  Carol 


On  Thursday,  November  29, 
1984,  The  National  Touring 
Company  presented  a  musi- 
cal stage  adaptation  of  Charles 
Dickens'  A  Christmas  Carol  at  the 
Lafayette  Municipal  Auditorium. 
The  program  was  sponsored  by 
the  Entertainment  Committee  of 
the  CIsL  Union  Program  Council. 

Charles  Jones,  artistic  director 
of  the  Omaha  Community  Play- 
house in  Omaha,  Nebraska,  con- 
ceived the  adaptation.  It  featured 
an  ensemble  of  actors,  singers,  and 
musicians  who  presented  a  full  ar- 
ray of  traditional  Christmas  carols 
interwoven  within  the  story  "A 
Christmas  Carol".  Of  this  Jones 
said,  "The  songs  do  not  move  the 
story  forward;  they  stand  apart 
from  the  text.  Each  carol  in  the 
show  was  chosen  for  the  dramatic 
atmosphere  it  contributed  to  the 
total  evening.  The  songs  are  tradi- 
tional, but  the  scoring  by  musical 
arranger  John  Bennett  is  contem- 
porary and  exquisitely  beautiful." 

Charles  Dickens  was  one  of  the 
most  popular  English  novelists  of 
all  time.  Dickens'  writing  showed 
sympathy  for  the  poor  and  help- 
less, and  mocked  and  criticized  the 
selfish,  the  greedy,  and  the  cruel. 
The  novel  A  Christmas  Carol  is 
one  of  the  most  famous  Christmas 


stories  ever  written.  It  is  about 
Ebenezer  Scrooge,  an  old  miser, 
who  is  reformed  into  a  good,  un- 
selfish person  by  the  appearances 
of  three  ghosts  on  Christmas  Eve. 

The  Charles  Dickens  classic, 
written  in  1843,  has  not  lost  any  of 
its  magic  or  spirit  in  the  141  years 
since  it  first  appeared.  The  mysti- 
cal effects  of  the  current  produc- 
tion, which  included  falling  snow- 
flakes,  Ebenezer  Scrooge's  bed 
whipping  around  the  stage,  Jacob 
Marley's  ghost  appearing  through 
a  cloud  of  smoke  from  the  fire- 
place, and  the  15  foot  tall  Ghost  of 
Christmas- Yet-to-Come,  brought  a 
unique  technical  timeliness  to  this 
staged  musical  production. 

The  period  of  this  Christmas  pre- 
sentation was  set  in  1886.  The  en- 
ergy, however,  was  current  as  the 
feeling  of  the  Christmas  Spirit  tran- 
scends time  through  the  energy  of 
the  performers.  Scrooge's  basic 
grappling  with  the  past,  present, 
and  future  were  well  wrapped  in 
music,  dance,  colorful  costumes, 
and  an  elaborate  period  set.  The 
performing  ensemble  was  com- 
plete with  actors,  singers,  and  mu- 
sicians offering  a  performance  that 
had  the  look  and  the  feel  of  a  liv- 
ing, three-dimensional  Christmas

Dance  group  gets  new 
name  and  director 

Dancing  is  a  form  of  artistic  expression  that  takes  years  of 
hard  work  to  perfect.  Those  who  have  attained  perfection 
are  the  ones  that  make  even  the  most  difficult  moves  appear 
effortless.  GsL  had  a  group  that  was  dedicated  to  the  propa- 
gation of  the  art  of  dancing.  Gntil  1984,  the  group  was  know 
as  The  Company.  In  the  fall  of  '84,  under  a  new  director,  the 
name  was  changed  to  the  GsL  Gniversity  Repertory  Dance 
Theater.  The  group  continued  the  tradition  of  presenting 
dance  concerts  each  semester,  including  during  the  summer. 
The  group  was  periodically  directed  by  guest  choreo- 
graphers, including  Susan  Melman,  Sunny  Savoy-Cigarroa, 
and  Dianne  Jackson.  The  music  that  accompanied  the  danc- 
ers included  works  by  Vivaldi,  Brian  Eno,  Aretha  Franklin 
and  The  Police.  The  summer  concert  also  featured  original 
music  by  Lafayette  musician  and  composer  Larry  Sieberth. 

In  early  1984,  The  Company,  as  it  was  formerly  called,  was 
under  the  direction  of  Kathy  Burke.  Ms.  Burke  was  formerly 
a  dancer  in  San  Francisco  and  left  GsL  to  pursue  a  dancing 
career  with  the  Lafayette  group  Movin'  South.  In  the  fall  of 

Kelly  Michaels,  the  director  as  of  the  fall  of  '84,  is  also  a  new  CIsL 
faculty  member.  He  changed  the  name  of  the  dance  group  to  the 
CIsL  University  Repertory  Theater. 
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Kathy  Burke  works  on  one  of  her  many  dances.  Under  Ms.  Burke,  the 
Company  performed  in  both  the  spring  and  summer  concerts  of  1984. 


'84,  new  faculty  member  Kelly  Michaels  assumed  the  leader- 
ship of  the  group.  Michaels,  who  was  formerly  a  dancer  with 
the  Pennsylvania  Dance  Theatre  and  Beverly  Blossom  and 
Company,  taught  modern  dance,  jazz,  and  ballet  at  GsL.  His 
first  action  as  director  was  to  change  the  name  of  the  group 
to  the  GsL  University  Repertory  Dance  Theater  in  order  to,  in 
his  words,  "be  able  to  associate  a  new  group  with  a  new 
choreographic  director,"  and  to  "give  the  group  an  identity 
that  would  help  to  describe  and  define  its  goals."  Michaels 
stated  as  a  goal  that  he  would  "like  to  make  the  dance  theater 
more  accessible."  As  a  step  in  that  direction,  his  group  pre- 
sented a  special  lecture/demonstration  and  concert  to  in- 
form and  educate  its  audience  about  the  art  of  dancing.

Pinkerton  goes  home  to  America,  and  unk- 
nowingly leaves  Butterfly  carrying  his  child. 
He  returns  to  Japan  three  years  later  with  an 
American  wife.  Butterfly,  who  realizes  the 
hopelessness  of  her  love  for  Pinkerton,  sur- 
renders her  child  to  the  American  couple  and 
commits  hari-kari.  The  tragic  opera,  by  Gia- 
como  Puccini,  was  first  produced  in  Milan  in 
1904  ■

Concerts  Bring 
Culture  to  Campus 


Each  year  the  UsL  Concert 
Committee,  headed  by  Dr.  No- 
lan Sahuc,  presents  the  CJsL  Con- 
cert Series.  The  series  features  per- 
forming artists  and  groups  ranging 
from  dance  companies  to  string 
quartets. 

The  1984  season  opened  with  a 
performance  by  Joan  Benson,  a 
clavichordist  and  fortepianist. 
Miss  Benson  studied  in  Europe 
after  earning  degrees  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  Illinois  and  the  Universi- 
ty of  Indiana.  Her  desire  to  play 
very  soft  pianissimos  led  her  to  the 
clavichord,  and  she  gained  recogni- 
tion as  one  of  the  foremost  inter- 
preters of  the  instrument.  Her  ex- 
pertise on  the  clavichord  led  to 
work  on  the  fortepiano  and  the 
modern  piano.  She  had  a  large  rep- 
ertoire of  keyboard  masterpieces 
from  the  15th  through  the  20th 
centuries. 


The  Aspen  Soloists  performed 
on  March  13.  The  group  formed 
during  the  summer  of  1976  in  As- 
pen, Colorado.  Since  that  time 
they  had  made  yearly  concert 
tours  playing  classical  pieces  by 
such  composers  as  Beethoven  and 
Brahms.  The  group  consisted  of 
violinist  Eriko  Sato,  cellist  William 
Grubb,  and  pianist  David  Oei. 
Each  of  the  three  won  awards  and 
critical  acclaim. 

The  third  concert  of  the  series 
on  March  27  featured  the  Ririe- 
Woodbury  Dance  Company.  The 
company,  directed  by  Shirley  Ririe 
and  Joan  Woodbury,  toured  the 
People's  Republic  of  China  and  had 
recent  performances  in  Yugoslavia 
and  South  Africa,  as  well  as 
throughout  the  United  States.

The  GsL  School  of  Music  had  a  very 
busy  year  in  1984,  with  many  events 
occurring  throughout  the  school. 
During  the  week  of  February  19-26,  1984, 
faculty  and  students  from  the  School  of 
Music  presented  a  French  Music  Festival  in 
five  performances.  Begun  by  Professor  Ed- 
gar Davis,  who  organized  four  previous  fes- 
tivals from  1973-76  in  honor  of  Professor 
Willis  Ducrest,  this  fifth  festival  offered  a 
different  scenario  from  the  numerous  Cajun 
music  festivals  which  have  drawn  interna- 
tional attention  to  the  French-speaking  area 
of  Louisiana.  Larger  groups  performing  dur- 
ing the  week  of  the  festival  were  L'Or-

Opening  the  festival  week  on  February  19 
was  a  variety  of  chamber  music.  Included 
were  six  contemporary  pieces  for  clarinet 
and  piano;  a  Trio  Sonata  by  Paisible;  a  Cou- 
perin  harpsichord  work;  and  the  Faure  "Pi- 
ano Quartet  in  C  Minor."  On  February  21 
Goodman  directed  the  GsL  Wind  Ensemble 
in  "Suite  Francais"  by  Saint-Saens  and  Mil- 
haud's  "March  Militaire  Francais."  Other 
segments  of  the  program  were  the  "Sonata 
for  Violin  and  Piano"  by  Faure;  "Le  Rossig- 
nol"  by  Delibes;  and  "Ariettes  Oublees,"  a 
Debussy  song  cycle.  In  a  program  of 
shorter  works  on  February  22,  students 
Deborah  Powell,  soprano,  Judy  Deal-

Reynold's  "Messe 
Acadienne"  was  performed  by  members  of 
Chorale  Acadienne's  small  ensemble,  under 
the  direction  of  Micheal  Goudeau,  and  or- 
ganist Mary  Blankenberger.

An  evening  of  music  was  presented  by 
the  Brass  Guild  on  November  8.

Why  do  students  come  to  GsL 
from  out  of  state?  The  question  sets 
the  wheels  of  one's  mind  turning.  The 
reasons  are  varied  and  many.  Some 
range  from  family,  to  major,  to  the 
school's  reputation.  One  thing  is  for 
certain,  and  that  is  that  the  out  of 
state  students  have  made  a  wise  de- 
cision in  selecting  the  University  of 
southwestern  Louisiana:  home  of 
fun,  food,  and  excitement,  where  stu- 
dents mix  to  share  culture  and  experi- 
ence.

Find  Continuity  in 
Culture  at  UsL 


Students  that  decide  to  remain 
in  their  native  state  for  college 
find  that  Louisiana  suits  them  just 
fine.  Realizing  that  for  them  the 
best  of  all  possible  worlds  exists 
at  home,  they  prefer  to  stay 
where  the  blows  of  study  are  sof- 
tened by  the  social  life  with  its 
many  festivals,  cultural  events, 
parties,  and  night  life. 

Besides  the  general  reasons 
given  for  being  here,  local  and 
surrounding  area  students  give 
some  of  their  own  reasons  for  be- 
ing here.  One  student  came  here 
for  the  sports  program,  while  an- 
other came  for  the  business  cur- 
riculum. One  male  student  had  a 
sister  that  attended  LSG  and 
didn't  want  to  follow  in  her  foot- 
steps. A  few  students  were  mem- 
bers of  the  work  force  before  de- 
ciding on  a  college  education. 
Many  students  wanted  to  stay  on 
the  home  front,  while  some  had  a 
difficult  time  deciding  between 
trade  school  and  college.  The  par- 
ents of  some  students  would  foot 
the  bill  for  college  only  if  their 
son/daughter  stayed  at  home. 
Several  wanted  to  go  to  the  "best 
school  in  the  nation  for  computer 
science."  Some  went  to  LSG  and 


didn't  like  the  lack  of  warmth  and 
communication.  One  student 
said  it  perfectly:  "LSG  is  too  big; 
New  Orleans  is  TOO  BIG;  GsL  is 
just  right." 

A  large  number  of  in-state  stu- 
dents decided  to  attend  GsL 
mainly  because  they  felt  at  home 
here  and  were  uninhibited  by 
their  surroundings.  Over  half  (ac-

tually,  closer  to  75  percent)  of  in- 
state students  are  from  Lafayette 
Parish.  These  are  the  students 
that  make  everything  fall  into 
place  and  allow  everyone  to  feel 
at  home,  since  they  have  spent  a 
great  number  of  years  in  resi- 
dence here,  and  are  well-ac- 
quainted with  all  the  main  attrac- 
tions and  "hot  spots";  they  are 
not  hesitant  to  show  the  unac- 
quainted around.  An  out-of- 
towner  soon  becomes  a  native, 
as  he/she  becomes  an  expert  on 
such  areas  of  town  as  the  Strip, 


Acadiana  Mall,  and  Johnston 
Street. 

Festivals  add  color  and  excite- 
ment to  an  often  tedious  and  irri- 
tating college  life.  Since  this  area 
of  the  state  is  famous  for  its  festi- 
vals and  pageants,  many  stu- 
dents spend  their  weekends 
dancing  a  fais  do-do  in  Girard 
Park,  or  watching  a  frog  jumping 
contest  in  Rayne.  Some  partici- 
pate in  the  Delcambre  Shrimp 
Queen  Pageant,  while  others 
may  take  part  in  the  Food  Fest 
during  Festivals  Acadien. 

Besides  the  state-wide  festivals 
that  Louisiana  is  famous  for,  GsL 
is  famous  for  a  few  of  its  own. 
Lagniappe  Day  originated  when 
the  basketball  team  was  found 
guilty  on  charges  of  illegal  recruit- 
ing procedures  several  years  ago, 
thereby  eliminating  them  from 
the  playoffs.  The  administration 
allowed  the  students  one  day  off 
so  they  could  have  a  "little  some- 
thing extra."  This  great  tradition 
has  carried  itself  this  far,  and 
hopefully  will  do  so  for  many 
years  to  come.  Another  great  tra- 
dition is  Greek  Week,  when  all  fra- 
ternities and  sororities  gather  to- 
gether to  participate  in  light-

JANUARY; 

Pope  John  Paul  II  and  Mehmet  Ali  Agca 
met  in  a  Roman  prison  cell.  Agca,  who  at- 
tempted to  assassinate  the  pontiff  in  1981, 
apologized. 

The  Reagan  Administration's  Lebanon  poli- 
cy came  under  fire  by  the  Pentagon  for  its 
"badly  handled  military  stance"  there. 

Catherine  Wilson,  the  "Queen  of  Kiddie 
Porn,"  was  arrested  in  Los  Angeles.  She 
allegedly  built  a  $500,000-a-year  mail-order 
business  dealing  in  films  and  magazines  de- 
picting pedophilia  and  bestiality. 

The  U.S.  Task  Force  on  Food  Assistance  an- 
nounced that  hunger  "does  persist"  in 
America,  but  concluded  that  "we  have  not 
been  able  to  substantiate  allegations  of 
rampant  hunger"  in  the  nation. 

In  a  $10  billion  deal  Texaco,  this  country's 
fourth  largest  oil  company,  acquisitioned 
Getty  Oil.  Getty,  whose  oil  reserves  in- 
creased Texaco's  by  over  60  percent,  was 
the  fourteenth  largest  oil  company  in  the 
United  States. 

Jesse  Jackson,  the  charismatic  black 
preacher  and  civil-rights  leader  from  Chica- 
go kicked  off  his  bid  for  the  Democratic 
presidential  ticket  with  a  pilgrimage  to  Da- 
mascus, Syria  to  "break  the  cycle  of  pain" 
between  that  nation  and  the  United  States. 
He  returned  with  an  open  communication 
line  between  the  two  governments  and  Lt. 
Robert  Goodman,  a  Navy  aviator  who  had 
been  held  in  captivity  there. 

EPA  chief  William  Ruckelhaus  urged  the 
U.S.  public  to  "calm  down"  after  he  ordered 
an  immediate  halt  to  the  use  of  EDB — eth- 
ylene dibromide — on  grain  products.  The 
pesticide,  used  by  farmers  since  the  1940s, 
was  labeled  by  Ruckelhaus'  department  as 
a  chronic  and  unacceptable  health  risk.  It 
causes  cancer. 


After  insisting  for  months  that  he  would 
never  cut  and  run  in  Lebanon,  President 
Reagan  announced  that  the  Marines  would 
soon  begin  a  phased  withdrawal  to  the  safe- 
ty of  the  U.S.  fleet  offshore.  While  it  was 
noted  that  the  American  boys  were  out  of  a 
hot  spot,  the  seeming  betrayal  of  the  Leban- 
ese left  Syria,  Lebanon's  enemy  state,  in  a 
more  dominant  position  than  ever. 

The  tenth  flight  of  NASA's  space  shuttle, 
Challenger,  was  plagued  by  mechanical  fail- 
ures. Two  $75  million  communications  sat- 
ellites were  lost  because  of  failed  booster 
rockets,  and  the  remote  manipulator  arm 
developed  a  cramp  in  its  mechanical  wrist. 
Among  these  and  other  problems  the  shut- 
tle flight  did  manage  one  spectacular  mo- 
ment: an  unprecendented,  untethered  walk 
in  space  ▼

Fifteen  months  after  Leonid  Brezhnev's  fu- 
neral cortege  wended  its  way  through  Red 
Square,  Soviet  workers  began  putting  the 
flags  at  half-mast  for  Yuri  Andropov.  The 
Kremlin  chose  as  his  successor  Konstantin 
Chernenko,  72. 

The  XIV  Winter  Olympic  Games  in  Saraje- 
vo, Yugoslavia  heralded  an  electrifying  se- 
ries of  wins  for  the  American  teams  as  well 
as  those  of  other  nations.  Among  the 
Americans  carrying  home  medals  were  Bil- 
ly Johnson  who  became  the  first  American 
man  ever  to  win  an  Olypic  gold  medal  in  an 
alpine  event — the  men's  downhill,  Debbie 
Armstrong  who  finished  strong  in  the  worn- 
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;n's  giant  slalom  and  carried  home  the  gold, 
and  Scott  Hamilton  who  even  with  a  shaky- 
performance  in  the  finals  was  destined  to 
gold.  The  final  and  most  electrifying  of  the 
\merican  gold  wins  was  the  1-2  victory  in 
he  slalom  by  America's  identical  twins, 
?hil  and  Steve  Mahre.  Their  capture  of  the 
gold/silver  combo  was  the  capper  of  the 
Dlympiad  and  their  way  of  keeping  it  "in 
he  family"  ▼  ►

Canadian  Prime  Minister  Pierre  Elliott  Tru- 
deau,  64,  resigned  his  position  stating  that 
he  would  stay  on  until  a  new  leader  could  be 
chosen  in  June. 

The  brutal  border  war  between  Iran  and 
Iraq  escalated  offering  a  serious  threat  to 
the  Western  Hemisphere's  oil  supply.  After 
a  week  of  fighting  Iraq  claimed  that  it  had 
killed  more  than  30,000  enemy  troops,  and 
Iran  claimed  an  equally  unreliable  number. 
The  two  countries  then  geared  up  for  even 
bigger  battles. 


Despite  election-year  risks,  the  Reagan  ad- 
ministration dug  in  deeper  in  Central  Ameri- 
can skirmishes.  Aid  was  sent  in  the  form  of 
supply  depots,  training  camps,  airstrips, 
naval  mines,  attack  planes,  and  the  aircraft 
carrier  America  to  the  Salvadoran  Army 
and  the  Honduran  based  rebels  fighting  in 
Nicaragua.

APRIL; 

In  a  seemingly  peaceful  demonstration  held 
outside  of  the  Libyan  Embassy  in  St.  James 
Square,  London,  by  Libyan  students  pro- 
testing Muammar  Kaddafi's  reign  of  terror 
in  their  country,  a  burst  of  submachine-gun 
fire  left  Constable  Yvonne  Fletcher  dead 
and  ten  protesters  wounded.  The  shooting 
rapidly  escalated  into  an  angry  standoff  be- 
tween Britain  and  Libya. 

The  televised  trial  of  six  men  accused  of 
the  gang  rape  of  a  21 -year-old  mother  at  Big 
Dan's  Tavern  in  New  Bedford,  Massachu- 
setts, ended  with  the  conviction  of  four  of 
the  men  and  acquittal  for  the  two  bystand- 
ers who  had  cheered  on  the  rapists. 

After  years  of  civil  war,  elections  were  held 
in  El  Salvador  in  1984.  Jose  Napoleon 
Duarte,  was  elected  president  in  what  inter- 
national observers  called  the  most  open 
and  free  election  in  that  country  in  50  years. 
The  photo  shows  a  soldier  reading  a  news- 
paper at  the  Rio  Lempa  checkpoint  near  El 
Salvador;  the  headline  was  "There  is  Faith 
in  the  Electoral  Process. "► 

Edwin  Meese,  the  controversial  nominee  to 
the  attorney  general's  position  came  under 
attack  after  borrowing  $60,000  from  Uncle 
Sam — interest  free. 

A  Soviet  nuclear  submarine  collided  with 
the  carrier  (JSS  Kitty  Hawk  in  the  Sea  of 
Japan.  A  Soviet  tanker  ran  into  a  mine  off 
Nicaragua,  and  Russian  ships  turned  up  off 
Cuba  and  California.  The  incidents  drama- 
tized Moscow's  expanding  naval  power,  and 
added  to  growing  pessismism  about  a  G.S.- 
Soviet thaw.

The  G.S.S.R.,  East  and  West  Germany  an- 
nounced their  decision  to  boycott  the  Sum- 
mer Olympics  to  be  held  in  Los  Angeles. 

JUNE: 

Military  risks  were  faced  by  the  U.S.  in  their 
attempt  to  keep  the  Persian  Gulf  open  to  oil 
tankers  headed  for  Iraq.  The  escalating  at- 
tacks on  Iraq's  most  important  means  of 
importation  and  exportation  were  part  of 
an  Iranian  attempt  to  kill  Iraq's  endangered 
economy. 

The  Marques — one  of  the  last  of  the  square 
riggers — went  down  about  150  miles  north 
of  the  island  of  Bermuda  with  19  crewmen 
in  a  sudden  storm  that  slammed  the  vessel 
on  its  side.

The  statue  was  worn  from  constant 
pummeling  by  wind,  salt  air  and  acid  rain, 
and  the  iron  ribbing  supporting  the  copper 
covering  was  badly  corroded.  A  two-year 
restoration  began  in  July  1984.  The  restora- 
tion included  a  new  gold  plated  torch  ► 

Fidel  Castro  agreed  to  release  22  American 
prisoners  and  27  Cuban  political  prisoners 
to  the  Reverend  Jesse  Jackson  during 
Jackson's  four-nation  Latin  American  tour. 
However,  when  his  entourage  reached 
Washington,  the  one  freed  Cuban  who  was 
invited  to  address  the  crowd  found  fault 
with  Jackson's  actions.  Andres  Gomez, 
who  had  spent  22  years  in  Cuban  prisons 
after  being  convicted  of  being  a  CIA  opera- 
tive, denounced  as  "a  moral  offense"  any 
attempt  to  deal  with  Castro. 

Unknown  Lyndon  P.  Larouche,  advocate  of 
the  G.S.  steel  industry,  announced  his  can- 
didacy for  President  of  the  Gnited  States, 
advertising  mainly  over  the  airwaves. 

Just  four  seconds  short  of  liftoff,  the  six 
space-shuttle  crew  members  learned  that 
their  takeoff  was  aborted.  Despite  the  fire 
that  erupted  at  the  orbiter's  tail,  NASA  was 
quick  to  assert  that  the  astronauts  inside 
the  Discovery  during  its  attempted  first 
launch  were  never  in  any  real  danger. 

In  a  dramatic,  history-making  move,  Walter 
Mondale  chose  Geraldine  Ferraro,  a  48-year- 
old,  three-term  congresswoman  from 
Queens,  as  his  running  mate.  Mondale's 
bold  decision  was  a  powerful  signal  that  the 
Democratic  Party  still  stood  for  change  and 
opportunity.

John  McEnroe  and  Martina  Navratilova 
beat  Jimmy  Connors  and  Chris  Evert-Lloyd 
to  win  their  respective  singles  final  matches 
at  Wimbledon. 

James  Oliver  Huberty,  quoted  as  saying  he 
was  going  "hunting  for  humans,"  walked 
into  a  McDonald's  in  San  Ysidro,  a  suburb  of 
San  Diego,  and  opened  fire  on  the  custom- 
ers there.  Huberty,  who  was  fatally  wound- 
ed by  a  SWAT  team,  killed  20  and  injured 
18;  the  victims  ranged  in  age  from  8 
months  to  74  years. 

A  rash  of  fatal  accidents  involving  Amtrak 
trains  brought  the  safety  of  that  mode  of 
transportation  into  the  public  eye.  Five  sep- 
arate incidents  occured  during  July,  three 
of  which  involved  automobiles.

A  total  of  thi 
ty  children,  ages  four  to  eight,  were  repor 
edly  abused  at  the  PRACA  center,  a  Puert 
Rican  community  center. 

A  G.S.  mine  hunting  team  was  sent  to  th 
Gulf  of  Suez  and  the  Red  sea  to  take  part  i 
a  multi-national  minesweep  in  response  t 
requests  for  aid  from  Egypt  and  Saudi  Ar; 
bia.  The  mines,  believed  to  be  planted  b 
either  Libya  or  Iran,  hit  over  15  ships  prk 
to  and  during  the  operation. 

At  a  peaceful  Irish  Republican  Army  rail 
in  West  Belfast,  some  2500  people  wei 
dispersed  in  one  of  the  worst  scenes  of  p> 
lice  violence  seen  in  the  province  in  year 
Captured  on  film  was  footage  of  an  offic(| 
firing  point-blank  into  the  chest  of  Sea 
Downes,  a  22-year-old  Catholic. 

Frenzied  flag-waving  crowds  and  an  es 
mated  2  billion  television  viewers  arour 
the  world  saw  G.S.  athletes  stage  an  une 
pected  tour  de  force  during  the  two  weel' 
of  the  XXIII  Olympiad  which  was  held 
Los  Angeles,  California.  In  gymnastics 
piston-driven  Mary  Lou  Retton  tumbled  to 
perfect  golden  10,  while  ebullient  Bart  Co 
ner  helped  his  teammates  vault  to  a  surpri 
ing  upset  of  their  powerful  Chinese  rival 
Despite  the  boycott  by  Soviet-bloc  cou 
tries,  world  records  were  broken  in  tl 
swimming  pool  and  the  four  freestylers 
the  G.S.  4x100  relay  team  splashed  to  vi 
tory  while  Canada  and  West  Germany's  < 
ant  Michael  Gross  captured  most  of  the  gl 
ry  not  won  by  Americans.  An  exultant  C< 
Lewis  anchored  a  world  record  time 
37.83  seconds  in  the  4x100  relay.  He  al: 
won  the  100,  the  200  and  the  long  jum 
Favored  to  win  the  3,000  meters,  Ma 
Decker  was  leading  when  Zola  Budd,  tl 
barefoot  South  African  running  for  Gre 
Britain,  passed  her  close  on  the  outsic 
Decker  tripped  and  went  down  in  an  agoi 
that  encompassed  both  physical  and  err 
tional  pain.  Gold  medal  winners  like  Gr 
Louganis  and  Evelyn  Ashford,  howev' 
kept  most  spirits  up,  and  along  with  Dec 
er's  tragedy  the  record  of  their  success 
will  go  down  in  history  as  having  been 
part  of  the  most  commercial  ($150  milli' 
profit)  Olympic  Games  ever  ► 
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SEPTEMBER: 

Vanessa  Williams  was  forced  to  surrender 
her  title  as  Miss  America  at  the  request  of 
pageant  officials  when  it  was  learned  that 
she  had  posed  nude  for  sexually  explicit 
photos  with  lesbian  overtones  which  Pent- 
house ran  in  its  September  issue.  Although 
many  Americans  voiced  opinions  urging 
Miss  Williams  to  fight  the  issue  and  keep 
her  crown,  she  relinquished  it  to  Suzette 
Charles,  the  first  runner-up.  She  was  the 
first  of  57  Miss  Americas  to  do  so.  ▼ 


The  once  unbeatable  Liberal  Party  of  Can- 
ada sustained  losses  as  Tory  Party  leader 
Brian  Mulroney  took  a  landslide  victory. 

Three  separate  parts  of  Montana  were  de- 
clared federal  disaster  areas  after  fires 
charred  225,000  acres  of  rangeland  and  for- 
est. Hundreds  fled  their  homes  and  count- 
less livestock  died  because  of  the  fires 
which  were  started  by  lightning  strikes  on 
the  parched  ground. 


After  two  months  of  political  deadlock,  Is- 
rael got  a  new  government.  A  coalition  be- 
tween Shimon  Peres  of  the  Labor  party  and 
Yitzhak  Shamir  of  the  Likud  party  allowed 
the  two  rival  factions  virtual  veto  power 
over  each  other.  Peres,  who  took  the  post 
left  by  ex-prime  Minister  Menachem  Begin, 
agreed  to  trade  place  with  Shamir  (the  for- 
eign minister)  after  a  period  of  25  months. 

Another  suicide  attack  by  Islamic  terrorists 
raised  questions  about  U.S.  diplomatic  se- 
curity in  Lebanon.  A  Chevy  station  wagon 
plowed  through  a  checkpoint  of  concrete 
blocks  and  Lebanese  security  guards  to  ex- 
plode with  a  force  of  385  pounds  of  TNT 
killing  12  and  wounding  60  at  the  new  G.S. 
Embassy  in  East  Beirut. 

Ronald  Reagan  and  Andrei  Qromyko,  the 
Soviet  foreign  minister,  met  in  Washington 
in  an  attempt  by  Reagan  to  smooth  out 
relations  with  Russia  prior  to  the  presiden- 
tial election.  Gromyko,  however,  remained 
stubbornly  suspicious,  stating  afterward, 
"The  Soviet  Gnion  will  continue  to  judge 
the  real  intentions  of  the  G.S.  side  by  its 
practical  deeds." 

British  and  Chinese  negotiators  initialed  a 
document  that  would  guide  the  transfer  of 
Hong  Kong  to  communist  control  by  1997. 
The  agreement  allowed  that  Hong  Kong 
residents  would  continue  to  enjoy  the  right 
to  private  property  ownership  and  freedom 
of  travel  and  would  preserve  the  local  legal 
system  for  at  least  another  fifty  years. 

The  World  Series  in  1984  saw  the  Detroit 
Tigers  beat  the  San  Diego  Padres  four 
games  to  one.  The  Chicago  Cubs  came 
close  to  getting  into  the  series  but  the  Pa- 
dres won.  In  the  American  League,  the  Kan- 
sas City  Royals  lost  in  the  playoffs  to  the 
Tigers.  Kirk  Gibson  of  Detroit  jumps  for  joy 
after  scoring  in  game  five.  Darrell  Evans  is 
the  on-deck  hitter.  ►

OCTOBER: 

The  heart  of  a  young  baboon  was  implant- 
ed into  the  chest  of  a  12-day  old  baby 
known  only  as  Baby  Fae  12  days  after  she 
was  born  with  a  lethal  heart  defect.  Baby 
Fae  lived  another  20  days  with  the  seven- 
month-old  monkey  heart  before  succumb- 
ing to  kidney  failure. 

The  Grand  Hotel  in  Brighton  was  the  scene 
of  an  IRA  bombing  that  left  four  dead  and  32 
injured.  The  20-pound  bomb  went  off  at 
2:45  a.m.  sending  an  avalanche  of  rubble 
crashing  through  four  stories  of  the  hotel  in 
which  most  of  the  British  Cabinet  were 
staying  for  a  Conservative  Party  confer 
ence.  Prime  Minister  Margaret  Thatcher 
who  was  in  a  first-floor  suite  was  unhurt. 

Tommaso  Buscetta  became  the  first  majoi 
figure  in  the  Sicilian  Mafia  to  break  the  code 
of  omerta,  the  traditional  vow  of  silence 
when  he  was  extradited  to  Italy.  His  confes 
sions  gave  Sicilian  police  cause  to  arrest  6f 
mafioso  suspects  and  to  obtain  warrant; 
for  140  others  —  the  biggest  crackdown  or 
organized  crime  in  Italy  since  Mussolini'; 
time. 
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NOVEMBER: 

President  Reagan  won  re-election  with  the 
biggest  electoral  vote  in  the  nation's  histo- 
ry. He  won  49  states  with  49  percent  of  the 
total  vote.  He  and  George  Bush,  his  vice 
president,  vowed  that  taxes  would  not  be 
raised.  ► 

They  defeated  the  Democratic  presidential 
candidate,  Walter  Mondale,  and  his  history- 
making  vice  presidential  candidate,  Geral- 
dine  Ferraro,  who  stated  early  in  their  cam- 
paign that  to  lower  the  federal  deficit,  in- 
creased taxes  would  be  necessary.  ▼ 


The  murder  of  a  pro-Solidarity  priest,  The 
Rev.  Jerzy  Popieluszko,  by  three  security 
officers  provoked  a  show  of  Solidarity  sup- 
porters to  rally  at  his  funeral. 

In  November,  a  famine  which  had  been 
building  up  in  Ethiopia  for  two  years,  be- 
came a  major  public  concern.  Unpublicized 
until  that  time,  the  famine,  which  was  re- 
sponsible for  the  deaths  of  over  200,000 
people  then,  was  expected  to  result  in  more 
than  1  million  deaths  according  to  relief  offi- 
cials. 


The  assassination  of  Indira  Gandhi,  Prime 
Minister  of  India,  by  two  of  her  Sikh  body- 
guards left  the  country  in  turmoil.  The 
Sikhs,  a  separatists  group,  had  predicted  an 
act  of  retribution  such  as  this  when  Gandhi 
sent  armed  troops  to  attack  their  sacred 
shrine,  the  Golden  Temple  of  Amritsar,  earli- 
er in  June  of  1984.  Her  son  Rajiv  was 
named  as  her  successor. 

In  Mexico  City,  a  liquid-gas  storage  and  dis- 
tribution site  owned  by  Petroleos  Mesi- 
canos  (Pemex)  exploded.  A  fireball  envel- 


oped acres  of  cinder-block  houses  claiming 
452  dead  and  over  2500  injured. 

On  November  25,  William  J.  Schroeder,  a 
government  worker  from  Indiana,  became 
the  second  man  to  receive  an  artificial 
heart,  the  Jarvik-7.  His  surgeon,  Dr.  William 
C.  DeVries,  reported  every  milestone  in 
Schroeder 's  recovery  but  tempered  his 
good  news  with  warnings  that  Schroeder 's 
condition  could  worsen  any  minute. 

DECEMBER: 

Bernard  Goetz,  a  New  York  subway  rider, 
won  a  controversial  sort  of  notoriety  when 
he  shot  four  black  youths  who  approached 
him  on  the  subway  and  demanded  money. 
Although  he  was  lauded  by  the  citizens  of 
New  York  who  even  offered  to  pay  his  legal 
fees,  he  was,  upon  his  surrender,  tossed  in 
jail  with  a  $50,000  bail. 

A  storage  tank  in  Bhopal,  India,  holding 
Methyl  isocyanate,  leaked  the  poison  gas 
into  the  atmosphere  killing  2,500  and 
maiming  over  100,000.  It  was  predicted 
that  the  survivors  might  be  left  with  perma- 
nent disabilities  including  blindness,  steril- 
ity, kidney  and  liver  infections,  tuberculo- 
sis, and  brain  damage.

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A  NEW  WAY 

One  of  the  most  significant  changes  to  oc 
cur  in  Lafayette  was  the  development  of  a 
new  form  of  parish  government — the  Par- 
ish Council.  Seven  members,  some  of 
whom  had  never  been  involved  in  govern- 
ment before,  felt  their  way  through  a  politi- 
cal and  governmental  maze,  often  learning 
as  they  went. 

They  sometimes  clashed  with  Walter  Co- 
meaux,  a  political  veteran  who  is  parish 
president,  struggling  to  define  gray  areas  in 
the  charter  that  created  the  Council.  They 
squabbled  mostly  over  budgetary  matters. 

But  by  the  end  of  the  year,  Parish  Council 
members  were  showing  more  confidence 
and  starting  to  move  ahead.  Three  political 
novices  also  joined  the  City  Council — Jan 
Heymann,  F.V.  Landry  and  Bob  Bacon. 
Their  entry  into  a  long-established  form  of 
government  was  smoother. 

Mayor  Dud  Lastrapes  returned  to  office 
for  a  second  four-year  term. 

EDDIE'S  BACK 

When  Edwin  Edwards  jumped  back  into 
the  spotlight  of  state  government,  La- 
fayette residents  squinted  at  the  glare. 
They  felt  his  presence  at  gasoline  pumps, 
which  reflected  an  additional  8-percent  tax. 
They  felt  it  in  stores,  where  they  paid  an 
additional  penny  sales  tax  after  legislators 
went  along,  many  of  them  figuratively  kick- 
ing and  screaming,  with  part  of  Edward's 
tax  package. 

Edwards  blamed  former  Gov.  Dave 
Treen's  administration  for  the  state's  finan- 
cial woes.  Many  Lafayette  residents  blamed 
Edwards  for  raising  taxes. 

The  governor  also  helped  keep  Lafayette 
in  the  footlights  because  of  his  involvement 
with  two  hospitals  proposed  by  Health  Ser- 
vices Development  Corporation.  One  is 
planned  for  Lafayette  and  another  for  Pine- 
ville. 

As  1984  came  to  a  close,  a  federal  grand 
jury  was  investigating  allegations  of  mis- 
dealings involving  Edwards  granting  per- 
mission for  HSDC  to  build  the  hospitals. 
The  hospital  project  was  placed  on  hold.

AN  ERA  ENDS 

Another  major  change  in  Lafayette  oc- 
curred when  Carlo  Listi  resigned  as  sheriff 
in  March.  In  April,  he  died. 

Lafayette  voters  chose  Don  Breaux  to 
replace  him.  Almost  immediately,  they  saw 
changes.  A  new  traffic  division  was  formed, 
deputies'  uniforms  were  changed  and  sher- 
iff's cars  got  a  new  look. 

A  long-awaited  parish  jail  also  opened  in 
December  to  rave  reviews. 


Also  on  the  law  enforcement  scene,  there 
was  a  decrease  in  early-morning  crime  in 
the  city,  which  city  officials  attributed  to  a  2 
a.m.  closing  law.  The  parish  went  along 
with  that  time  restraint  for  selling  alcohol, 
although  some  surrounding  towns  decided 
to  let  adults  party  all  night.

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BITTING  THE  BULLET 

Some  businesses  in  Lafayette  didn't  have  a 
lot  to  party  about  any  way.  The  economy 
was  not  in  the  worst  shape  it's  seen,  but 
many  businessmen  often  held  their  breath. 

Layoffs,  such  as  the  one  at  Our  Lady  of 
Lourdes  which  put  about  100  employees 
into  the  unemployed  category,  were  not  un- 
common. Planters  Trust  and  Savings  Bank 
of  Opelousas  folded. 

But  there  were  some  high  points  in  the 
economy  as  well.  For  instance,  in  July,  La- 
fayette had  the  lowest  unemployment  rate 
in  the  state.  In  late  summer,  some  low  inter- 
est home  loans  were  available  to  local  lend- 
ers. 

And  in  December,  a  California  high-tech 
firm  announced  plans  to  locate  in  La- 


fayette. 

The  struggling  economy,  which  was  bur- 
dened with  those  extra  state  taxes,  was  one 
of  the  main  reasons  a  1-cent  additional  tax 
failed  in  Lafayette  Parish. 

The  city  and  parish  both  tried  to  get  it  off 
the  ground,  but  the  parish  read  the  pulse  of 
the  community  quicker  and  in  September 
droped  its  plans  for  the  tax.  A  few  days 
later,  the  city  gave  up,  too. 

But  by  the  end  of  the  year,  city  officials 
were  already  setting  a  new  sales  tax  goal  of 
spring  1985. 

Garbage  rates  went  up  a  bit  to  generate 
funds  for  damages  owed  by  the  city  to  a  real 
estate  company  and  residents  who  had 
property  near  the  landfill  on  M.  Dugas 
Road. 


MOTHER  NATURE  STRUCK 

One  of  the  top  stories  of  1984  was  flooding 
in  October  that  extensively  damaged  Aca- 
diana.  Lafayette  Parish  suffered  millions  of 
dollars  in  damages  but  surrounding  parish- 
es were  hardest  hit. 

Crops  and  property  were  badly  damaged 
and  some  people  were  evacuated  from  resi- 
dences, nursing  homes  and  hospitals. 

In  direct  contrast  to  the  previous  year, 
when  record  colds  gripped  the  area,  record 
high  temperatures  were  set  during  the  last 
three  months  of  1984.  In  December,  the 
mercury  touched  the  80s. 

Two  major  fires  crippled  businesses  in 
Lafayette  during  the  year. 

On  New  Year's  Day,  the  Wal-Mart  store 
on  Johnston  Street  was  destroyed  by  fire.  In 
November,  a  fire  swept  through  Affiliated 
Foods  in  Broussard,  causing  some  nearby 
residents  to  evacuate  the  area. 

A  couple  of  blowouts  forced  some  local 
residents  from  their  homes. 

Some  huge  waste  tanks  also  exploded 
near  Ridge  in  August,  but  no  serious  injur- 
ies were  reported.

JANUARY 

The  escalators  in  H.L.  Griffin  Hall,  shut  off 
since  August  of  1982,  were  replaced  by 
stairs. 

Except  for  GsL,  all  four-year  colleges  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
increased  tuition  by  $25. 

Ross  Cook  assumed  the  head  coach  posi- 
tion on  the  Lady  Cajun  basketball  staff. 

Intramurals,  Free  Time  Activities,  and 
Union  Programming  were  combined  after 
the  resignation  of  Al  Alemany,  Free  Time 
Activities  coordinator. 

Fletcher  Hall  opened  an  art  museum  under 
the  direction  of  Herman  Mhire  and  showed 
works  from  national  museums  and  local 
artists. 

GsL  began  demolition  of  the  old  Charity 
Hospital.  The  area  was  designated  for  a 
much-needed  parking  lot.  ▼ 


FEBRUARY 

New  regulations  were  enacted  for  dormi- 
tory desk  workers:  1)  the  drawing  of  lots  for 
scheduled  hours,  and  2)  missed  hours 
would  not  be  able  to  be  made  up. 

The  family  housing  policy  was  revised  in 
areas  of  the  waiting  list,  eligibility  require- 
ments, and  time  limits  on  occupancy. 

The  (JSFL's  New  Orleans  Breakers  took 
over  CIsL  football  facilities  during  part  of 
their  spring  training. 


SGA  senators  voted  to  change  the  office  of 
treasurer  from  an  elected  position  to  a  posi- 
tion appointed  by  the  SGA  president  and 
approved  by  the  senate.  This  action 
sparked  a  controversy  that  was  not  re- 
solved for  several  months. 

Dr.  Allen  St.  Martin  retired  his  position  as 
Dean  of  Community  Services  to  assume 
the  position  of  head  of  the  newly  estab- 
lished GsL  Scholarship  Office. 

The  New  Orleans  Breakers  shut  out  the 
Memphis  Showboats  ending  spring  training 
at  GsL. 

MARCH 

Eric  Groh  and  Leola  Young  reigned  as  King 
and  Queen  of  the  Krewe  of  Roux  ► 

The  Senate  decided  to  use  the  1979  elec- 
tion rules  instead  of  enacting  new  ones  so 
close  to  the  upcoming  SGA  election. 

Gary  Cruice,  Glen  David,  Steven  Jacquet, 
Athena  Smith  and  Austin  Turk  announced 
their  candidacy  for  SGA  president.

Jones  to  become  the  biggest-grossing  mov- 
ie of  1984.  Made  for  $38  million,  it  pulled  in 
more  than  $200  million  in  its  first  five 
months. 

At  Lake  Sommerville,  about  100  miles 
northeast  of  Houston,  a  22-pound  piglet 
named  Priscilla  saved  an  11 -year-old  boy 
from  drowning  and  was  given  an  award  for 
valor. 

Michael  Jackson  conducted  his  Victory 
Tour  to  more  than  a  dozen  cities^ 
In  Illinois,  a  printer  named  Mike  Wittkowski 
won  $40  million  in  the  state  lottery,  making 
him  the  biggest  individual  lottery  prize  win- 
ner in  history.

Rangy  Texas  supermodel  Jerry  Hall  and 
Rolling  Stone  Mick  Jagger  produced  their 
daughter,  Elizabeth  Scarlett  Jagger,  with- 
out benefit  of  wedlock,  which  Jagger 


claims  gives  him  claustrophobia.  A  modern 
father  who  recorded  his  daughter  on  video, 
the  infamous  rocker  hewed  to  tradition 
when  it  came  to  diapers.  "Now  that  they 
don't  have  all  those  pins  and  things,"  he 
said  sadly,  "they've  taken  away  the  fun."

Born  less 
than  six  months  after  his  parents  wedding, 
he  was,  none  the  less,  well  received. 


A  FOND  FAREWELL 

Francois  Truffaut,  52,  won  international  ac- 
claim in  1959  for  his  first  feature  film,  "The 
400  Blows."  He  went  on  to  make  such 
quirky  masterpieces  as  "Jules  and  Jim" 
and  "Day  for  Night." 

Ina  Ray  Hutton,  67,  a  Lana  Turner  look- 
alike  and  a  top  bandleader  of  the  '40s  and 
'50s,  once  said  "If  curves  attract  an  audi- 
ence, so  much  the  better."  Her  gyrations  as 
she  wielded  her  baton  prefigured  the  sensu- 
ous wiggles  of  Marilyn  Monroe  and  Elvis 
Presley. 

Ansel  Adams,  82,  best  known  of  America's 
landscape  photographers  and  a  pioneering 
conservationist,  stated,  "My  love  for  nature 
has  shaped  my  life."  At  14,  he  took  his  first 
pictures  of  California's  Yosemite  Valley  with 
a  box  Brownie,  then  continued  to  photo- 
graph its  vistas  for  the  next  65  years. 
Marvin  Gaye,  44,  internationally  known 
singer  and  songwriter,  helped  create  the  dis- 
tinctive Motown  sound  of  the  '60s.  Among 
his  hits:  "Hitch  Hike,"  "I  Heard  it  Through 
the  Grapevine"  and,  most  recently,  the 
Grammy-winning  "Sexual  Healing." 
Jackie  Coogan,  69,  became  the  most  fam- 
ous child  movie  star  of  the  '20s  after  star- 
ring at  four  in  Charlie  Chaplin's  "The  Kid." 
t'l  had  the  flu  in  New  York,  and  it  pushed  the 
President  of  the  United  States  off  the  front 
pages,"  he  once  said. 
William  Basie,  79,  was  one  of  the  preemi- 
nent jazz  musicians  of  the  Big  Band  era. 
Asked  recently  how  long  he  planned  to 
keep  up  the  beat,  the  Count  replied,  "Until 
;the  end,  like  Duke  Ellington  and 
Batchmo" — and  he  did. 
Truman  Capote,  59,  once  boasted  "I'm  a 
irug  addict,  I'm  a  homosexual,  I'm  a  ge- 
lius."  He  was  best  known  for  his  nonfiction 
lovel  "In  Cold  Blood.' 
Aartin  Luther  King  Sr.,  84,  refused  to  hate, 
even  after  both  his  son,  the  civil  rights  lead- 
er, and  his  wife  were  slain.  He  was  the  pas- 
pr  of  Atlanta's  Ebenezer  Baptist  Church  for 
ft4  years. 

William  Powell,  91 ,  starred  in  such  sophisti- 
cated comedies  as  "My  Man  Godfrey," 
rLife  with  Father,"  and,  most  memorably, 
ix  "Thin  Man"  films. 

Mberta  Hunter,  89,  a  popular  blues  singer 
sf  the  '20s  and  30's  interrupted  her  career 
or  23  years  to  become  a  nurse — then  re- 
umed  singing  in  her  '80s.

rnest  Tubb,  70,  a  pillar  of  Nashville's 
irand  Ole  Opry  since  1943,  introduced  the 
onky-tonk  style  to  country  music.  He 


wrote  his  first  big  hit,  "I'm  Walking  the 
Floor  over  You,"  in  30  minutes.  "Just  good 
old  American  folk  music  is  what  I  like  to 
call  the  songs  I  sing,"  he  explained. 
Anna  Anderson  Manahan,  82,  claimed  to 
be  the  Grand  Duchess  Anastasia,  daughter 
of  Russia's  Czar  Nicholas  II.  She  insisted 
that  she  was  the  sole  survivor  of  the  Bolshe- 
vik slaughter  of  the  Romanov  family  in 
1918.  Her  legal  attempts  to  be  recognized 
officially  as  Anastasia — and  thus  the  right- 
ful heir  of  an  $85  million  dowry  that  she 
said  was  in  the  Bank  of  England — ended  in 
1970  when  a  West  German  high  court  could 
neither  confirm  nor  refute  her  claim  and 
closed  the  case. 

Irwin  Shaw,  71,  master  of  the  short  story, 
also  wrote  three  best  sellers — "Rich  Man, 
Poor  Man,"  "Beggarman,  Thief"  and  "The 
Young  Lions."  None  of  his  works  after  "The 
Young  Lions"  was  well  received,  but  Shaw 
professed  indifference:  "Tolstoy  never  re- 
peated 'War  and  Peace,'  so  why  should  I  feel 
guilty?" 

Dennis  Wilson,  39,  drummer  of  the  Beach 
Boys  and  the  only  member  who  could  actu- 
ally surf,  came  up  with  the  initial  idea  for 
song  "Surfin'  "  which  sent  the  group  on 
their  way  to  fame. 

William  Demarest,  91 ,  vaudeville  perfomer 
and  character  actor,  was  most  widely 
known  as  the  gruff  but  kindly  Uncle  Char- 
ley on  the  TV  series  "My  Three  Sons." 
Johnny  Weissmuller,  79,  Olympic  swim- 
ming champion  of  the  1920s,  became  the 
definitive  Tarzan  in  19  jungle  movies.  "I 
went  to  the  back  lot  at  M-G-M,  they  gave  me 
a  G-string  and  said  'Can  you  climb  a  tree? 
Can  you  pick  up  that  girl?'  "  he  once  re- 
called. 

Meredith  Wilkson,  82,  composer  and  lyri- 
cist for  "The  Music  Man,"  "The  Unsinkable 
Molly  Brown"  and  other  Broadway  hits,  per- 
formed as  a  flutist  with  John  Philip  Sousa 
and  others  before  turning  to  composing  and 
conducting  in  1929. 

Janet  Gaynor,  77,  winner  in  1929  of  the 
first  Academy  Awara  for  best  actress  for 
her  roles  in  "Seventh  Heaven,"  "Sunrise" 
and  "Street  Angel,"  captivated  audiences 
with  her  portrayals  of  limpid-eyed  waifs, 
making  a  successful  transition  from  silent 
movies  to  talkies.  She  starred  in  the  original 
"A  Star  is  Born"  in  1937. 
Nina  Petrovna  Khrushchev,  84,  widow  of 
Nikita  Kruschev,  former  Soviet  premier, 
fought  for  the  Bolsheviks  in  1918,  married 
in  1924,  and  worked  as  a  teacher.  "Ameri- 
can women,"  she  once  noted,  "desire 
peace.  They  wish  their  children  and  grand- 
children to  be  able  to  sleep  without  fear." 
James  Mason,  75,  virtuoso  actor,  whose 
masterly  depiction  of  the  self-destructive 
Norman  Maine  in  "A  Star  Is  Born"  showed 
his  stature  as  a  tragedian,  also  played  Bru- 
tus in  "Julius  Caesar,"  and  Captain  Nemo 
in  "20,000  Leagues  Gnder  the  Sea." 
Joe  Cronin,  77,  the  Hall  of  Fame  shortstop 
who  later  became  player-manager  in  Wash- 
ington and  Boston,  served  two  terms  as 


president  of  the  American  League.  "Players 
come  and  go,"  he  said,  "but  owners  are 
forever." 

Fred  Waring,  84,  the  sweet-and-low  band- 
leader whose  Pennsylvanians  were  the  first 
orchestra  to  get  a  regular  TV  show,  was 
"the  man  who  taught  America  how  to 
sing."  He  also  taught  America  how  to  spin, 
chop  and  puree  with  the  Waring  Blendor  he 
invented  in  1937. 

Andy  Kaufman,  35,  was  best  known  for  his 
portrayal  of  the  daft  auto  mechanic,  Latka 
Gravas,  on  the  TV  series  "Taxi."  As  a  fre- 
quent guest  on  "Saturday  Night  Live,"  he 
specialized  in  wrestling  matches  with  wom- 
en. 

Lillian  Hellman,  79,  was  America's  leading 
woman  playwright  ("The  Children's  Hour," 
"The  Little  Foxes"  and  10  others).  The  con- 
troversial author  also  wrote  three  ac- 
claimed volumes  of  memoirs. 
General  Mark  W.  Clark,  87,  landed  with  his 
troops  at  bloody  Anzio  and  led  the  capture 
of  Rome.  After  retirement  the  last  of  the 
great  wartime  commanders  spent  1 1  years 
as  president  of  the  Citadel  in  Charleston, 
S.C. 

Margaret  Farrar,  87,  editor  of  the  crossword 
puzzle  of  "The  New  York  Times,"  produced 
puzzle  books  for  60  years  and  helped  turn  a 
game  into  a  national  daily  addiction. 
Ethel  Merman,  75,  wowed  'em  on  Broad- 
way for  50  years  with  her  brash  manner  and 
booming  voice.  She  was  matter-of-fact 
about  her  show  stoppers:  "I  guess  I'm 
blessed  with  good  lungs." 
George  Gallup,  82,  was  known  as  the  dean 
of  pollsters.  Not  even  his  1948  forecast  that 
Dewey  would  defeat  Truman  dampened  his 
confidence.  "I  could  prove  God  statistical- 
ly," he  boasted. 

Ronco,  almost  two  decades — It  slices!  It 
dices!  It  goes  belly  up!  For  nearly  20  years 
millions  of  latenight  televisiion  addicts 
have  watched  with  hypnotic  fascination  as 
Ronco  Teleproducts  super-hyped  its  wares. 
The  Smokeless  Ashtray,  the  Pocket  Fisher- 
man, and  the  venerable  Veg-O-Matic  have 
gone  to  that  great  gadget  catch-all  in  the 
sky.  A  bad  turn  of  luck  put  the  company 
$10  million  in  debt. 

Miss  Baker,  27,  America's  first  space  trav- 
eler, was  a  14-ounce  squirrel  monkey  who 
rode  a  Jupiter  rocket  into  space  in  May  of 
1959. 

Richard  Burton,  58,  whose  final  feature 
film  was  Orwell's  1984,  twice  married  and 
twice  divorced  Elizabeth  Taylor.  The  popu- 
lar film  star  wrote  of  his  home  of  his  fourth 
wife:  "God,  how  I  shall  miss  this  place  after 
we  have  been  thrown  into  the  maelstrom 
again.  That  seemingly  inevitable  cauldron 
of  public  attention."

Only  Seeing  Was  Believing  As  UsL 


Nearly  every  sport 
was  at  its  peak 
during  1984  as  Ra- 
gin  Cajun  fans  en- 
joyed some  of  the  best  athlet- 
ic achievements  in  school 
history. 

The  1984  Ragih  Cajun 
football  squad  finished,  win- 
ning four  of  its  last  five 
games  for  a  6-5  ledger.  A 
thrilling  comeback  to  win 
over  the  Golden  Hurricane 
with  0:00  on  the  clock  in  the 
season  finale  was  but  one  of 
many  marks  by  the  Cajuns. 

The  GsL  cross  country 
squad  returned  in  another 
impressive  season  with  three 
first  places  and  two  second 
place  finishes  in  five  meets 
prior  to  the  regional  cham- 
pionships. The  Cajun  harri- 
ers won  the  McNeese  Invita- 
tional, the  Rice  Invitational, 
and  the  GsL  invitational 
while  finishing  second  to  de- 
fending national  champ  Ar- 
kansas at  the  Razorback  Invi- 
tational. Cajun  track  coach 
Bob  Cole  retired  after  21 
years,  but  his  last  team  was 
one  of  his  best  as  GsL  was 
considered  the  state's  track 
power  for  the  second 
straight  campaign. 

Gnder  coach  Sherry  Le- 
Bas,  the  volleyball  team  ral- 
lied in  the  year  to  play  its 
best  against  some  of  its 
strongest  competition.  GsL 
ended  with  an  overall  15-21 
record  and  placed  middle 
blocker  Trina  Stokes  on  the 
All-Southland  Conference 
Team. 

Coach  Bill  Bass  was 
named  Louisiana's  college 
golf  "Coach  of  the  Year" 
after  his  team  finished  a  sur- 
prising second  in  the  Louisi- 
ana Inter-collegiate  Cham- 
pionships. Junior  Hunter 
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Enjoyed  Spectacular  Sports  Year 


Buatt  was  third  individually 
and  was  All-Louisiana.  GsL 
finished  with  a  second  place 
at  the  22-team  Sam  Houston 
meet  and  then  won  the 
Southeastern  La.-Briarwood 
meet  in  a  14-team  field  as 
Doug  Bulliard  claimed  the 
tournament  medalist  hon- 
ors. 

The  annual  Rider 's-Rolex 
GsL  Tennis  Classic  annually 
draws  the  best  in  collegiate 
tennis  to  Lafayette  in  Octo- 
ber. The  1984  Classic  field  in- 
cluded 10  of  the  Top  20 
teams  but  (JsL's  Tarek  EL 
Sakka,  the  eighthseed,  bat- 
tled through  a  tough  field  to 
win  the  singles  title  6-3,  6-2 
over  eventual  NCAA  singles 
finalist  Lawson  Duncan  of 
Clemson.  Gary  Albertine's 
Cajun  netmen,  compiled  the 
best  men's  tennis  record  yet 
with  a  28-11  mark  which  in- 
cluded the  second  straight 
NIT  trip.  El  Sakka  wound  up 
a  brilliant  career  with  the 
GsL  total  victories  record 
and  Vaughn  Bryan  set  a  sin- 
gle season  win  mark  with  a 
29-190  record  at  No.  2. 

Meg  Cook's  Lady  Cajun 
tennis  team  had  a  best-yet 
mark  of  22-15  in  the  spring 
with  a  young  but  talented 
roster. 

Bobby  Paschal's  Ragih  Ca- 
jun basketball  team  reached 
the  Final  Four  of  the  NIT  be- 
hind the  great  playoff  seniors 
Graylin  Warner,  Dion  Brown 
and  Alonza  Allen.  The  trio 
ranked  among  (JsL's  career 
scoring  leaders  and  keyed 
the  Cajun  march  to  a  23-10 
record  and  the  third  post-sea- 
son berth  in  their  four  sea- 
sons. 

Crowds  of  more  than  7600 
per  game  jammed  Blackham 
Coliseum  to  watch  the  Ca- 


juns,  who  won  the  Budweiser 
Bayou  Classic  and  the  Sugar 
Bowl  Classic  during  the  year. 
Warner  and  sophomore 
guard  George  Almones  were 
both  honorable  mention  All- 
America  picks. 

The  Lady  Cajun  Hoop- 
sters,  under  first-year  coach 
Ross  Cook,  rolled  to  a  22-6 
year  led  by  the  senior  trio  of 
Lisa  Merritt,  Mary  Douglas, 
and  Beverly  Reed-Cameron. 
Merritt's  No.  32  was  retired 
after  she  concluded  her  ca- 
reer with  two  straight  All- 
America  awards  and  the 
Lady  Cajun  scoring  and  re- 
bounding career  marks. 
Cook's  charges  ranked  12th 
nationally  in  scoring  with  an 
83.6  average.  The  Lady  Ca- 
juns  won  the  L'Eggs  Classic 
at  New  Mexico  State  in  De- 
cember and  had  four  players 
on  the  All-Conference  team. 

Brad  Kelley's  baseball 
squad  was  39-18  for  the  sea- 
son. The  Cajuns  played  23 
games  against  Top  30  foes 
and  owned  a  three-game  road 
sweep  of  No.  1 1  Texas  A  & 
M.  David  Alvis  flirted  with  a 
.400  average  and  finished  at 
.364,  while  Ron  Robicheaux 
set  a  new  school  mark  for 
home  runs,  RBI  and  total 
bases.  Garrett  O'Connor  re- 
set the  single  game  strikeout 
record  with  12  against  Sam 
Houston  and  GsL  won  17  out 
of  its  last  21.  The  Lady  Ca- 
juns, 28-9,  beat  fifth-ranked 
La.  Tech  1-0  and  won  the  con- 
ference title  under  Coach 
Yvette  Girouard.  Seniors  Gr- 
sula  Quoyeser  and  Sharen 
Wynn,  along  with  sopho- 
mores Kim  Eisnaugle  and 
Sandy  Percle  and  freshman 
Stacie  Gremillion,  were  All- 
America  hopefuls  ■

asL's  second  year 
athletic  director  is 
charting  a  tough 
path  for  the  Ca 
jun's,  but  one  that  leads  to  a 
higher  level  of  sports  competi 
tion. 

Now  in  its  third  year  in  Divi 
sion  1-A  of  the  National  Colle 
giate  Athletic  Association's 
(NCAA)  classification  of  athlet 
ic  programs,  CIsL's  Athletic  De 
partment  is  fully  committed 
not  only  to  maintaining  its  po 
sition  at  that  level,  but  also  of 
lifting  the  football  program  to 
an  even  higher  level  of  recogni 
tion  and  classification-mem 
bership  in  the  College  Football 
Association  (CFA). 

Every  quest  has  its  price. 
GsL's  quest  for  inclusion 
among  the  major  football  and 
athletic  programs  in  the  nation 
was  no  different.  Not  only  did 
the  team  go  out  and  take  its 
lumps  from  schools  like  Ala- 
bama while  in  this  growing 
phase,  it  had  to  travel  to  do  it. 
During  the  previous  two  years, 
fans  of  the  Ragin'  Cajuns  had 
been  able  to  see  their  team  in 
the  friendly  confines  of  Cajun 
Field  only  four  times  each  sea- 
son. 

GsL's  Athletic  Director  Dr. 
Terry  Don  Phillips,  the  man 
who  for  the  past  year  had  been 
charged  with  guiding  the  pro- 
gram's ascent,  stated  that  the 
scheduling  situation  would  im- 
prove, within  a  year.  He  said, 
too,  though,  that  the  improve 
ment  would  not  come  at  the 
expense  of  sacrificing  his  and 
the  university  administration's 
goals  for  the  athletic  program. 

The  move  to  Division  1-A, 
like  the  attempt  to  change  the 
name  of  the  university,  earned 
GsL  the  enmity  of  the  other 
state  universities  with  which  it

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shared  a  governing  board  anc 
had  traditionally  competed  or 
the  playing  field.  The  move  up 
to  Division  1-A,  and  ultimately 
the  CFA,  would  require  pa 
tience,  persistence,  and  a 
steady  hand  at  the  controls  of 
the  program.  Phillips  seemed 
ideally  suited  for  the  task. 

In  May  of  1983,  Phillips  was 
named  GsL  athletic  director 
and  in  June  he  was  on  the  job. 

Unlike  Bob  Brodhead,  the 
headline-grabbing  athletic  di- 
rector of  the  school  across  the 
Basin,  Phillips  maintained  a 
low  profile.  The  reason,  accord- 
ing to  Phillips,  was  what  he 
found  when  he  arrived  in  La- 
fayette. 

"When  I  got  here,  we  had 
only  five  football  games  on  our 
schedule  of  1984,"  Phillips 
said.  "And,  if  that's  what  it  was 
like  for  '84, 1  don't  have  to  tell 
you  what  it  looked  like  for  the 
following  years."  Relying  on 
earlier  contacts,  Phillips  set 
about  getting  (JsL's  scheduling 
house  in  order. 

At  about  that  same  time, 
yet  another  change  was  taking 
place  in  the  wdrld  of  college 
football.  The  CFA  had  been 
formed  under  the  leadership  of 
the  universities  of  Georgia  and 
Oklahoma. 

At  the  heart  of  the  matter 
was  the  multi-million  dollar 
television  package  the  NCAA 
negotiated  with  ABC  and  CBS. 
The  CFA  schools  (65  of  the 
largest  football  programs  in 
the  country)  did  not  feel  they 
were  getting  their  fair  share  of 
the  revenues  from  those  con- 
tracts. Because  all  110  Divi- 
sion 1-A  schools  had  votes  on 
the  NCAA  governing  board 
when  changes  of  the  contract 
were  considered,  the  more  nu- 
merous smaller  schools 
blocked  the  larger  schools 
from  having  their  way.  So  they 
went  their  own  way  and 
formed  the  CFA. 

Acknowledging  that,  Phil- 
lips set  out  on  the  road  to  earn 


GsL  membership  in  the  CFA.  It 
is  not  an  inexpensive  road  tc 
travel. 

"The  criteria  for  CFA  mem 
bership  are  that  you  must 
have  a  stadium  that  holds  at 
least  30,000,  that  you  average 
at  least  21,000  and  that  you 
carry  at  least  seven  CFA 
teams  on  your  schedule  if  you 
play  a  lOgame  season,  eight  if 
you  play  an  1 1-game  season," 
Phillips  explained. 

In  order  to  meet  the  first  cri- 
terion, Phillips  had  an  addition- 
al 6,000  seats  installed  on  the 
student  side  of  Cajun  Field.  In 
1984  the  Cajuns  averaged 
20,488.  That  was  below  the 
CFA  requirement,  but  Phillips 
and  GsL  notified  the  CFA 
board  that  the  figure  was  hurt 
by  the  storm  which  threatened 
to  wash  away  the  homecom- 
ing game  last  year  against  Lou- 
isiana Tech. 

With  regards  to  the  schedul- 
ing requirement,  GsL  had  only 
six  CFA  schools  on  1984's 
card:  Alabama,  Wichita  State, 
Memphis  State,  Southern  Mis- 
sissippi, East  Carolina,  and  Tul- 
sa. But,  in  future  years,  the 
schedule  was  laden  with  the 
necessary  CFA  schools  and 
Phillips  was  hopeful  that  the 
CFA  would  consider  the  direc- 
tion of  the  program  before 
making  a  judgement  on  GsL's 
application  for  memberhsip. 

Phillips  said  that  some  peo- 
ple may  think  that  he  puts  too 
much  emphasis  on  the  football 
program.  He  said  football  got 
so  much  of  his  attention  be- 
cause it  is  "the  financial  back- 
bone of  any  successful  athletic 
program."  He  added  that  if  at- 
tendance for  football  and  bas- 
ketball would  rise,  more  mon- 
ey would  come  into  the  pro- 
gram which  would  allow  better 
funding  of  women's  athletics 
and  for  the  men's  spring  sports 
program  as  well.  ■

Football  Season  Ends  in  Spectacular  Fashion 


asL's  Ragin  Cajun 
football  squad 
wrapped  up  its 
1984  football  season  with  a 
last-second  victory  over  Tul- 
sa's Golden  Hurricane  which 
also  wrapped  up  a  winning 
season  for  the  Cajun  squad. 
The  Cajuns  wound  up  the 
slate  with  a  6-5  record,  and 
many  onlookers  thought 
such  a  mark  impossible 
after  the  season's  slow  start. 

The  Cajuns  regrouped 
though,  and  for  the  second 
year  in  a  row  the  GsL  squad 
won  four  of  its  last  five 
games  and  five  of  its  last 
seven  to  chalk  up  the  win- 
ning season. 

It  came  down  to  the  final 
play  of  the  season,  too,  and 
the  difference  in  the  6-5  re- 
cord and  losing  5-6  mark 
was  the  right  foot  of  fresh- 
man kicker  Patrick  Brous- 
sard,  who  pounded  through 
a  45-yard  field  goal  with  0:00 
on  the  clock  to  give  the  Ca- 
juns a  comeback  18-17  win 
over  the  Golden  Hurricane 
on  the  road.  It  marked  the 
second  time  during  the  year 
that  the  Baton  Rouge  native 
had  won  a  game  with  a  field 
goal  on  the  final  play,  and 
capped  a  comeback  that 
saw  GsL  score  1 1  points  in 
the  final  four  minutes.

The  rush  at  the  end  of 
the  1984  season 
was  remarkably 
similar  to  the  big  rush  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  1983  cam- 
paign. In  1983,  the  Cajuns 
dropped  their  first  five 
games  of  the  season  (the 
last  three  by  less  than  a 
touchdown),  but  came  roar- 
ing back  to  win  four  of  their 
last  five  including  three 
straight  wins  at  the  end  of 
the  season  to  finish  with  a  4- 
6  mark.  This  time,  it  was  a  1- 
3  start  before  the  late  rush. 

The  Cajuns  began  the 
season  in  disappointing 
style  with  losses  to  Tennes- 
see-Chattanooga (9-7)  and 
Northeast  Louisiana  (7-6) 
sandwiched  around  a  last- 
second  17-16  win  over  Lou- 
isiana Tech.  A  trip  to  Ala 
bama  yielded  the  team  a  37 


14  loss,  but  in  the  contest 
the  Cajuns  showed  some 
definite  signs  of  life.  In  fact, 
had  CIsL  not  turned  the  ball 
over  five  times  in  its  won 
territory,  that  final  could 
have  been  difficult.  From 
then  on,  the  Cajuns  rolled  to 
five  wins  in  their  last  seven 
contests  and  averaged  23.3 
points  per  outing  (compared 
to  an  11.0  average  in  the 
first  four  games)  and  28 
points  per  game  in  the  five 
wins.  The  victories  were  31- 
3  over  Wichita  State,  35-28 
over  San  Jose  State,  13-7 
over  Southern  Mississippi, 
42-24  over  East  Carolina 
and  the  season-ender  over 
Tulsa.  Only  losses  to  Mem- 
phis State  (20-7)  and 
McNeese  State  (30-17) 
marred  the  late-season 
surqe  ■

Going  For  The  Goal 

hen  Donnie  Wallace  looks  back  over  his  four- 

Wyear  career  as  (JsL  quarterback,  memories  of 
good  games  and  team  spirit  come  to  mind. 
"They  always  say  you  remember  all  your 
games,  but  the  last  one  sticks  in  your  mind  the  most," 
Wallace  says.  His  last  game  was  (JsL's  1 -point  win  over 
the  University  of  Tulsa,  decided  on  the  last  play  of  the 
game  by  a  Pat  Broussard  field  goal. 

While  the  Tulsa  game  was  not  a  stellar  performance 
for  Wallace  —  he  hit  only  2  of  12  passes  in  a  driving 
rain,  before  being  sidelined  by  a  badly  bruised  knee  — 
it  capped  a  highly  productive  career  for  the  Jeanerette 
native. 

During  his  four  years  of  flinging  the  football,  Donnie 
compiled  the  fifth-highest  quarterback  yardage  totals 
in  GsL  history  (2,701).  He  also  rushed  for  699  yards,  and 
accounted  for  15  touchdowns  passing  and  13  rushing. 


Through  33  career  games  he  completed  199  of  392 
passes,  for  a  completion  percentage  of  50.8,  which  is 
the  third-best  among  all  CIsL  quarterbacks. 

Perhaps  his  best  statistical  performance  was  as  a 
junior  against  San  Jose  State,  in  which  he  accounted 
for  four  touchdowns  —  three  rushing  and  one  passing. 

Another  memorable  game  was  the  University  of  Ala- 
bama, one  of  the  dreadnought  football  schools  of  all 
time.  "It  was  a  big  thrill  going  to  Tuscaloosa,"  Donnie 
recalls.  They  have  such  a  reputation.  But  by  the  time 
we  got  there,  the  hype  had  faded  and  it  was  just  a 
football  game." 

CJsL  didn't  win  it,  but  playing  Alabama  —  as  well  as 
Florida  and  Auburn  and  others  in  the  coming  seasons 
—  signals  CIsL's  intention  to  play  at  the  highest  level  of 
competition.  Donnie  thinks  the  Ragin  Cajuns  can  make 
it  in  future  competition  against  the  major  powers. 

He  also  feels  that  the  team  spirit  and  camaraderie  he 
has  known  through  the  past  four  years  have  been  his 
best  personal  benefit  from  the  CIsL  football  program.

Ithough  new  people  came  into  the  team  every 
*  '  A  year,  they  all  became  part  of  the  team  and 
good  young  men.  I  can  honestly  say  that  Sam 
Robertson  was  more  than  a  coach  to  us.  He 
provided  a  father  figure  to  a  lot  of  young  guys,  and  he 
really  appealed  to  the  players.  The  whole  coaching 
staff  pulled  together  with  the  team,  really." 

Donnie  alternated  starting  positions  with  several  oth- 
er (JsL  quarterbacks  during  his  playing  days.  "One 
thing  I  always  admired  about  Dwight  Prudhomme  was 
that,  even  though  we  were  competing  for  the  starting 
position,  he  helped  me  along.  Dwight  and  I  always  got 
along  well.  Later  when  Snake  (Donnie  Schexneider) 
and  I  went  up  against  each  other,  it  was  pretty  much 
the  same.  The  team  came  first." 

Wallace  chose  (JsL  over  LSCI,  Rice  and  several  other 
universities,  when  he  was  being  recruited  as  a  Jeaner- 
ette  High  senior.  "My  parents  helped  me  with  that 
decision.  My  father  is  a  coach  and  an  assistant  princi- 


pal, and  my  mother  taught  for  20  years.  I  didn't  want  to 
go  that  far  from  home.  I  was  familiar  with  the  UsL  team 
while  I  was  in  high  school.  I  visited  LS(J  twice,  but  the 
social  climate  here  seemed  a  lot  better,  particularly 
among  the  team  members." 

"I  always  liked  the  academic  reputation  of  GsL,  too. 
That's  the  main  reason  you're  here." 

Wallace  will  graduate  with  a  degree  in  marketing.  He 
says  he  likes  Layfayette  and  wants  to  find  work  in  the 
area  and  make  his  home  here.  He  is  interested  in  inter- 
national marketing,  and  says  he's  considering  working 
toward  an  MBA. 

But  what  about  a  career  in  pro  football?  "It  would  sound 
crazy  to  say  no;  that's  everyone's  dream.  But  pro  ball  is  not 
one  of  my  main  priorities.  I  came  here  to  do  the  best  I  could 
and  to  get  a  degree."  But  he  adds  with  a  toothy  grin: 
"That's  not  to  say  I'd  turn  down  an  offer"  ■

Basketball  Team  Has  Historic  Season 


The  only  way  to  de- 
scribe it  would 
have  been  historic, 
and  even  that  wouldn't  have 
done  justice  to  CIsL's  1983-84 
Ragin'  Cajun  basketball  sea- 
son. One  thing  is  for  sure 
however,  if  success  is  judged 
by  the  length  of  your  season 
and  the  extent  of  advance- 
ment in  post  season  play, 
then  the  1983-84  season  had 
to  have  been  the  most  suc- 
cessful in  CIsL  basketball  his- 
tory. 

The  Cajuns  ended  their 
season  with  a  23-10  record, 
and  that  winning  mark  was 
not  anything  unusual;  GsL 
has  done  that  with  regularity 
over  the  past  fifteen  years. 
However,  not  in  any  of  those 
years,  not  the  glory  years  of 
the  early  1970s,  nor  the 
highly  successful  cam- 
paigns of  the  past  couple  of 
seasons,  had  the  Cajuns 
made  a  mark  in  post-season 
play  like  they  did  that  sea- 
son. 

ClsL  reached  the  Final 
Four  of  the  National  Invita- 
tional Tournament  to  close 
out  the  season,  and  even  two 
disappointing  losses  in  that 
meet  (in  the  semifinals  and  in 
the  consolation  game)  did 
not  take  the  glitter  off  that 
accomplishment.  "I  don't 
think  I've  ever  been  more 
proud  of  a  team,"  said  head 
coach  Bobby  Paschal.  "A  lot 
of  people  had  written  this 
team  off  earlier  in  the  sea- 
son, but  they  dug  down  and 
accomplished  a  lot  of  things 
that  those  people  said  they 
couldn't  do."

asL  closed  its  regu- 
lar season  with  a 
20-8  mark,  win- 
ning six  of  its  last 
seven  games  to  reach  that  re- 
cord, and  was  extended  its 
second  invitation  to  the  MIT 
in  the  school's  history.  The 
cajuns  took  advantage  of 
that  invitation  too,  by  rolling 
to  three  straight  wins  to 
make  it  to  the  Final  Four  in 
New  York  before  falling  by  a 
65-59  count  to  Notre  Dame  in 
the  semifinals  and  dropping 
a  71-70  consolation  game  to 
Virginia  Tech.  The  Cajuns 
had  earlier  pulled  out  a  94-92 
win  over  Utah  State  in  Lo- 
gan, Utah,  in  the  NIT  first 
round  and  them  came  home 
for  back-to-back  wins  in  the 
second  and  third  rounds  over 


Weber  State  by  74-72  in  dou- 
ble overtime  and  over  Santa 
Clara  by  a  big  97-76  margin. 

"Needless  to  say,  we're 
happy  with  the  way  things 
turned  out,"  Paschal  said. 
"We  had  gone  to  New  York  to 
win,  but  even  though  we 
didn't  that  doesn't  take  any- 
thing away  from  what  this 
team  has  accomplished  this 
season."  The  Cajuns  took 
their  third  straight  twenty- 
win  season  and  their  third

The  Experience 


It  was  Sunday, 
April  16,  1984.  It 
was  4  a.m.  It  was 
cold  as-  hell,  and  there 
were  eighty  of  us  shiver- 
ing in  the  parking  lot,  wait- 
ing for  the  buses.  Sixty  of 
that  eighty,  members  of 
the  band  and  the  cheer- 
leaders, were  going  to 
New  York  City  to  support 
the  basketball  team  in  the  NIT  Final  Four.  Nineteen 
of  the  remaining  twenty  were  there  to  see  them  off, 
and  I,  that  twentieth  one,  was  there  to  see  if  one  of 
the  original  sixty  had  died  (so  I  could  take  his  place). 
The  buses  arrived,  the  roll  call  was  begun,  and,  unex- 
pectedly, there  was  a  no-show.  1  was  eligible.  The 
question  was:  Could  I  pack  in  ten  minutes  to  leave 
with  the  group?  I  made  it  in  fifteen,  but  they  took  me 
anyway. 

It  was  about  five  then  and  the  buses  were  pulling 
out  for  New  Orleans.  I  was  fortunate  enough  to  ride 
in  the  G.R  escort  car,  however  this  meant  carrying  a 
tuba  on  my  lap  for  two  hours.  At  7:20  a.m.  the  first 
bus  and  the  police  escort  arrived  in  New  Orleans,  but 
the  second  bus  was  nowhere  in  sight.  The  Amtrak 
train  was  to  pull  out  at  7:30  and  for  a  while  we 
thought  we  might  have  to  leave  without  the  rest  of 
the  group,  but  they  arrived  in  the  nick  of  time.  We 
boarded  the  train  and  began  our  thirty-hour  journey 
to  New  York. 

I  slept  on  and  off  for  hours,  trying  to  catch  up  on 
the  night's  sleep  I  had  lost.  At  noon  on  Sunday  my 
stomach  woke  me  up  and  informed  me  that  it  was 
time  to  eat.  I  thankfully  snacked  on  some  lukewarm 
yogurt  and  Crackerjacks  supplied  by  my  seatmate.

Later,  around  7:45, 1  moved  to  the  dining  car  as  I  had 
a  reservation  for  that  time.  Over  three  hours  later  I 
finished  dinner  and  went  to  my  seat  to  take  a  nap. 
Waiting  on  dinner  for  three  hours  really  tired  me  out.  At 
midnight  I  got  up  and  walked  to  the  lounge  car  to  see  if 
there  was  any  action.  There  were  games  of  Trivial 
Pursuit,  (Jno,  dominos,  chess  and  poker  going  on,  so  I 
sat  down  and  played  for  a  while  and  then  again  drifted 
off  to  sleep. 

At  10  a.m.  Monday  (somewhere  in  Virginia)  every- 
one was  awakened  to  cries  of  "Snow!

The  poor  souls  had  to 
practice.  Some  of  us  went  shopping  and  others  went  to 
see  the  spectacular  sights  of  New  York.  I,  being  the 
adventurous  person  that  I  am,  did  both.  However,  now  I 
wish  I  had  done  more  sightseeing  and  less  shopping. 

hen  it  was  Wednesday  morning  and  once 
again  everyone  went  shopping  and  sightsee- 
ing. The  sudden  flurry  of  snow  that  afternoon 
was  an  added  treat.  The  next  thing  we  knew  it  was  6 
p.m.  and  time  for  the  game  against  Virginia  Tech.

ith  23  games 
against  Top  30 
foes  and  a  total 
of  37  contests 
against  either  ranked  teams 
or  teams  which  won  confer- 
ence titles,  the  Ragin'  Ca- 
juns  of  the  University  of 
southwestern  Louisiana  did 
it  the  hard  way  in  the  1984 
regular  season.  Coach  Brad 
Kelley's  Cajuns  chalked  up 
a  marvelous  39-18  record 
with  17  wins  in  their  last  21 
games. 

The  early  season  sched- 
ule was  like  a  slap  in  the 
face  —  it  commanded  im- 
mediate attention.  Eight  of 
the  first  10  games  were 
against  either  Top  30  oppo- 
nents or  TransAmerica  win- 
ner Nicholls  State,  then 
capped  by  a  visit  to  second- 
ranked  Texas  to  open  a 
week-long  Lone  Star  State 
swing.  The  Cajuns  won  sev- 
en of  their  eight  games  in 
Texas,  losing  only  an  8-4  de- 
cision to  the  1983  national 
champion  Longhorns  in  the 
trip's  opener.  After  that,  the 
Cajun  password  was 
"sweep."  An  airtight  de- 
fense was  what  the  Cajuns 
needed  against  their  rugged 
schedule.  After  an  opening 
shutout  sweep  of  North- 
western La.,  the  Cajuns 
goose-egged  TransAmerica 
champion  Nicholls  State  2- 
0,  and  54  games  later 
dumped  MSG  again,  13-6, 
bringing  the  curtain  down 
on  their  demanding  regular 
season  slate.

Wooley  stole  a 
team-high  of  18  bases  while  getting  caught  five 
times. 


The  month  of 
March  was  a  per- 
fect illustration 
of  the  depth  and 
quality  of  the  Cajun  pitch- 
ing staff.  GsL  played  30 
games  in  28  days  posting 
an  18-12  record  against  22 
teams  which  were  either 
conference  winners  or  list- 
ed in  the  top  30  during  the 
year.  In  its  23  games 
against  Top  30  teams  this 
season,  GsL  won  nine  and 
lost  14.  All  but  two  of  the 
Cajuns  "Top  30  triumphs" 
were  away  from  home. 
Along  with  the  three  wins 
over  No.  11,  Texas  A&M, 
GsL  had  two  wins  over  New 
Orleans,  two  over  Tulane 
and  one  each  over  Louisi- 
ana State  and  Lamar.  The 


great  success  of  the  Cajun 
pitching  staff  was  the  key 
to  the  hot  finish.  GsL 
hurlers  fired  scoreless  balls 
for  35  straight  innings 
down  the  stretch  run  and 
allowed  only  seven  earned 
runs  in  the  last  95  innings. 
There  were  13  shutouts 
pitched  for  GsL  and  seven 
in  April  as  the  Cajuns  kept 
cooking. 

The  Cajuns  went  on  a 
month-long  rampage  to  end 
the  regular  season.  GsL 
posted  wins  in  1 7  of  the  last 
21  games  and  actually  won 
18,  with  a  forfeit  loss  to 
McNeese  State  snapping  a 
seven-game  win  streak  and 
preventing  a  11 -game  win 
streak  to  conclude  the  regu- 
lar season  ■

Pressure  Packed  Excitement 


It  was  Monday  afternoon  and  classes  were 
over,  and  it  was  time  for  practice.  On  the  bus 
ride  to  the  stadium  there  was  an  obvious 
feeling  of  tension  among  the  players.  On  Saturday  we 
played  Texas,  the  number  two  team  in  the  nation. 

That  day  the  scouting  and  strategy  sessions  had 
lasted  a  little  long.  After  we  finally  hit  the  field  and 
went  through  stretching  and  exercises,  the  team 
seemed  to  be  a  bit  more  serious  than  usual.  The 
remainder  of  the  practice  was  routine.  In  the  locker 
room  we  had  loosened  up  a  little;  the  first  day  of 
practice  for  the  big  game  was  over. 

From  Tuesday  through  Thursday  practices  were 
intense;  the  adrenalin  was  flowing.  Along  with  the 
strenous  practice  sessions  the  team  was  getting 
mentally  prepared,  and  by  now  the  strategy  was  fixed 
in  everyone's  head.  During  Thursdays  practice, 
batting  practice  was  unreal,  everyone  was  killing  the 
ball.  The  fielders  even  stayed  out  an  extra  40  minutes 
to  get  the  defense  right.  We  were  almost  ready. 

Then  it  was  Friday,  one  more  day  remaining.  At 
breakfast  the  team  was  loose.  Later  practice  was 
mainly  the  final  mental  preparation,  the  physical  part 
was  over.  The  coaches  made  sure  that  the  team  ate 


well  that  night  and  were  asleep  for  the  11:00  p.m. 
curfew,  although  by  10:45  the  entire  team  was  asleep, 
except  the  starting  pitcher. 

Saturday  morning  while  we  were  eating  breakfast, 
all  the  players  were  silent.  A  track  team  member 
taunted  us  by  telling  us  that  we  looked  like  zombies 
and  not  one  player  responded.  When  it  was  a  couple 
of  hours  before  game  time,  we  went  on  the  field  for  a 
short  warmup.  The  pressure  was  on,  but  we  were 
ready. 

Finally  the  game  began.  The  first  time  at  bat  we 
lined  a  double,  followed  by  a  single  and  a  homer,  and 
led  after  an  inning  3-0.  The  game  went  on,  and  by  the 
9th  inning  Texas  was  showing  why  they  were  the 
Number  two  team  by  leading  us  8-4.  Now  it  was  our 
final  time  at  bat  and  after  2  outs  we  cracked  two 
singles  and  had  runners  on  first  and  third.  It  was  my 
turn  to  bat. 

For  me  the  excitement  was  building  up.  With  a 
lump  in  my  throat,  I  watched  as  the  pitcher  hurled  the 
ball  towards  me.  I  hit  it  straight  to  left  field  where  it 
was  caught.  The  game  was  over  and  we  had  lost,  but 
we  had  done  our  best  and  were  proud  of  it  ■

Tracksters  Go  Ail-American 


Bob  Cole's  21st  and 
final  year  as  track 
and  field  coach  at 
UsL  ended  like  most  of  his 
others  —  with  honors.  Cole 
has  freshman  long  jumper 
Elton  Slater  to  thank  for 
most  of  the  honors  re- 
ceived this  season.  Slater 
became  GsL's  first  Division 
I  all-American  in  a  field 
event  over  in  Eugene,  Ore- 
gan,  to  cap  the  Ragin'  Ca- 
jun  1984  season.  Slater,  a 
product  of  Port  Arthur,  Tex- 
as, became  the  seventh  Di- 
vision I  All-American  and 
the  37th  All-American  over- 
all in  Cole's  21-year  reign  as 
Cajun  coach. 

"It's  really  nice  to  go  out 
with  another  All-Ameri- 
can," Cole  said  following 
the  NCAA  meet,  "but  it's 
Elton  and  Coach  (Pat)  Ar- 
ceneaux  that  deserve  all 
the  credit.  Elton  really 
came  a  long  way  this  sea- 
son, and  he  should  be  All- 
American  several  more 
times  before  he's  finished 
here." 

Slater  was  one  of  three 
Cajuns  to  qualify  for  the 
NCAA  meet,  the  largest 
number  of  (JsL  qualifiers 
since  1973  when  the  400- 
meter  relay  team  reached 
the  national  champion- 
ships. He  also  became  the 
first  All  American  and  the 
highest  national  placer 
since  1982  when  Martin 
Lawson  took  a  fifth  place  in 
the  400-meter  hurdles  at 
the  NCAA's.

Slater  was  joined  in 
the  national  meet 
by  sprinter  Greg 
Walker  in  the  100-meter  dash 
and  hurdler  Charles  Derous- 
selle  in  the  400-meter  hur- 
dles. Both  were  eliminated  in 
the  semifinals  at  the  NCAA 
meet. 

All  three  were  underclass- 
men —  Slater,  a  freshman, 
Walker,  a  sophomore  and 
Derousselle,  a  junior  —  so 
Cole  had  high  hopes  for  their 
future. "All  three  of  them 
should  get  back  there  next 
year.  They've  got  some  expe- 
rience now  and  have  seen 
what  a  great  meet  the  NCAA 
is,  and  that  will  help  them  a 


great  deal  next  year." 

In  addition  to  the  three 
NCAA  qualifiers,  (JsL  had 
two  school  records  estab- 
lished during  the  year,  bring- 
ing the  total  number  of  re- 
cords set  over  the  past  three 
seasons  to  12.  In  addition  to 
Slater's  26-1  jump,  which 
snapped  the  25-3  mark  of 
Charles  McClure  set  in  1982, 
the  3200-meter  relay  team  of 
Alonzo  Johnson,  Graeme 
Saker,  Pat  McGrath,  and  Der- 
ousselle turned  in  a  7:31.80 
clocking  to  finish  second  at 
the  Texas  Relays  and  set  a 
new  school  standard  in  that 
event  ■

That  victory 
game,  although  late  in  the 
season,  gave  Sliman  much 
hope  for  the  future  in  his  first 
year  as  GsL  golf  coach. 

"Winning  that  last  tourna- 
ment's a  great  feeling,"  he 
said.  "That  shows  that  we're 
making  some  progress  and 
gives  us  something  exciting 
to  work  on  going  into  the 
next  season.  It's  also  a  real 
confidence  builder  for  our 
guys.  We  have  the  ability, 
but  it's  such  a  mental  game, 
and  winning  like  that  has  to 
help  us." 

The  Cajuns,  who  had  fin- 
ished no  better  than  fifth  in 
any  other  tournament  during 
the  year,  jumped  out  to  a  sev- 
en-shot lead  on  the  first  day 
of  the  state  meet  but  had  to 
come  from  eight  shots  be- 
hind in  the  final  nine  holes  of 
the  54-hole  tournament  to 
claim  their  first  state  title  in 
eight  years.  The  Cajun  squad 
made  up  the  eight  strokes 
and  finished  with  a  two- 
stroke  win  over  runner-up 
New  Orleans  with  a  302-315- 
301-919  total.  UNO  was  sec- 
ond at  921  followed  by 
Southeastern  La.  (923),

\  Tennis  Team  Enjoyed  Best  Season  Yet 


The  record-shatter- 
ing 1984  season 
will  doubtlessly 
go  down  as  the 
best  yet  for  the  University 
of  southwestern  Louisi- 
ana's Ragin'  Cajun  tennis 
program.  The  respect 
earned  by  the  Cajun  net 
program  was  so  great  that 
GsL  was  invited  to  the  Na- 
tional Invitational  Tennis 
Tournament  at  the  end  of  a 
13-12  campaign  last  year. 
With  all  the  rich  tradition  in 
the  program,  there  has  nev- 
er been  a  season  like  the 
one  completed  in  1984  un- 
der the  guidance  of  second- 
year  coach  Gary  Albertine. 

GsL  notched  four  wins 
over  teams  ranked  in  the 
top  20  poll,  including  con- 
vincing victories  over  No. 
13  Texas  ASM  (7-2  at  Col- 
lege Station)  and  No.  16 
Alabama  (8-1  in  Lafayette). 
The  Cajuns  knocked  off 
Metro  Conference  champi- 
on Florida  State  and  1983 
NITT  champion  South  Ala- 
bama, both  by  8-1  scores, 
and  then  took  1983  NCAA 
participant  Utah  in  an  ab- 
breviated 5-1  match.  The 
Cajuns  compiled  a  28-1 1  re- 
cord in  1984,  including  a 
27-9  regular  season  mark, 
and  reached  the  quarterfi- 
nals of  the  NITT  before 
dropping  a  5-4  match  to  the 
tournament  finalist  Arkan-

If  being  the  host

That  same  lineup  did 
battle  again  this  year  with 
the  addition  of  North  Texas 
State  to  the  schedule.

Lady  Cajuns  Left  Out  of  NWIT 


Despite  a  22-6  re 
cord,  one  of  the  na 
tion's  most  potent 
offenses  and  a  trio  of  senior 
standouts,  GsL's  Lady  Cajun 
basketball  team  was  left  out 
of  the  field  for  the  eight-team 
Converse  National  Women's 
Invitational  Tournament. 
GsL  was  among  a  group  of 
twelve  finalists  considered 
for  the  tournament,  accord- 
ing to  NWIT  selection  com- 
mittee chairman  Porter 
Crawford. 

"I  was  obviously  very  dis- 
appointed for  our  young  la- 
dies," said  Coach  Ross  Cook, 
who  helped  Oregon  State 
win  two  NWIT  titles  before 
taking  over  as  the  Lady  Ca- 
jun coach.  "I've  seen  the 
NCAA's  and  the  NWIT  first- 
hand and  I  know  our  team 
was  good  enough  to  receive 
a  tournament  bid."  GsL  lost 
to  five  teams  with  a  compos- 
ite record  of  93-47  points  this 
season  including  two  losses 
by  a  total  of  fourteen  points 
to  13th  ranked  Northeast 
Louisiana. 

GsL  finished  second  in  the 
conference  to  Northeast, 
ending  the  season  with  a  61- 
56  loss  to  NLG  in  Monroe.  It 
was  the  lowest  point  total  of 
the  year  for  them  and  their 
closest  home  game  of  the 
season. 

Seniors  Mary  Douglas, 
Lisa  Merritt  and  Beverly- 
Reed  Cameron  all  were 
named  to  the  All-SLC  team 
for  the  second  year  in  a  row 
for  GsL.  That  trio  led  the  Ca- 
jun squad  to  its  two  most

It  was  a  wide-open 
race  for  champion- 
ship honors  when 
GsL's  Lady  Cajun  softball 
squad  hosted  the  second  an- 
nual Southland  Conference 
Softball  Championship  Tour- 
nament at  the  brand-new 
Pelican  Park  Complex  in  Car- 
encro.  A  total  of  six  teams 
competed  for  honors  in  the 
meet.  McNeese  State's  Cow- 
girls were  the  defending 
champions,  but  any  of  the 
five  other  teams  could  have 
won  at  that  point  according 
to  Lady  Cajun  head  coach 
Yvette  Girouard.  Texas-Ar- 
lington, Northeast  Louisi- 
ana, Lamar,  Arkansas  State, 
and  of  course,  GsL  rounded- 
out  the  field.  GsL  captured 
the  South  Zone  title  for  the 
second  straight  year  with  a  6- 
2  record,  nosing  out 
McNeese  on  the  basis  of  runs 
scored  in  their  four  game  se- 
ries. (JTA  won  the  North 
Zone. 

The  Lady  Cajuns  sported 
a  23-9  record  on  the  season 
and  met  all  but  one  of  the 
tourney  teams  during  the 
regular  season.  GsL  took 
four  wins  over  Lamar  and 
split  four  games  with  both 
McNeese  and  Northeast  Lou- 
isiana, and  took  a  single  vic- 
tory over  Texas-Arlington  in 
the  first  round  of  GTA's  Invi- 
tational Tournament  in  their 
last  outing  before  the  cham- 
pionship of  the  conference. 
GsL  finished  fourth  in  that 
nationally-known  meet. 

"We  were  in  good  shape  to 
do  well  in  the  tournament," 
said  Girouard.  "We  had  got- 
ten the  first  round  by  and 
were  playing  at  home,  so  I 
had  hoped  we  would  do 
well."  The  Lady  Cajuns  did 
do  well  in  the  Tournament, 
coming  out  first  and  receiv- 
ing many  other  awards  ■

Volleyball  Team  Battles  to  Final  Point 


Going  into  the 
1984  season  with 
a  roster  that  in- 
cluded six  fresh- 
men and  five  sophomores 
among  her  14  players,  GsL 
head  volleyball  coach  Sher- 
ry LeBas  knew  her  Ragin' 
Cajuns  would  have  to  be 
combative  to  be  competi- 
tive. 

More  than  two  months 
later  the  Cajuns  were  still 
battling.  While  GsL  closed 
its  season  with  a  15-21  re- 
cord, the  way  the  team  fin- 
ished was  encouraging  to 
LeBas  and  signaled  a  bright 
outlook  for  the  future. 
Seeded  fifth  in  the  South- 
land Conference  tourna- 
ment, GsL  fought  to  a 
fourth-place  finish  and  took 
it  down  to  the  final  point  of 
the  season  before  ending 
their  last  match  with  a  16- 
14  third  game  loss  to  North- 
east Louisiana. 

"We  were  disappointed 
because  we  knew  we  could 
have  gone  further  if  we  had 
played  a  little  better  than 
we  did  against  Northeast  in 
that  final  match,"  said  Le 
Bas,  finishing  her  fifth  year 
as  the  GsL  coach,  "I'm 
proud  for  them,  because 
they  finished  higher  than 
was  expected." 

It  was  a  challenging  sea- 
son for  the  young  Cajuns. 
Early  on,  they  lost  All  Con- 
ference middle  blocker 
Trina  Stokes  in  an  eligibility 
dispute  for  six  matches  and 
she  left  the  team  late  in  the 
season  for  personal  rea- 
sons. There  were  injuries, 
like  the  chronic  knee  prob- 
lem which  forced  senior  hit- 
ter Juliet  Johnson  to  under- 
go surgery  and  miss  most 
of  the  season,  the  season- 
ending  knee  injury  to  Lynn 
Senegal,  and  the  usual  as- 
sortment of  bruises  and  an- 
kle sprains  which  plagued 
the  team  throughout  its 
season  ■

Alpha  Lamba  Delta  was  a  national  hon- 
orary organization  which  honored  high 
scholastic  achievement  during  the  stu- 
dent's first  year  in  college.  It  was  founded  in 
1924  at  the  University  of  Illinois  for  fresh- 
men women.  In  1975  men  were  admitted  to 
memberhsip. 

The  purpose  of  the  organization  was  to 
encourage  superior  scholastic  achieve- 
ment among  students  in  their  first  year  of 
higher  education,  to  promote  intelligent  liv- 
ing and  a  continued  high  standard  of  learn- 
ing and  to  assist  students  in  recognizing  and 
developing  meaningful  goals  for  their  roles 
in  society.  Alpha  Lambda  Delta  gave  fresh- 
men the  opportunity  to  develop  friendships 
and  work  with  others  who  have  common 
academic  goals.  Jeannine  LeBlanc,  presi- 
dent of  Alpha  Lambda  Delta,  saw  a  need  for 
more  exposure  of  the  group  on  campus. 
"We  need  to  get  in  the  limelight  more  often 
so  students  will  know  we  are  here  and  use 
the  resources."  Members  of  Alpha  Lambda 
Delta  were  eligible  for  a  $3,000  fellowship 
awarded  for  graduate  study. 

Alpha  Zeta  was  an  honorary  agriculture 
fraternity.  To  be  eligile  for  membership,  stu- 
dents had  to  have  completed  one  and  a  half 
academic  years,  be  in  the  upper  two-fifths 
of  the  class,  have  good  character  and  quali- 
ties of  leadership  and  have  85  percent  of 
the  members  vote  for  admission.

To  raise  funds  in  1984 
the  group  sold  T-shirts.  Alpha  Zeta  was  an 
active  participant  in  Agriculture  Student 
Council  events.

Delta  Psi  Kappa  was  founded  in  1916  at 
the  Normal  College  of  the  American  Gym- 
nastic Union  in  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  in  a 
response  to  the  need  of  an  organization  for 
women  which  would  further  their  aims  and 
ideals  in  the  profession  of  Health,  Physical 
Education  and  Recreation.  The  Beta  Nu 
chapter  of  CsL  was  founded  in  1968. 

The  fraternity  recognized  worthwhile 
achievements  in  Health,  Physical  Educa- 
tion and  Recreation,  developed  interest  and 
promoted  greater  fellowship  among  per- 
sons in  the  fields. 

The  service  to  exceptional  people, 
known  as  Project  Step  was  the  main  project 
for  the  year  for  the  Beta  Nu  chapter  of  GsL. 
This  project  worked  with  all  handicap  peo- 
ple involved  in  rack  and  field  for  the  Special 
Olympics  on  the  local  level. 

Delta  Psi  Kappa  was  open  to  both  men 
and  women  whom  were  pursuing  a  career 
in  recreational  sports. 

The  Financial  Management  Associ-J 
ation's  National  Honor  Society  was  de-<* 
signed  to  motivate  and  reward  scholarship  £ 


and  accomplishments  in  business  and  non- 
business finance  and  banking  among  under- 
graduates and  graduate  students.  The  Na- 
tional Honor  Society  provided  an  associ- 
ation for  college  students  activity 
interested  in  these  fields  and  encouraged 
interaction  between  business  executives 
and  students  of  business  finance  and  bank- 
ing. 

Founded  in  1974,  the  FMA  National  Hon- 
or Society  had  an  active  membership  of 
over  1200  students,  in  more  than  150  uni- 
versities. 

The  University  Honors  Program  has 

been  in  existence  since  the  University  be- 


gan in  1901.  The  program  provided  "seri- 
ous and  highly  motivated  students  with  a 
set  of  intellectual  and  educational  oppor- 
tunites  which  were  made  available  so  that 
those  students  who  sought  added  dimen- 
sion, enrichment,  and  challenge  in  their 
studies  could  find  realization  of  their  poten- 
tial."

In  October,  1984,  six  (JsL  honor  students  attended  the  National 
Collegiate  Honors  Council  which  was  held  in  Memphis,  Tenn.  This 
convention  gave  the  students  from  all  over  the  nation  a  chance  to 
identify  the  many  similarities  and  differences  of  other  honor  stu- 
dents. Honors  students  also  provided  assistance  for  visiting  stu- 
dents who  were  taking  scholarship  and  advance  placement  tests. 
The  honors  students  gave  tours,  provided  information  and  assisted 
in  the  testing.  Joseph  White  was  awarded  the  first  (JsL  Honors 
Alumni  Scholarship  for  $500. 

Kappa  Delta  Pi,  an  honor  society  in  education  was  founded  in 
191 1  at  the  University  of  Illinois.  The  Delta  lota  chapter  was  found- 
ed at  UsL  in  1936. 

"To  promote  excellence  in  education  and  to  recognize  outstand- 
ing contributions  to  education,"  was  the  purpose  of  Kappa  Delta 
Pi. 

Its  members  were  selected  by  their  high  academic  achieve- 
ments, reputable  educational  aspiration,  and  good  personal  char- 
acteristics. 

Kappa  Delta  Pi  supported  all  activities  in  the  College  of  Educa- 
tion. It  also  sponsored  annual  fundraisers,  such  as  raffles.  Since  its 
establishment  in  1936,  Delta  lota  has  helped  to  produce  several 
educators  such  as  Mrs.  Selvat,  former  Business  Administration 
faculty  and  Dr.  Nolan  J.  Sahuc,  former  director  of  the  School  of 
Music.

In 
addition  the  group  assembled  chem  eng 
graduate  school  information  and 
conducted  course  and  faculty  evaluations. 
Career  guidance  was  provided  to  high 
school  students  to  encourage  them  to 
pursue  degress  in  Chem  Eng.  On  the  lighter 
side,  the  group  held  a  picnic  and  a  banquet 
at  which  awards  were  given  to  outstanding 
students  and  teachers.  For  homecoming 
the  group  sponsored  activities  for  alumni.

During  the  fall  a  social 
with  Alpha  Lambda  Delta  was  held  and 
during  the  spring  an  induction  ceremony 
was  held.  The  organization  was  open  to  all 
majors.  The  major  goal  of  the  club  was  to 
promote  academic  excellence. 

Pi  Delta  Phi  was  a  French  Honor  Society. 
The  group  frequently  met  at  the  advisor's 
house,  to  listen  to  an  authority  on  a  French 
paper  or  someone  who  had  recently  visited 
France.  All  conversations  and  discussions 
were  in  French.  Following  the  speaker,  wine 
and  cheese  were  served  to  allow  members  a 
social  and  relaxed  gathering.  Attendance 
was  not  restricted  to  members,  and  non- 


members,  especially  students,  were 
encouraged  to  attend. 

Pi  Epsilon  Tau  was  the  national  honor 
society  for  petroleum  engineers.  The  group 
was  very  closely  involved  with  the  Student 
Society  of  Petroleum  Engineers  and  many 
members  were  in  both  groups.

Pi  Kappa  Lambda  was  an  unusual  orga- 
nization because  its  members  had  to  be 
graduating  seniors  to  be  eligible.  Pi  Kappa 
Lambda  was  an  honorary  music  organiza- 
tion. Members  had  to  be  graduating  seniors 
in  the  upper  twenty  percent  of  their  class 
with  a  3.5  grade  point  average,  or  if  in  grad- 
uate school,  an  "A"  in  two-thirds  of  their 
courses.  Pi  Kappa  Lambda  granted  special 
awards  to  outstanding  students  and  spon- 
sored musical  contests  and  events. 

Psi  Chi  was  the  national  honor  fraternity 
for  psychology  majors.  Members  presented 
research  papers  at  local,  regional  and  na- 
tional conventions.  Psi  Chi  helped  organize 
a  conference  on  anorexia  and  bulimia 
which  was  held  on  campus.  Several  speak- 
ers were  invited  to  provide  up  to  date  infor- 
mation on  the  fields  of  psychology.  Topics 
included  human  visual  syndromes,  stress, 
imagery,  adolescence  and  anorexia. 

In  1984  the  Broadcast  Honor  Society 
changed  its  name  to  Sigma  Gamma  Mu 
and  became  an  honor  society  for  the  entire 
communications  department.  The  group 
was  open  to  public  relations,  journalism, 
interpersonal  and  public  communication 
and  mass  communication  majors.  "Before 
the  charter  was  changed  there  was  only  an 
honor  group  for  mass  communication  ma- 
jors and  it  had  very  low  membership,"  said 
Tim  Scott,  president  of  Sigma  Gamma  Mu. 
"Now  we  are  a  large  group  and  have  a  great- 
er range  of  ideas  and  input."  Members  had 
to  maintain  a  3.0  grade  point  average  in 
their  major  to  be  eligible.  During  the  spring 
the  group  held  a  banquet  to  honor  faculty 
and  students. 


Sigma  Gamma  Epsilon  was  an  honorary 
geological  society.  A  major  event  for  the 
group  was  their  annual  recreation/ field  trip 
to  Arkansas.  As  the  group  canoed  down  the 
Buffalo  River,  they  would  stop  and  examine 
rock  formations  along  the  way.  When  not 
having  a  party,  which  was  the  group's  fa- 
vorite activity,  SGE  cleaned  up  and  painted 
some  of  the  classrooms  in  Madison  Hall. 

Sigma  Tau  Delta  was  an  English  honor 
society  that  was  open  to  liberal  arts,  educa- 
tion and  journalism  majors.  The  group  gave 
members  the  chance  to  meet  English  pro- 


fessors on  an  informal  basis  and  to  give  the 
students  knowlege  about  English  and  litera- 
ture topics  not  normally  presented  in  the 
classroom.  Topics  covered  by  speakers  in- 
cluded African  literature,  teaching  English 
in  private  schools,  journalism  and  public 
relations  as  a  career  and  assorted  readings 
and  poetry  fests.  In  April,  Sigma  Tau  Delta 
held  a  poetry  reading  at  the  Lafayette  Art 

Sigma  Tau  Delta,  like  many  organizations  on 
campus,  held  a  fundraiser.  The  group  is  selling 
books  for  classes,  literature  and  fiction.

The  Institute  of  Electrical  and  Electronic  Engineering  was  a 

professional  organization  which  gave  students  an  opportunity  for 
exposure  to  various  aspects  of  electrical  engineering.  "Being  in- 
volved with  IEEE  has  shown  me  different  areas  of  electrical  engi- 
neering in  addition  to  what  CIsL  offers,"  said  Leslie  Irvine,  treasurer 
of  IEEE.  In  November,  the  group  had  a  meeting  with  the  profession- 
al (non-student)  chapter  at  which  an  award  was  presented  to  Dr. 
Robert  Henry,  the  faculty  advisor,  and  a  flag  from  the  national 
chapter  was  displayed.  All  year  the  group  sold  computer  diskettes 
to  raise  money,  and  in  October  held  a  car  wash  for  that  purpose. 
The  group  raised  $125  to  sponsor  an  end  of  the  year  party  for 
members.  In  the  spring  IEEE  held  a  faculty/student  volleyball 
game  and  a  crawfish  boil. 

IEEE-Computer  Society  was  a  national  organization  for  support- 


ing research  and  disseminating  information  in  the  computer  sci- 
ences. The  group's  major  goal  was  to  keep  computer  science 
professionals  up  to  date  on  current  technology  in  a  rapidly  chang- 
ing field.  "Computer  science  is  such  a  rapidly  advancing  field," 
said  Dennis  Moreau,  a  member  of  the  group,  "that  one  needs  access 
to  the  absolute  latest  information  —  in  two  years  one's  computer 
knowledge  can  become  obsolete."  The  group  was  very  involved 
with  a  research  project  during  the  year,  but  co-sponsored  several- 
technical  presentations  and  lectures  with  the  Association  for  Com- 
puting Machinery.  The  lectures  were  usually  funded  by  the  nation- 
al chapters  of  IEEE-Computer  Society  and  ACM.  The  organization 
compiled  the  massive  amounts  of  technical  information  available 
and  made  the  information  available  to  interested  people.  This  in- 
cluded such  areas  as  artificial  intelligence,  computer  graphics, 

computer  architecture  and 
medical  processing. 

The  Association  for  Com- 
puting Machinery  was  the 
world's  largest  educational 
and  scientific  society  serving 
computer  professionals.  The 
(JsL  chapter  of  ACM,  found- 
ed in  1961,  had  the  distinc- 
tion of  being  the  first  student 
chapter  in  the  nation.  ACM 
tried  to  keep  its  members 
aware  of  the  latest  informa- 
tion in  computer  science.  To 
accomplish  this  goal,  ACM 
sponsored  speakers  at  least 
once  a  week  to  speak  on  var- 
ious topics.

The  Society  of  Physics  Students  was  an  activity  of  the  Ameri- 
can Institute  of  Physics  (AIP).  Memberhsip  was  open  to  anyone 
interested  in  physics.  SPS  was  essentially  a  self-governing  society 
which  provided  each  student  with  the  opportunity  of  particpating 
in  the  physics  community  on  a  professional  basis.

The  CIsL  Badminton  Club  was  begun  in 
1980.  It  gave  the  students  a  low  pressure 
sport  to  particpate  in.  The  group  practiced 
in  E.K.  Long  gym  from  9:00  to  12:00  p.m. 
every  Friday.  Among  themselves  they  held 
tournaments  and  competed  for  best  team. 

The  ClsL/Lafayette  Rugby  Club  was 
started  in  1980.  This  club  was  not  well 
known  on  campus  but  it  was  ranked  #3  in 
the  deep  South  Eastern  Rugby  Football 
Union  by  Rugby  Magazine.  In  spring  of 
1984,  Rugby  placed  first  in  Gulfport,  Missis- 
sippi and  second  twice  in  Pensacola  Flor- 
ida. In  the  fall  of  1984,  the  team  placed 
second  in  Baton  Rouge  and  second  in  Oka- 
loosa, Florida. 

Rugby  is  similar  in  scoring  to  football  but 
bears  little  resemblance  to  it  otherwise. 
There  is  no  halt  in  play  after  a  tackle  and  no 
forward  passes.  The  ball  can  only  be  passed 
to  the  side  and  rear.  The  ball  can  be  ad- 
vanced only  by  running  or  kicking.  No 
blocking  is  allowed  at  anytime.  A  team  con- 
sists of  15  players  who  form  a  "scrum".  A 
"scrum"  is  a  formation  in  which  three  for- 
wards form  a  line  with  their  team  members 
"locked"  in  behind  them  and  push  against 
the  opposing  team.  The  object  is  to  "heel" 
the  ball  to  the  free  team  members.  A  '"try" 
or  touchdown  scores  4  points. 

The  CJsL  Judo  Club  was  formed  in  1984. 
The  club  will  begin  competing  in  matches 
in  1985. 

Judo  means  "the  gentle  way,"  and  uses 
unbalancing  techniques  to  throw  an  oppo- 
nent to  the  mat.  Its  forces,  or  techniques, 
are  in  contrast  to  karate,  which  uses  strikes 
and  kicks  to  defeat  an  opponent.  Judo  is 


derived  from  the  martial  art  of  ju-jitsu.  It  is  a 
relatively  modern  sport  having  been  devel- 
oped in  1882  by  Jigano  Kano. 

The  Bowling  Team  was  a  member  of  the 
Southern  Intercollegiate  Bowling  Confer- 
ence (SIBC). 

Champions  of  the  Louisiana  division  of 
SIBC  in  1983,  the  group  planned  to  contin- 
ue their  winning  season  in  1984.  By  the  end 
of  1984,  the  team  was  having  a  winning 
season,  but  the  championship  had  not  yet 
taken  place.  In  1984,  the  team  was  invited 
to  the  "Sweet  16"  Tournament  in  Oralndo, 
Florida  along  with  the  top  16  teams  in  the 
nation. 

The  Volleyball  Club  was  divided  into  two 
teams  to  try  to  allow  everyone  a  chance  to 
play.  The  "A"  team  won  a  tournament  in

The  Air  Force  Reserve  Officers  Training  Corps  recruited,  edu- 
cated and  commissioned  officer  candidates  on  the  CIsL  campus. 
The  training  program  was  broken  into  two  sections.  The  first  was 
the  general  military  course  or  the  "gmc."  This  program  was  open 
to  freshmen  and  sophomores  and  did  not  obligate  them  to  the 
military.  The  academic  classes  covered  basic  Air  Force  doctrine, 
organizational  structure  and  the  historical  development  of  air  pow- 
er. During  Leadership  Lab,  another  part  of  the  course,  cadets 
received  training  in  drill,  teamwork  and  responsibility. 

At  the  end  of  their  sophomore  year  cadets  became  eligible  for 
the  second  part  of  the  course,  the  Professional  Officer  Course. 
After  summer  field  training  at  Air  Force  bases,  students  signed  on 
the  "dotted  line"  and  accepted  commissions  as  second  lieuten- 
ants. Gpon  graduation  cadets  then  entered  the  Air  Force  as  officers 
without  having  to  attend  Officers  Training  School  or  an  academy. 
They  were  required  to  serve  in  the  Air  Force  for  four  years,  non- 


flying;  seven  years,  pilot  candidate;  or  six  years,  navigator.  POC 
cadets  received  full  scholarships  and  a  $100  monthly  allowance 
while  attending  (JsL.  Mike  Guidry,  cadet  commander,  stated  that 
the  reason  he  enrolled  in  the  program  to  become  a  navigator  was  to 
be  exposed  to  the  latest  technology  and  to  get  "hands  on"  leader- 
ship experience. 

The  "flights"  of  ROTC  were  units  of  men  and  women  who 
marched  and  practiced  drills.  Among  themselves  the  flights  com- 
peted for  honor  flight.  This  was  the  flight  that  had  the  most  number 
of  Cadets  of  the  Week  and  the  Month  in  areas  of  dress,  drill  and 
academics.  The  Drill  Team,  a  precision  marching  team,  was  an  elite 
group  which  performed  at  parades,  provided  the  color  guard  for 
home  games  and  the  saber  detail  at  regional  queens'  balls. 

ROTC  cadets  did  not  spend  all  their  time  marching,  though.

They  visited  Keesler  and  Barksdale  Air  Force  Bases  where  they 
saw  the  organization  of  the  bases,  toured  them  and  saw  the  flight 
line  (planes).  Cadets  held  a  welcome  back  party  in  August,  a 
Halloween  party  and  a  skit  night.  A  popular  event  with  the  group 
was  the  bi-annual  Field  Day.  Held  in  the  spring  and  the  fall,  this 
event  provided  athletic  competition  between  flights.  Some  of  the 


games  were  volleyball,  softball,  tug-of-war,  a  balloon  toss,  three- 
legged  races,  dizzy  stick  and  pilot-navigator.  In  dizzy  stick,  contes- 
tants race  to  a  baseball  bat,  circle  the  bat  with  their  forehead  on  the 
bat  and  try  to  race  back.  Pilot-navigator  was  a  game  of  cooperation 
in  which  a  person  (the  navigator)  was  mounted  on  the  blindfolded

ROTC  also  had  several  formal  events 
each  year.  The  dining-out/military  ball 
was  held  on  March  31.  This  was  a  formal 
dinner  which  dates  and  spouses  could 
attend.  "Dining-in"  was  a  formal  dinner 
at  which  only  cadets  and  officers  could 
attend.  A  popular  tradition  at  the  dining- 
in  was  the  "Grog  Bowl."  This  was  a  bowl 
containing  such  things  as  pickled  quail's 
egg  juice,  worchestershire  sauce,  tabas- 
co, unsweetened  tea  and  salt  and  pep- 
per.

Mistakes  in  protocol 
were  anything  from  putting  elbows  on 
the  table,  or  chewing  with  the  mouth 
open  to  dropping  a  napkin  on  the  floor,  or 
divorcing  the  salt  and  pepper  shakers.

A  new  constitution  for  the  International  Student  Association 
was  ratified  in  the  spring  changing  it  to  the  International  Student 
Council.  The  new  council  received  governing  powers  over  all  the 
individual  international  organizations,  of  which  there  were  eleven. 
The  goal  of  ISC  was  to  aid  international  students  encountering 
cultural  shock,  to  provide  a  free  cultural  exchange  among  every 
segment  of  the  university  community  and  to  create  an  awareness 
of  the  special  needs  and  problems  of  international  students.  There 
was  controversy  in  April  when  two  people,  Stevenson  Lim  of  Ma-

laysia  and  Emmanule  Okoye  of  Nigeria,  claimed  to  be  the  ISC 
president.  There  was  a  new  constitutional  article  which  stated  that 
there  could  be  no  more  than  two  executive  officers  from  the  nation- 
al organization.  Two  Malaysians  ran  unopposed  for  the  vice  presi- 
dent and  treasurer  posts,  creating  the  overabundance  of  Malaysian 
officers.  Okoye  was  vice  president  from  the  year  before  and  Lim 
was  the  choice  in  the  disputed  April  election.  After  several  months 
of  debate  the  controversy  was  resolved  with  Stevenson  Lim  as  the 
new  ISC  president. 

When  the  Malaysian  Student  Association  was  established  in 
the  fall  of  1980,  there  were  only  40  Malaysians  on  campus.  In  1984 
there  were  550,  making  it  the  largest  single  international  group  at 
CIsL.  MSA  was  a  very  active  organization,  divided  into  several 
independent  sub-committees.  Two  of  these  were  the  Malaysian 
basketball  club  and  the  Malaysian  Special  Committee  which  pub- 
lished the  newsletter  "Malaysia  de  Lafayette."  The  association 
took  an  active  part  in  International  Week  and  they  also  held  many 
of  the  celebrations  from  their  homeland.  These  were  the  Chinese 
New  Year,  Hari  Raya  Puasa,  Hari  Merdeka  and  Deepavali. 

The  Bangladesh  Students  Association  was  founded  in  1981 
and  in  1984  there  were  48  members.  During  the  International  Week 
festivities  in  the  spring,  the  association  won  the  overall  group  prize. 
In  the  summer  the  group  held  a  religious  festival,  "Eid".  This  is  a 
traditional  Moslem  celebration  in  which  believers  fast  for  a  month 
to  help  them  understand  those  who  do  not  have  luxuries  or  enough 
food.  Rubana  Fatema,  a  member  of  MBSA,  said  the  observance  of 
this  festival  emphasized  the  brotherhood  of  religion  and  made 
everyone  equal  for  at  least  a  short  time.  In  the  fall  BSA  participated 
in  the  Talent  Show.  They  displayed  the  native  costumes  of  Bangla- 
desh, sang  songs  from  the  country  and  did  a  comedy  skit.  Fatema, 
who  had  been  in  America  since  the  fall  of  1983,  stated  that  it  didn't 
take  her  long  to  get  used  to  American  customs  because  the  people 
here  were  easy  going  and  willing  to  be  friends. 

The  Venezuelan  Students  Association  was  founded  six  years 
ago  when  there  were  400  Venezuelans  on  campus.  The  students 
attended  events  with  other  Venezuelan  organizations  in  New  Or- 
leans and  regularly  met  with  their  ambassador.  During  the  Interna- 
tional Week  festivities,  the  association  earned  several  awards. 
They  won  first  place  in  the  talent  show  and  fashion  show  competi- 
tions, third  place  in  the  food  festival  and  dessert  night,  and  second

place  as  the  best  association. 

The  Lebanese  Student  Association  promoted  cultural  and  intel- 
lectual exchange  between  the  Lebanese  student  body  and  other 
organizations  through  participation  in  Free-Time  activities  and  the 
International  Week  festival.  LSA  was  not  as  active  in  the  fall  be- 
cause of  the  fighting  in  Beirut.  The  association  provided  emotional 
and  mental  support  to  the  Lebanese  students  by  holding  a  memori- 
al mass  on  Oct.  7,  1984.  This  mass  honored  the  late  president  of 
Lebanon,  Bashir  Qemayel,  Lex  Trahan,  a  GS  marine  from  Lafayette 
killed  in  Beirut  and  George  Mouaivada,  a  GsL  student  killed  in  the 
car  bombing  of  the  American  embassy. 

The  Chinese  Student  Organization  was  composed  of  students 
from  China  and  Taiwan.  GSO  was  formed  by  the  students  and  was 
run  completely  by  them.  The  president  of  CSO,  Ta-Wei  Ho,  said  the 
group  met  about  once  a  month  and  watched  movies  or  had  a  party. 

A  major  event  for  several  of  the  international  associations  was 
the  celebration  of  the  Chinese  New  Year.  On  February  2,  1984,  The 
Year  of  the  Rat  began.  The  Chinese  calendar  is  based  on  a  cycle  of 
12  years,  with  a  different  animal  for  each  year  in  the  cycle.  The 
cycle  order  of  the  animals  is  the  Rat,  Ox,  Tiger,  Rabbit,  Dragon, 
Snake,  Horse,  Ram,  Monkey,  Cockerel,  Dog  and  Hog.  The  Chinese 
New  Year  celebration  has  many  traditions  associated  with  and  lasts 
for  15  days.  One  tradition  is  the  giving  of  a  red  envelope  with 
money  in  it  which  symbolizes  wealth.  According  to  Jami  Cheng, "In 
the  older  days,  money  was  given  to  ward  off  evil  spirits  and  bad 
luck  because  it  is  believed  that  metal  can  keep  all  bad  things 
away."  New  clothes  are  worn  because  nothing  old  should  be 
brought  into  the  new  year.  Old  clothes  are  left  behind  with  all  the 
bad  luck.  Another  important  part  of  the  celebration  is  visiting 
relatives  to  wish  them  joy,  good  health  and  prosperity  for  the  new 
year.  It  is  a  tradition  in  Marty  Maa's  home  for  his  parents  to  tell 
stories  of  their  younger  days.  Several  students  attempted  to  call 
home  for  a  day  or  two,  but  were  frustrated  because  all  the  circuits 
to  the  East  were  busy.  They  did  eventually  get  through  to  wish 
everyone  at  home  a  happy  new  year.  Even  though  the  Chinese, 
Hong  Kong  and  Malaysian  students  did  not  observe  the  New  Year 
as  they  were  accustomed  to  at  home,  they  had  celebrations  and 
good  times  at  local  restaurants  and  enjoyed  the  company  of  fellow 
students  ■

The  Hong  Kong  Student  Association 

was  composed  of  the  approximately  50 
Hong  Kong  students  on  campus.  The  group 
met  twice  a  month  to  allow  the  students  a 
break  from  their  academic  studies  and  to 
give  them  a  chance  to  speak  to  fellow 
countrymen.  Like  many  of  the  international 
organizations  the  group  was  involved  in  the 
International  Week  festivities.  They 
displayed  native  crafts  and  foods  and  spoke 
to  interested  persons  about  their  culture. 

Southwestern  Players  was  an 
organization  that  promoted  theatre  on 
campus  and  in  the  Lafayette  area.  The 
Players  welcomed  anyone  who  was 
interested  in  theatre — not  only  theatre 
majors.  The  members  assisted  the  theatre 
department  in  organizating  a  play. 

"We  are  trying  to  expand  the  group  and 
get  it  out  more  to  the  public,"  said  Patsy 
Dubos. 

The  Southwestern  Players  put  on  their 
mainstage  play  in  Burke  Hall  in  the  spring. 
They  sponsored  a  raffle  to  raise  money  for 
this  endeavor. 

Black  Progressive  Students,  BPS,  was 
started  in  1979  because  it  was  felt  black 
students  did  not  have  an  adequate  voice  on 
campus. 

BPS  held  mass  meetings  at  which 
students  could  air  grievances  and  common 
complaints.  The  directors  of  BPS  then  tried 
to  solve  the  complaint  or  inform  students  of 
the  other  side  of  the  issue.  These  meetings 
were  twice  a  semester. 

The  Big  Brother/Sister  program  was 
continued  in  1984.  This  program  paired 
upperclassmen  with  first-time  freshmen  to 


help  them  adjust  to  college  life. 

There  were  several  speakers  who 
attended  meetings.  One  was  a  black 
representative  from  IBM  who  spoke  on 
technical  writing  in  computer  science. 
Another  was  a  representative  from 
Southern  University  Law  School  who 
emphasized  the  importance  of  legal 
education  and  career  opportunities. 

To  support  a  scholarship  for  black 
students  a  flower-gram  event  was  held  for 
Valentine's  Day.  Students  could  buy  a 
flower  and  send  it  to  a  sweetheart.  A  $200 
scholarship  was  given  to  Paula  James. 

The  1984  presidential  election  prompted 
more  student  involvement  in  College 
Republicans  than  ever  before.  The 
organization  signed  up  more  than  100 
volunteers  for  campaign  projects.  These 
included  door-to-door  canvassing,  manning 
the  telephone  banks  and  putting  up  yard 
signs.  The  orgnaization  also  provided  voter 
registration  information  and  absentee  ballot 
request  forms  for  the  (JsL  community. 
Thanks  to  the  direction  given  by  the  local 
Reagan-Bush  campaign  chairpersons,  Rust 
and  Gail  Blackburn,  Lafayette  Parish 
carried  the  state  with  a  70%  turnout  for 
Peesident  Reagan  and  Vice  President  Bush. 

The  General  Studies  Club  was  an 
organization  formed  to  serve  the  students 
of  General  Studies  at  GsL  concerning  their 
academic  and  social  desires.  The  group, 
which  had  14  faithful  members, 
participated  in  different  functions 
throughout  the  fall  and  spring  semesters. 
Some  of  the  functions  they  took  part  in 
were  Lagniappe  Day,  Beacon  Day  and 


Jump  Rope  for  Heart.  The  club  was  created 
a  few  years  ago  in  a  busy  hallway  in 
DeClouet.  From  then  the  group  worked  to 
help  its  members  in  their  unusually  diverse 
majors.  The  members  attended  a  workshop 
in  September  where  they  exchanged 
information  on  teachers  and  classes.

The  year  of  1984  was  very  exciting  and  eventful  for  the  Student 
Government  Association.  SGA  participated  heavily  in  the  move- 
ment to  change  the  name  of  our  university  to  the  "University  of 
Louisiana."  The  new  name  was  realized  on  April  27,  1984,  when 
the  Louisiana  Board  of  Trustees  for  State  Colleges  and  Universities 
voted  17T  in  favor  of  the  name  change;  however,  Judge  Brown  of 
Baton  Rouge  ruled  that  the  Trustees  did  not  possess  name  change 
authority  and  the  issue  remained  unresolved  for  the  rest  of  the 
year. 

The  first  three  months  of  1984  saw  the  last  three  months  of  Mark 
Calender's  two-year  administration  as  SGA  President.  Recognized 
as  the  best  SGA  President  CIsL  has  ever  seen,  Callender  accom- 
plished many  programs,  including  the  SGA  Scholarship  Program 


which  was  designed  to  award  one  hundred  students  $400  each  on 
the  basis  of  a  student's  involvement  in  extra-curricular  activities. 
The  university  administration  demonstrated  its  support  by  funding 
50  percent  of  the  scholarship.  Callender  was  also  responsible  for 
obtaining  student  input  to  the  homecoming  court  selection  pro- 
cess. 

In  April,  Glen  David  was  elected  as  SGA  President.  Ronnie 
Owens  and  Nannette  Jolivette  were  elected  as  SGA  Vice  President 
and  Treasurer,  respectively.  The  new  executive  branch  of  SGA  was 
immediately  active  in  the  University  of  Louisiana  name  change 
issue,  including  a  peaceful  demonstration  on  the  steps  of  the  state 
capitol,  television  appearances,  and  radio  interviews.  David  also 
worked  with  the  university  administration  to  start  a  new  program 
which  recognized  outstanding  academic  advi- 
sors in  a  positive  effort  to  further  improve  the 
advising  process. 

During  David's  administration,  SGA  finally 
obtained  a  micro  computer  which  served  to 
further  its  organizational  abilities.  David  was 
also  elected  as  Chairman  of  the  Student  Advi- 
sory Council  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  by  the 
SGA  presidents  from  universities  within  the 
system. 

Vice  President  Ronnie  Owens  was  very  ac- 
tive in  the  food  service  area  where  he  contin- 
ued to  fight  for  better  accommodations.  He 
also  served  as  election  chairman  for  SGA  elec 
tions  held  during  the  fall  semester.

Under  Jolivette's  chairmanship  the  Ly- 
ceum Committee  assisted  with  funding  for  such  speakers  as 
James  Dickey.  Jolivette  was  also  elected  as  the  1984  Homecoming 
Queen. 

SGA  Coordinator  Ann  Voorhies  continued  her  non-elected  posi- 
tion providing  the  type  of  support  an  organization  such  as  SGA 
needs  to  survive.  President  Glen  David  was  heard  more  than  once 
to  say,  "Without  Ann,  this  place  would  fall  apart." 

In  cooperation  with  the  GsL  High  School  Relations  Department, 
SGA  hosted  (JsL-SGA  Day,  inviting  600  high  school  seniors  to  visit 
the  campus  to  learn  more  about  our  university. 

The  SGA's  Executive  Department  Directors  were  Dana  Breaux, 
public  relations;  James  T.  Mary,  student  services;  Matt  Delcambre, 
information  services;  and  Brad  Joseph,  academic  affairs.  Support 
was  provided  by  these  students  for  various  SGA  sponsored  activi- 
ties, such  as  coordinating  the  Advisor  of  the  Year  Program,  assist- 
ing in  planning  GsL-SGA  Day  and  participating  in  the  planning  of 
various  events  during  the  GL  name  change  effort.  During  that  time 
Eric  Groh  served  as  SGA'S  director  of  the  name  change  promotion. 

In  the  Senate,  Wade  Richard  continued  serving  as  senate  chair- 
man, this  being  his  third  term.  Claire  Moreau  continued  to  serve  as 
the  senate's  recording  secretary  and  Pam  Abboud  served  as  the 
sergeant  at  arms. 

Referenda  passed  by  the  senate  and  included  on  the  spring  ballot 
were  renewal  of  alumni  association  fee,  debate  team  fee,  renewal  of 
entertainment  fee,  SGA  Day  Care  Center  renewal  and  a  long-await- 
ed intramural  fee. 

Other  actions  by  the  senate  included  appropriations  to  the  Inter- 
fraternity  Council  to  assist  in  sending  delegates  to  a  national  leader- 
ship conference,  appropriation  to  assist  in  the  funding  of  Interna- 
tional Week,  Bowling  Club  travel,  half  of  Lagniappe  Day  and  Home- 
coming, a  portrait  of  Dean  Mary  Dichman  to  hang  in  Griffin  Hall, 
and  Krewe  of  Roux.  Also,  the  Senate  voted  to  help  fund  the  GsL 
Gospel  Choir  on  its  trip  to  Nashville,  as  well  as  appropriating  funds 


to  the  Rugby  Club.

CIsL's  Agriculture  and  Home  Economics 
Student  Council  was  a  special  interest 
group  designed  to  coordinate  all  the  organi- 
zations in  the  college  of  Agriculture  and 
Home  Economics.

KRVS.  FM  88,  has  been  in  operation  since  1963  when  it  was  a  10 
watt  monaural  station  broadcasting  mainly  to  the  campus.  In  No- 
vember, 1982,  it  became  a  100,000  watt  public  radio  station  broad- 
casting in  an  80  mile  radius  around  Lafayette.  KRVS  operated  24 
hours  a  day  and  365  days  a  year.  To  accomplish  these  hours  of 
operation  KRVS  employed  five  full-time  and  14  part-time  staff 
members.  In  addition  Mass  Communication-Broadcasting  majors 
were  required  to  work  at  the  station,  providing  about  25  additional 
announcers. 

KRVS  provided  classical,  Cajun  and  jazz  music,  and  radio  pro- 
grams such  as  "Star  Wars"  for  the  audience.  "What  we  try  to  do  is 
foster  to  the  bilingual  nature  of  Acadiana,"  said  Dave  Spizale, 
general  manager  of  the  station. 

(JsL's  Forensic  Team  (Individual  Events)  was  a  group  of  students 
involved  in  debate;  interpretation  of  poetry  and  prose;  dramatic 
readings;  and  persuasive,  informative,  impromptu  and  extempeor- 


aneous  speeches. 

In  1984  the  team  went  to  Oklahoma,  Florida,  Mississippi,  Ala- 
bama, California,  Arkansas,  Georgia  and  Ohio  to  participate  in 
regional  tournaments.  The  team  placed  second  once,  and  third, 
twice  among  about  20  schools.  Novice  team  members  placed  in 
their  first  tournament.  Clay  David  defeated  1 10  competitors  at  the 
national  tournament  to  achieve  the  honor  of  "National  Individual 
Events  Collegiate  Championship  in  Prose  Interpretation  of  Litera- 
ture." 

Three  members  of  the  Forensics  team,  Robin  Rothgeb,  Clay 
David  and  Victor  Azeman  were  also  members  of  Pi  Kappa  Delta,  is 
a  national  speech  honor  fraternity.  Clay  David,  ambassador  (Presi- 
dent) of  Louisiana  chapter,  said,  "I  have  gained  the  ability  to  be 
confident  in  front  of  people  and  communicate  with  them  and  to 
defend  myself  factually  through  involvement  with  Pi  Kappa  Del- 
ta." 

Diversified  Opportunities  for  Older  and 
Returning  Students  (DOORS)  was  an  orga- 
nization that  provided  a  support  group  for 
UsL's  older  and  returning  students.  DOORS 
also  provided  programs  for  non-high  school 
graduates  who  had  never  attended  college. 

By  offering  opportunities  for  students 
over  25  to  meet  on  a  regular  basis,  the 
DOORS  program  helped  older  students 
ease  into  college  life.  A  brown  bag  lunch 
was  scheduled  once  a  week  for  students  to 
meet  on  campus  together.  Lionel  Oubre,  a 
member  of  DOORS,  summed  up  the  organi- 
zation's purpose:  "It  afforded  an  older  per- 
son the  opportunity  to  either  enter  or  re- 
enter the  university  at  a  pace  comfortable 
for  him  or  her."

Rotoract  was  formed  in  1968  as  the  collegiate  affiliation  of 
Rotary  International.  The  group  tried  to  better  understand  interna 
tional  countries  and  perform  community  services.  At  Rotoract's 
meetings  international  speakers  discussed  their  country's  culture 
and  customs,  and  sometimes  their  views  of  the  Gnited  States.

They  planned  movies,  trips,  speakers,  comedians,  Yell  Like  Hell 
and  fashion  shows.  They  were  students  with  no  special  experience, 
just  a  willingness  to  work  long  hours  for  no  pay.  These  were  the 
chairmen  of  Union  Program  Council  and  their  committee  mem- 
bers. Their  only  reward  was  a  job  well  done. 

The  Union  Program  Council  was  comprised  of  17  members. 
Their  function  was  to  plan  programs  that  would  both  entertain  and 
enrich  a  student's  college  experience.  At  the  head  of  the  board  for 
1984  was  the  president,  Alan  Preston.  Also  on  UPC  were  six  mem- 
bers appointed  by  the  SGA,  two  from  the  dormitories  (men's  and 
women's),  two  from  the  senate,  two  at  large  members,  two  faculty 
members  and  a  representative  from  the  International  Student  Asso- 
ciation. 

There  were  nine  committees  in  UPC.  Each  committee  was  run 
by  a  student  with  the  assistance  of  program  advisors.  The  commit- 
tee chairmen  were  totally  responsible  for  arranging  meetings,  orga- 
nizing the  programs,  recruiting  members  and  presenting  a  budget 
at  the  weekly  UPC  meetings.

purpose  was  to  provide  programs  which  would  make  students 
more  aware  of  black  heritage.  To  accomplish  this  goal,  AACC 
sponsored  Black  Expo  Week  and  Black  History  Quiz  Bowl. 

The  Entertainment  Committee  brought  big  name  bands,  plays, 
noontime  concerts  and  other  forms  of  musical  entertainment  to 
campus.  This  year's  events  included  Williams  and  Rees,  the  Jazz 
Explosion  and  the  play  "A  Christmas  Carol." 

The  Fashion  Committee  organized  several  fashion  shows  during 
the  year  in  addition  to  holding  workshops  on  fashion  concepts.  The 
fashion  shows  for  the  year  were  the  fall  Homecoming  show,  a 
Spring  Affair  and  mannequin  modeling. 

Another  committee  was  the  Films  Committee.  They  were  re- 
sponsible for  presenting  all  of  the  movies  at  the  Bayou  Bijou.  There 
were  three  types  of  films.  Forum  films,  usually  such  classics  as

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♦  THE  VERMILION  ♦  FORMER  UPWARD  BOUND 


It  was  not  considered  a  step  upward  by  many  when  the  Vermil- 
ion was  moved  to  new  quarters  in  the  fall  of  1983  to  Judice  Hall. 
Facilities  were  not  the  best.  There  were  carpets  that  didn't  get 
cleaned  for  two  semesters,  crumbling  plaster  walls  and  one  key  for 
a  staff  of  eight.  Then  an  incident  occurred  that  topped  all  the  petty 
problems.  One  early  morning  (or  late  night)  a  staff  writer  walked  in 
and  found  an  unknown  person  snoring  on  the  floor.  According  to 
the  unknown,  he  was  writing  a  play  on  the  typesetting  computer. 
He  was  apprehended  by  UP  and  never  seen  again,  though  he  did 
leave  behind  some  (un)frozen  dinners  as  a  memento.  When  not 
chasing  unwanted  guests  out,  the  staff  was  dedicated  to  the 
responsibility  of  researching, 
writing  and  publishing  an 
informative  newspaper  upon 
which  the  (JsL  student  body 
could  rely  for  accuracy, 
clarity  and  diversity  of 
coverage.  During  the  year 
the  "Verm"  underwent 
minor  and  a  few  major 
changes.  During  the  early 
part  cf  the  fall  1984 
semester  the  staff  decided  to 
make  an  extra  effort  to 
publish  bi-weekly.  It  was 
considered  important  to 
deliver  up-to-date  news,  such 
as  the  sports  results  and 
weekend  events,  and  so, 
even  with  a  great  sacrifice  of 
personal  time  at  stake  for 
the  staff,  they  voted 
unanimously  to  go  ahead 
Thereafter  the  "Verm' 
began  a  Monday  anc 
Thursday  publicatior 
schedule.  Much  to  the  staff: 
surprise,  there  was  a  grea 


deal  of  reaction  to  the  change.  There  were  numerous  letters  to  the 
editor  complaining  that  the  paper  was  now  too  small.  Eventually  it 
was  decided  to  return  to  the  weekly  format.  This  was  partly  due  to 
the  staff's  inability  to  keep  up  with  the  workload  now  required  and 
partly  because  the  (JsL  Print  Shop  could  not  accommodate  the 
"Verm's"  bi-weekly  schedule.  Coverage  throughout  1984  was 
diverse  in  nature.  Between  the  cover  pages  of  each  edition  came 
stories  on  such  major  issues  as  the  Cajun  dome,  controversial 
issues  like  those  associated  with  the  UsL  name  change  attempt 
and  common  events  like  football  and  basketball  scores.  Students 
who  were  not  on  staff  could  also  contribute  through  letters  to  the

editor  and  student  composed  poems.  Occasionally  a  topic  would 
get  people  really  excited  and  there  would  be  an  onslaught  of  heated 
letters  to  the  editor.  Among  topics  this  year  were  the  treatment  of 
the  homecoming  court,  disagreement  over  an  SGA  executive 
decision,  dissatisfaction  and  satisfaction  with  the  college  of 
Business  Administration  and,  of  course,  (in  Louisiana)  the  integrity 
of  different  politicians.  "Even  though  it  wasn't  always  perfect," 
stated  Troy  Leger,  community  and  state  news  editor,  "the  words 
and  pictures  in  the  Vermilion  made  each  of  us  immortal  in  a  sense. 
Each  edition  was  another  reminder  to  our  successors  that  each  of 
us  existed  and  made  an  impact  here  at  CJsL." 

The  Former  Upward  Bound  Students  organization  was 
composed  of  students  who  were  in  the  Upward  Bound  program  in 
high  school.  This  program  prepared  the  student  for  college.  The 
primary  purpose  of  FUBS  was  to  promote  achievement  and 
academic  excellence  among  its  members.  Secondly,  the 
organization  strove  to  promote  fellowship  among  the  members 
through  both  social  and  service  functions.  They  had  fund  raisers 
each  semester  for  different  national  organizations  such  as  the 
Upward  Bound  program.  "Upward  Bound  can  do  a  lot  for  you,"  said 
a  member  Linda  Bernard.  "Upward  Bound  is  a  fellowship  that  gives 
high  school  students  a  chance  to  experience  going  to  college." 

Residents'  Dormitory  Board  tried  to  promote  unity  among  the 
dorms.  It  was  felt  that  respect  for  the  environment  would  contrib- 
ute to  making  it  a  better  place  to  live.

Living  on  campus  was  an  experience  — 
sometimes  good  and  sometimes  bad.  The 
people  who  tried  to  make  it  an  enjoyable 
experience  were  the  dormitory  counselors. 

The  counselors  devoted  a  great  deal  of 
time  to  the  dorm  residents.  A  lot  of  that 
time  involved  planning  activities.  Activities 
usually  consisted  of  weekend  movie  nights, 
inter-dorm  socials  in  the  Union  Ballroom, 
skating  parties  and  barbecues.  The  dorm 
staff  usually  gave  special  door  prizes  to  ev- 
eryone who  attended  to  encourage  people 
to  attend. 

Other  activities  included  dorm  birthday 
parties,  Homecoming  activities,  pool  par- 
ties and  Halloween  and  Mardi  Gras  parties.

W]  ith  17%  of  CJsL's  student 
body  participating  in 
fraternities  and  sororities, 
Greek  life  was  an  undeniable  part 
of  the  college  experience.  And  a 
prominent  part  of  each  fraternity 
and  sorority  was  the  respective 
governing  body  of  each. 

Panhellenic  was  the  governing 
body  of  GsL's  sororities.  It  was 
comprised  of  two  representatives 
from  each  sorority  on  campus.  As 
described  by  Ruby  Smith,  a 
member  of  Delta  Sigma  Theta  and 
a  representative  to  Panhellenic,  the 
organization  served  many 
functions.  Socials  were  organized 
between  various  sororities  to 
acquaint  members  of  each  chapter. 
They  also  worked  with  the 
Interfraternity  Council  to  organize 
Greek  Week.  Perhaps  one  of  the 
best  known  functions  of 
Panhellenic  were  the  brochures 
which  they  provided  to  senior  high 
school  girls  to  introduce  them  to 
sorority  life.  They  found  the 
pamphlets  to  be  very  successful  in 
that  endeavor. 

The  Interfraternity  Council,  or 
IFC,  was  similar  in  many  respects. 
It  was  comprised  of  four  elected 
officers  and  two  representatives 
from  each  fraternity.  Said  Chris 
White,  the  advisor  to  campus 
fraternities,  "It's  basically  a 
sounding  board  or  a  body  in  which 
opinions  and  attitudes  can  be 
expressed  by  all  members.  The 
direction  of  the  IFC  right  now  is  to 
bring  all  the  Greeks  closer  together. 
That's  the  collective  goal."  White 
stated  that  while  IFC  and 
Panhellenic  did  collaborate  on  some 
projects  such  as  Greek  Week,  they 
did  not  have  any  administrative 
ties. 

Bill  Ellis,  of  Phi  Kappa  Theta, 
was  an  IFC  officer.  He  explained 
the  purpose  of  IFC,  "It's  purpose  is 
two-fold.  It  provides  some  kind  of 
regulatory  body  and  lets  the 
fraternity  govern  itself.  It  also  acts 
as  a  service  organization  for  Greeks 
which  can  help  them  in  many 
respects  ■

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he  Epsilon  (Jpsilon  chapter 
of  the  National  Order  of  Ome- 
ga was  funded  at  CsL  on 
April  14,  1984  by  members 
of  the  Interfraternity  and 
Panhellenic  Councils  and  the 
SGA.  The  purpose  of  this  or- 
ganization was  to  both  recog- 
nize and  bring  together  those 
Greek  individuals  who  have 
given  of  themselves  in  ser- 
vice to  their  campus  and 
community. 

Membership  in  the  Order 
of  Omega  falls  into  three 
categories;  Active,  Alumni 
and  Honorary.  Active  mem- 
bers were  those  people  who 
were  a  current  member  of  a 
recognized  greek-letter  social 
organization.  It  was  from  this 
group  of  students  that  new 
members  were  picked  once 
per  year.  Alumni  members 
were  those  greeks  who  distin- 
guished themselves  in  the 
past.  Since  membership  in 
the  Order  of  Omega  is  life- 
long, active  members  also 
join  this  category  after 
graduation.

New  members  were  select- 
ed by  the  Active  members 
each  year  at  the  beginning  of 
the  spring  semester.  These 
new  members  were  selected 
from  lists  of  nominees  that 
are  submitted  by  each  chap- 
ter.

have  received.  In  order  to  be 
eligible  for  membership,  a 
candidate  must  have  main- 
tained a  grade  point  average 
that  was  higher  than  the  all- 
Greek  average  for  the  past 
academic  year  and  have 
completed  at  least  sixty 
credit  hours.

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Designated  Sites  for  Fraternity  Housing 


After  all  of  the  talk,  meetings,  plan- 
ning, and  still  more  talk,  GsL  has 
finally  entered  a  new  dimension, 
that  of  unifying  the  Greek  system 
by  actually  (visually  and  physical- 
ly) beginning  construction  of  Fra- 
ternity Row.  One  house  is  already  lodging  mem- 
bers, and  six  more  houses  are  on  the  way.  Kappa 
Alpha  is  settled,  and  Lambda  Chi  Alpha,  Kappa 
Sigma,  Sigma  Nu,  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon,  Theta 
Xi,  and  Phi  Kappa  Psi  will  soon  be  in  their  new 
houses. 

The  idea  of  a  fraternity  row  on  this  campus 
began  in  1962  when  members  from  various  fra- 
ternities started  talk  about  nice  housing,  compar- 
ing this  campus  to  others  such  as  LSG,  North- 
western, Louisiana  Tech,  McNeese,  and  Tulane. 
The  idea  took  shape  in  1980  when  Kappa  Alpha 
alumni  Dewitt  David  and  Clint  Adcock  began  ne- 
gotiating with  university  administration  about 
this  fraternity  row  actually  coming  into  its  own, 
and  using  the  argument  of  wanting  something 
permanent  and  unifying,  a  source  of  pride  for  the 
greeks  at  GsL. 

Pride  and  unification  —  both  great  ideas  and 
inspirational  ones  at  that.  The  problem  of  money 
needed  to  be  confronted  next.  "To  be  eligible  for  a 
lot,  a  fraternity  had  to  be  able  to  show  $25,000  in 
an  existing  bank  account,  or  an  equal  amount  of 
equity  in  an  existing  house,"  explained  David, 
who  was  chairman  of  the  site  development  com- 
mittee. A  lottery-type  system  was  used  in  the 
selection  of  individual  plots  of  land  in  the  spring 
of  1983.  These  plots  are  leased  to  the  individual 
fraternities  for  $10  a  year  on  a  99-year  lease. 

All  of  the  houses  will  include  a  kitchen,  bed-

rooms,  patio  and  a  larger  meeting  and  social 
area. These  new  houses  will  hopefully  bring  to  an 
end  vandalism  and  theft  occurring  at  so  many  of 
the  rental  fraternity  houses. 

Says  Edward  Pratt,  dean  of  student  personnel, 
"I  am  happy  to  see  Fraternity  Row  finally  become 
a  reality  because  it  will  help  to,  in  some  way, 
unify  the  greeks."  It  was  also  noted  that  fraterni- 
ties compose  an  influential  part  of  the  student 
population,  and  having  them  "stabilized  and  set- 
tled" in  their  own  area  means  that  the  student 
body  will  be  more  stable. 

Scott  Johnson,  a  Kappa  Alpha  member,  said 
that  living  at  the  new  house  was  "great,  because 
it  is  what  everyone  has  always  wanted."  "This  is 
our  house,"  Johnson  said,  "and  we  are  proud  to 
be  the  first  fraternity  to  have  its  house  built.  Now 
our  wish  is,"  Johnson  continued,  "to  have  the 
other  guys  get  their  houses  up  and  then  Fraterni- 
ty Row  will  truly  become  a  reality." 

As  the  other  fraternities  finish  construction 
and  negotiations  for  their  houses,  (JsL  has 
opened  another  chapter  in  its  continuing  history

Jolivette  said  she's  glad  there 
is  more  than  one  black  sorority 
at  CIsL.  "Everybody  deserves  a 
choice,"  she  said.  "Although  we 
stem  from  the  same  origin,  ev- 
ery group  is  a  little  different." 

Alpha  Kappa  Alpha  donated 
funds  to  the  United  Negro  Fund, 
Sickle  Cell  Anemia  Foundation 
and  the  Cleveland  Job  Corps,  a 
service  begun  by  the  sorority  to 
aid  women  in  the  job  market. 

On  campus,  the  sorority  par- 
ticipated in  many  rituals  begun 
by  its  founders.  Sometimes  the 
traditions  caused  confusion, 


she  said. 

"The  rituals  are  sometimes 
hard  to  understand  and  the  rea- 
sons behind  them  are  secret," 
she  explained.

Lee  Papa 
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have  been  in  college  long  enough  to 
know  that  there  are  certain  college  insti- 
tutions that  serve  no  obvious  purpose. 
The  mock  bamboo  plastic  curtains  that  pass  for  your 
closet  doors  are  one.  Your  undergraduate  adviser  is  an- 
other. But  the  ultimate  in  collegiate  vestigial  organs  has  to 
be  the  university  security  officer,  or  college  cop.  It's  not 
that  college  cops  are  loafers  or  slackers  who  don't  do 
their  jobs  properly;  it's  that  no  one  can  figure  out  exactly 
what  they're  supposed  to  do. 

They  have  cars  towed  away  —  that  we  know.  But  that 
job  consists  mainly  of  hiring  the  man  with  the  hook  truck 
and  pointing.  They  apprehend  criminals  every  now  and 
then,  usually  when  the  criminal  is  not  cognizant  of  his 
crime,  his  name,  or  his  nationality.  But  the  most  they  can 
do  even  then  is  turn  the  offender  over  to  the  "proper 
authorities"  for  prosecution  and  incarceration. 

Aside  from  that,  they  don't  prevent  most  campus 
crime  —  the  propelling  of  lightbulbs  out  of  sixth-floor 
windows,  the  disassembly  of  a  Chevy  Suburban  and  its 
reassembly  in  the  alumni  hospitality  room,  the  assault  on 
the  parietal  house  —  things  like  that.  All  university  securi- 
ty can  do  is  look  at  the  broken  glass  or  two-ton  auto- 
mobile and  solemnly  nod. 

Now,  it  might  seem  logical  for  university  security  to 
question  students  about  those  incidents.  However,  logic 
fails  once  more.  As  a  rule,  university  security  tries  to  stay 
away  from  students  as  much  as  possible,  especially  when 
there's  a  need  for  questioning,  since  students  never  tell 
anyway.  That  pleases  both  sides  immensely.  The  appear- 
ance of  most  university  security  forces  is  not  known  to 
instill  fear  in  the  hearts  of  criminals.  Take  a  look  at  the 
security  force  at  your  typical  university.  Said  "force" 
usually  consists  of  an  ex-county  sheriff  with  the  full  com- 
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plement  of  drawls,  twitches,  squints,  reflexive  doughnut- 
dunking  tendencies,  and  12-guage  shotgun;  a  geriatric 
pistol-packer  with  a  Pinkerton  mustache  and  the  light- 
ning-fast relflexes  of  an  arthritic,  blind  typist;  a  local  inge- 
nue weilding  a  pen  and  ticket  pad;  and  a  couple  of  keyed 
up,  SWAT-team  rejects  with  homicidal  tendencies  and 
friends  in  the  international  arms  business.  There  should 
be  more,  but  in  these  days  of  budget  cuts  and  fiscal 
restraint,  most  universities  don't  have  the  bucks  to  justify 
more  stereotypes. 

Your  first  meeting  with  university  security  will  come 
the  day  you  arrive  at  school,  when  you  double-park  your 
car  for  an  instant  to  dash  into  the  dormitory.  You  come 
out  to  find  your  overused  Sunbird  has  vanished  and  been 
replaced  by  a  MO  PARKING  sign  —  and  a  note  pasted 
together  out  of  magazine  headlines  ordering  you  to  bring 
any  remaining  family  members,  $3  in  pennies,  and  a 
platter  of  cold  fried  chicken  to  the  security  office  if  you 
ever  want  to  see  your  automobile  again.  As  you  have  just 
arrived  at  school  and  have  not  yet  developed  a  collegiate 
sense  of  humor,  you  are  aghast  at  this  turn  of  events,  so 
you  rush  right  down  to  the  campus  security  office  to 
straighten  things  out.  There  you  are  met  by  the  archety- 
pal secretary,  who  will  disavow  all  knowledge  of  anyone's 
actions,  including  her  own. 

Once  past  the  secretary,  you  are  met  by  the  pen-wield- 
ing ingenue,  who  explains  that  it's  policy  to  tow  away 
every  freshman's  car  on  the  first  day  of  class  so  that  the 
owner  can  get  to  know  his  or  her  university  security 
department.  She  goes  on  to  explain,  though,  that  they 
aren't  kidding  about  the  spare  family  members,  rolls  of 
pennies,  or  cold  fried  chicken. 

After  wrestling  your  car  from  their  grasp  —  incurring 
only  the  loss  of  two  drumsticks,  15  cents  in  small  change, 
and  your  second  cousin  from  Dubuque  —  you  vow  to 
avoid  university  security  for  the  rest  of  your  days,  no 
matter  what  it  takes.

John  R.  Moore  won  a  Fulbright  grant  to 
lecture  on  American  history  in  the  People's 
Republic  of  China.  Moore  was  a  UsL  Foun- 
dation Distinguished  Professor  and  former 
head  of  the  Department  of  History.  He  has 
received  an  unprecedented  seven  Fulbright 
Awards.  He  has  spent  two  years  in  Taiwan, 


two  years  in  Thailand  and  three  years  in 
China.  While  his  personal  award  total  ex- 
ceeded that  of  the  faculty  of  most  universi- 
ties, Moore  credited  his  success  to  the  inter- 
national vision  and  outreach  of  GsL's  ad- 
ministration, which  has  approved  and 
encouraged  his  efforts. 

The  Louisiana  University  Police  Associ- 
ation, which  represented  19  Louisiana  col- 
leges and  universities,  along  with  more  than  2 
250  Gniversity  Police  officers  picked  Sgt.  J 
James  D.  Ritter  of  the  University  Police  |

Some  of  Ritter's  contributions  have  been 
in  the  organization  of  briefing  sessions  for 
new  house  directors/ counselors;  working 
with  the  Parking  and  Transit  Office  in  estab- 
lishing a  functional  parking  plan  for  the  uni- 
versity; being  selected  as  a  training  officer 
for  new  incoming  officers;  giving  briefings 
to  first-time  freshman  in  the  areas  of  safety 
/security;  lecturing  to  various  departments 
and  classes  in  areas  of  security;  and  being 
one  of  the  safety/security  inspectors  for 
the  department.  One  of  the  highlights  of 
Ritter's  career  was  his  investigation  of  a 
theft  ring  involving  three  GsL  staff  mem- 
bers. This  investigation  resulted  in  three  ar- 
rests being  made  and  the  clearance  of  15-20 
cases  of  theft  resulting  in  thousands  of  dol- 
lars worth  of  stolen  items  returned. 

In  the  fall  Grant  and  Maisie  Molett  com- 
pleted the  payment  of  a  $16,000  CJsL  Foun- 
dation scholarship  endowment  and  present- 
ed the  first  scholarship  check  to  Idena 
Welch,  a  nursing  student  at  GsL. 

But  rather  than  stop  at  one  scholarship, 
the  Moletts  initiated  a  second  and  much 
larger  endowment:  a  $50,000  sum  which 
will  benefit  the  GsL  Honors  Program. 

Grant  Molett  was  neither  a  native  of  La- 
fayette, nor  a  graduate  of  GsL.  He  was  not 
the  president  or  owner  of  a  company  or  a 
business  but  said  Lafayette  was  their  adopt- 
ed home.  Maisie  Molett  was  a  native  of 


Abbeville  and  worked  as  a  eucharistic  lay 
minister  at  Lafayette  General  Hospital. 

In  addition  to  the  nursing  scholarship  in 
their  name,  the  Moletts  helped  initiate  a 
$100,000  endowment  for  nursing  scholar- 
ships from  the  Lafayette  General  Pink  La- 
dies. 

In  April,  1984,  Lafayette  oil  executive  Al- 
fred Lamson  raised  many  eyebrows  by  an- 
nouncing thuat  he  would  lead  a  five-year 
drive  to  create  an  endowment  of  $10  million 
within  the  GsL  Foundation.  No  one  had  ever 
raised  anything  close  to  that  sum  for  a  pub- 
licly funded  Louisiana  university. 

In  1984  the  combined  pledges  totalled 
$6.3  million,  and  more  than  half  of  these 
pledged  amounts  were  received.  GsL  Foun- 
dation monies  were  permanently  invested 
to  provide  annual  earnings  for  four  primary 
areas  of  educational  enrichment:  endowed 
chairs,  professorships,  scholarships  and 
faculty  development  grants. 

Gina  Rhodes  of  Crowley  was  one  of  six 
winners  from  a  field  of  700  entrants  in  a 
natioinwide  advertising  design  contest 
sponsored  by  Nissan  Motors.  She  won  a 
$300  cash  prize  and  her  full-page  ad,  head- 
lined "Feel  your  Pulsar  quicken"  was  re- 
printed in  "America",  a  travel  guide  circu- 
lated to  more  than  a  million  college  stu- 
dents in  the  Gnited  States.  Rhodes  was  a 
student  of  Dutch  Kepler,  an  associate  pro- 
fessor of  applied  arts.  The  Nissan  competi- 


tion rewards  creativity  in  advertising  design 
for  six  different  Nissan  vehicles.  The  entires 
were  first  screened  by  a  committee  of  the 
13-30  Corporation,  which  publishes  "Amer- 
ica", then  a  committee  headed  by  the  Nis- 
san director  of  advertising. 

The  American  Consulting  Engineers 
Council  awarded  a  1984  Scholar  of  the  Year 
honor  to  civil  engineering  student  Mark  Sa- 
voy. He  was  selected  as  the  top  student  in 
the  nation  from  67  national  finalists.  While 
a  senior  Savoy  maintained  a  3.84  GPA  while 
working  as  a  draftsman  and  engineering  as- 
sistant for  a  Lafayette  consulting  engineer- 
ing firm.  Savoy  received  a  $5,000  award 
from  ACEC.  After  his  ACEC  award,  he  won 
a  second  nationally  competitive  prize,  a 
$2,500  scholarship  from  the  Southern  As- 
sociation of  Steel  Fabricators. 

Michael  Solari  won  the  1984  Reynolds 
Aluminum  Prize  for  his  design,  "Alumna- 
cosm,  A  Prototype  Townhome."  Reynolds 
sponsored  the  competition  annually  to  test 
student  creativity  in  an  architectural  design 
making  extensive  use  of  aluminum.  Solari 
and  the  GsL  School  of  Art  and  Architecture 
shared  a  $5,000  award.  Several  GsL  stu- 
dents have  won  regional  awards  in  the 
Reynolds  competition  but  Solari  was  the 
first  national  winner  ■ 
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More  than  just  high  level  members  of  GsL's  bureaucracy, 


During  the  ten  years  Dr.  Ray  Auth- 
ement  has  been  president  of  GsL, 
he  has  seen  the  university  pro- 
gress from  a  small  regional 
school  to  a  nationally  recognized  institute 
of  higher  learning.  Born  in  the  small  town  of 
Chauvin,  Louisiana,  Authement  attended 
Terrebonne  High  School  in  Houma,  Louisi- 
ana. He  received  his  B.S.  in  math  and  phys- 
ics from  GsL.  Then  he  received  his  masters 
math  with  a  physics  minor. 

During  the  course  of  his  administration 
the  university  has  grown  drastically  in  en 
rollment.  GsL  has  developed  a  Ph.  D.  pro 
gram  in  computer  science  that  was  nation 
ally  recognized  and  enhanced  its  Ph.  D.  pro 
grams  in  math,  biology  and  statistics 
Authement  raised  faculty  salaries  to  a  level 
comparable  with  the  rest  of  the  nation,  and 
GsL  was  placed  in  Division  I  athletics. 

One  of  Authement's  goals  was  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  major  research  center  in  com- 
puter science  and  engineering.  Because  of 
agreements  with  such  companies  as  Gener- 
al Electric,  to  update  technology  they  give 
to  GsL,  graduates  would  have  an  edge  in 
the  job  market.  Another  of  Authement's 


goals  was  the  GsL-GL  name  change,  some- 
thing that  was  to  be  decided  in  the  early 
part  of  1985. 

"The  most  pleasing  part  of  my  job,"  said 
Authement,  "is  working  with  young  people 
...  to  see  their  ability,  and  to  see  them  have 
an  impact  on  the  lives  of  people." 

Raymond  Blanco,  vice  president  of  stu- 
dent welfare,  said  he  enoys  working  with 
young  people  so  much  because  of  their 
honesty  and  openness. 

"I  believe  I  have  a  special  gift  to  reach 
down  to  a  kid  and  get  him  on  the  track," 
said  Blanco,  the  father  of  six  children. 
Blanco  has  seen  and  participated  in  the 
growth  of  GsL  and  has  always  thought  the 
university  could  be  "something  great." 

Blanco  tried  to  achieve  great  things  with 
limited  resources.  He  believed  his  Student 
Affairs  staff  helped  him  greatly  in  the  en- 
deavor because  they  were  "better  than  any- 
thing in  the  business  world."  The  close-knit 
atmosphere  of  Blanco's  staff  was  a  large 
part  of  the  success  of  his  department.  One 
of  Blanco's  goals  was  personlized  attention 
—  "no  one  was  just  a  number."  Due  in  part 
to  increasing  administrative  concerns, 


Blanco's  biggest  complaint  was  his  loss  of 
contract  with  students. 

Blanco,  however  was  still  actively  in- 
volved with  the  community.  He  served  on 
Fatima's  Parish  Council  and  worked  with 
AIDE  house,  a  substance  abuse  treatment 
halfway  house. 

Dr.  James  Caillier  served  as  vice  presi- 
dent for  administrative  affairs.  The  appoint- 
ment came  in  the  summer  of  1984  after  a 
long  career  at  GsL.  He  began  this  career  by 
receiving  his  B.S.  from  GsL  and  his  Ed.  D. 
from  LSG.  He  then  won  a  grant  from  the 
National  Science  Foundation  to  study  for 
his  M.S.  in  chemistry  at  Southern  Gniversi- 
ty.  After  teaching  chemistry  and  physics 
for  several  years,  he  became  the  director  of 
Special  Services  in  1970.  Then  he  received 
the  position  of  director  of  the  Freshmen  Di- 
vision, which  under  Caillier  changed  its 
name  to  Junior  Division  in  1979.  He  was 
responsible  for  the  creation  of  a  meaningful 
structure  for  the  Junior  Division,  one  which 
had  a  major  impact  on  the  structures  of 
other  junior  divisions  in  Louisiana  universi- 
ties. The  Junior  Division  began  separating 
students  into  three  separate  categories: 
average,  honors  and  remedial.  In  1980,  Cail- 
lier "invented"  the  College  of  General  Stud- 
ies and  became  its  dean.  The  B.S.  in  Gener 
al  Studies  started  at  GsL  and  has  become 
a  model  for  universities  in  the  state. 

Caillier  was  named  to  the  Edwin  Edwards 
transition  team  upon  Governor  Edwards'  re- 
election in  1983.  Caillier  served  on  the 
board  of  directors  of  the  Lafayette  Chamber 
of  Commerce  and  was  a  vice  president  of 
both  the  area  Gnited  Givers  fund  and  the 
Lafayette  Harbor,  Terminal  and  Industrial 
Board.  He  was  also  A  Cajundome  cojnmis- 
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sioner,  a  member  of  the  board  of  directors  of 
the  Fine  Arts  Foundation  and  the  Down- 
town Development  District. 

"I  enjoy  my  association  with  people,  es- 
pecially students,"  commented  Caillier.  "I 
want  to  guide  and  help  students  realize  their 
potential." 

Dr.  Sammie  Cosper  was  vice  president 
of  academic  affairs,  a  position  he  has  held 
for  16  years.  Cosper  was  born  in  east  Texas, 
raised  in  Ville  Platte  and  graduated  from 
high  school  in  Eunice.  He  served  in  the 
Navy  four  years  as  an  electrical  technician, 
during  which  time  he  married.  Part  of  the 
last  graduating  class  of  SLI  he  graduated 
with  a  4.0  GPA  with  a  major  in  physics  and 
a  minor  in  math.  He  received  his  Ph.  D.  in 
physics  from  Purdue  and  went  to  Berkley 
for  post  doctoral  research  at  the  Lawrence 
Radiation  Laboratory  in  1965.  During 
Cosper 's  two  years  there  he  helped  design  a 
new  cyclotron,  published  15  papers  and 
was  instrumental  on  a  team  that  discovered 
four  new  isotopes. 

"I  had  always  thought  I  would  come  back 
here  some  day,"  Cosper  said.  And  he  did  in 
1967  as  an  associate  professor  and  head  of 
the  physics  department.  In  this  department 
he  revitalized  things.  He  was  tapped  in  1971 
to  become  dean  of  the  College  of  Liberal 
Arts,  as  it  was  then  known. 

When  he  was  appointed  to  his  present 
position  as  vice  president  in  1973,  he  was  a 
strong  critic  of  the  administration.  The  goal 
of  the  first  part  of  his  administration  was  to 
"bring  the  university  into  the  20th  cen- 
tury." This  involved  writing  down  things 
that  were  taken  for  granted,  such  as  the 
faculty  handbook  and  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions of  the  university.  Then  a  merit  system 
for  teachers  and  a  teacher  evaluation  sys- 


tern  were  instituted  that  many  other  sys- 
tems in  the  state  were  modeled  after.  He 
split  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts  into  its 
smaller  colleges.  Then  his  attentions  turned 
elsewhere:  12  new  undergraduate  programs 
have  been  added  in  the  past  ten  years  and 
an  emphasis  on  graduate  programs,  com- 
puter science  in  particular. 

The  GsL  computer  science  program  was 
nationally  recognized  and  Cosper  wanted  to 
continue  to  build  on  that  to  add  to  the  Uni- 
versity's national  reputation. 

"I  feel  my  job  is  most  rewarding  twice  a 
year  at  commencement,  seeing  the  gradu- 
ates begin  their  new  lives,"  said  Cosper. 

Perhaps  one  of  the  most  important  de- 
partments at  GsL  was  that  of  Business  Af- 
fairs. Ovey  Hargrave,  Jr.,  a  native  of  Ka- 
plan, Louisiana  was  vice  president  of  this 
department.  Hargrave  was  a  quiet,  thought- 
ful man  who  was  willing  to  make  time  for 
curious  students  and  explain  the  "myster- 
ies" of  Business  Affairs. 

There  were  many  duties  of  Business  Af- 
fairs. They  included  accounting,  budget 
control,  purchasing,  managing  the  Universi- 
ty Bookstore,  dormitories  and  the  financial 


aspects  of  the  Student  Union  building. 

Hargrave's  ties  to  GsL  began  when  he 
was  a  student  here.  He  graduated  in  1959, 
and  in  1961  began  a  career  as  an  accoun- 
tant at  GsL.  He  has  held  the  positions  of 
assistant  auditor,  auditor,  and  business 
manager.  In  1979  he  was  appointed  to  his 
present  position  as  vice  president  of  busi- 
ness affairs.  He  has  held  this  position  dur- 
ing the  administration  of  three  different  uni- 
versity presidents. 

Hargrave  enjoyed  his  position  because  he 
feels  that  the  finances  which  his  depart- 
ment handle  cross  every  area  of  the  Gniver- 
sity. 

Hargrave  was  a  member  of  several  pro- 
fessional organizations:  the  National  Asso- 
ciation of  College  and  Gniversity  Business 
Officers  (NACGBO),  the  Southern  Associ- 
ation of  CGBO  and  the  National  Association 
of  College  and  Auxiliary  Services.  He 
served  on  the  Gniversity  Planning  Commit- 
tee and  the  Athletic  Committee  in  addition 
to  being  a  member  of  the  Gniversity  Coun- 
cil ■

The  Student  Welfare  staff  were  people  in- 
volved with  students'  needs.  The  staff  was 
organized  into  eleven  different  areas  under 
the  management  of  Dean  Raymond  Blanco. 

The  Department  of  Student  Personnel  for- 
mulated policies  and  made  recommenda- 
tions concerning  student  welfare.  The  depart- 
ment tried  to  follow  the  philosophy  that  each 
student  was  an  individual  and  to  meet  those 
needs.  The  department  initiated  and  imple- 
mented disciplinary  procedures  in  accor- 
dance with  the  Code  of  Student  Conduct. 
Dormitory  policies  and  programs  and  admin- 
istration of  the  student  counselors  programs 
in  dorms  was  another  responsibility  of  the 
program. 

The  International  Student  Office  aided 
students  and  faculty  who  were  not  American 
born  citizens.  This  year  the  host  family  pro- 
gram and  coffee  hour  program  were  expand- 
ed. In  addition,  two  new  programs  were  be- 
gun. One  was  a  support  group  for  the  wives 
of  international  students,  and  the  other  was 
Friendship  International,  a  group  to  assist  in- 
ternational students  in  their  orientation  to 
Americi-M  customs  with  the  help  of  people  in 
their  age  groups.  The  office  also  provided 
legal  and  financial  advice  and  personal  coun- 
seling. 

All  financial  aid  programs,  except  for  aca- 
demic scholarships,  were  administered  by 
the  Student  Financial  Aid  office.  This  office 
provided  assistance  to  those  students  who 
would  have  been  unable  to  attend  college 
without  such  benefits.  Aid  included  federal

and  state  loans,  nursing  students  loans,  col- 
lege work-study  programs,  federal  grants  and 
veteran  assistance  programs.  In  February  of 
1984  the  CIsL  Scholarship  Office  was  created 
to  consolidate  all  scholarship  programs  un- 
der one  roof.  There  were  scholarships  avail- 
able to  freshmen  only,  such  as  the  freshman 
academic  excellence  awards,  while  others 
were  available  to  students  in  specific  majors. 

The  (JsL  Union  consisted  of  more  than  just 
the  building  located  on  McKinley  Street.  It 
was  also  Guillory  Hall,  which  housed  a  bowl- 
ing alley  and  video  games;  Olivier  Hall,  which 
contained  the  Counseling  and  Testing  Center, 
Free-Time  Activities  and  the  weight  room; 
Coronna  Hall,  which  housed  the  student  at- 
torney, the  Union  Craftshop,  student  organi- 
zation offices  (like  SGA  and  L'Acadien).  In  the 
Onion  building  itself  there  were  meeting 
rooms,  a  cafeteria,  a  snack  bar  (Groucho's), 
the  (JsL  Bookstore,  Gumbo  CI  and  Union  Pro- 
gram Council  offices  and  an  art  gallery. 

The  Counseling  and  Testing  Center,  lo- 
cated on  the  second  floor  of  Olivier  Hall, 
offered  personal  counseling  by  a  staff  of  pro- 
fessional counselors.  The  services  included 
assistance  for  students  with  social  and  emo- 
tional concerns,  psychological  testing,  test-

ing  for  admission  to  graduate  and  other  pro 
fessional  schools,  the  National  Teacher 
Exam  and  the  American  College  Test. 

The  University  Medical  Center  provided 
student  health  services  and  the  direction  of 
a  physician  and  a  staff  of  registered  nurses. 
Students  who  lived  on  campus  or  paid  a 
$14  fee,  could  consult  the  doctor  from  9:00- 
2:30  Monday  through  Thursday  and  9:00- 
12:00  on  Friday  for  medical  problems.  In 
addition  there  was  a  16  bed  facility  for  stu- 
dents who  needed  overnight  supervision. 

The  Free-Time  Activities  Department 
provided  a  program  of  recreational  sports 
activities  for  students,  staff  and  faculty.  To 
satisfy  these  needs  the  department  was  di- 
vided into  three  areas:  intramurals  (men, 
women  and  co-recreational),  club  sports 
and  open  recreation.  Free  equipment  for 
sports  like  volleyball,  football,  canoeing, 
etc.,  was  also  available,  in  addition  to  the 
use  of  E.K.  Long  and  McLaurin  gyms  and 
the  weight  room. 

Student  Housing  supervised  16  resi- 
dence halls  for  students.  All  full-time  fresh- 
men and  sophomores  were  required  to  live 
in  the  dorms.  Student  housing  also  operat- 
ed 190  married  students  apartments.  The 
wooden  apartments  were  $120  for  a  one 
bedroom,  $125  for  a  two  bedroom,  and 
$130  for  three  bedroom.  In  brick  apart- 
ments one  bedrooms  were  $180  and  two 
bedrooms  $190.  Cajun  Village  apartments, 
which  were  unfurnished  were  priced  at 
$230  for  a  two  bedroom  unit.  There  was  at

least  a  three  year  waiting  list  for  these 
apartments. 

The  primary  purposes  of  the  University 
Police  Department  was  to  protect  life  and 
property  of  UsL  students,  faculty  and  staff. 
GP  provided  on-campus  emergency  ser- 
vice, a  lost  and  found  service,  and  reports 
on  accidents.  They  were  also  found  giving 
parking  tickets,  immobilizing  vehicles  and 
providing  security  at  parties  and  athletic 
events.  In  1984,  300,000  parking  tickets 
were  issued,  2,000  vehicles  immobilized, 
300  towed  and  1,100  banned  from  campus. 
GP  operated  24  hours  a  day,  seven  days  a 
week,  with  a  full-time  staff  of  15  and  a  stu- 
dent staff  of  34. 

The  GsL  Transit  System  provided  buses 
to  transport  students  to  campus  from  the 
Cajun  Field  parking  lot.  Prime  parking 
zones  on  campus  cost  $30;  non-prime 
zones,  off -campus  lots,  were  $12.50;  the 
dormitory  zone,  reserved  to  dorm  residents, 
was  $30.  Night  stickers  were  $10. 

The  GsL  SGA  Child  Development  Cen- 
ter, located  on  Girard  Park  Drive,  was  fund- 
ed by  the  university  and  the  Student  Gov- 
ernment Association.  The  center  was  open 
to  the  children  (age  six  weeks  to  six  years) 
of  the  students,  faculty  and  staff.  It  was 
staffed  by  eight  full-time  and  five  part-time 
teachers,  and  operated  five  days  a  week. 
Students  enrolled  in  education  and  speech 
used  the  center  as  an  observation  and  train- 
ing facility  ■

What  did  students  over  25,  business 
meetings,  job  placement  services  and 
multi-media  have  in  common  with  each  oth- 
er? They  were  all  under  the  administration 
of  the  vice  president  of  University  Rela- 
tions. Dr.  Jack  Testerman  was  the  vice 
president  of  this  department  until  his  retire- 
ment during  the  summer. 

The  office  of  Community  Services  was 
composed  of  the  University  College,  the 
Continuing  Education  Program,  the 
DOORS  program  and  High  School  Rela- 
tions. University  College  was  responsible 
for  organizing  evening  courses  for  students 
unable  to  attend  classes  during  the  day  and 
also  for  off-campus  classes  such  as  snow 
skiing  and  scuba  diving.  The  DOORS  pro- 
gram, Diversified  Opportunities  for  Older 
and  Returning  Students,  sought  to  advise 
students  over  25  in  registration  procedures, 
class  selection,  financial  assistance  and  ca- 
reer goals.  The  office  of  High  School  Rela- 
tions was  in  charge  of  recruiting  students 
from  high  schools.  It  provided  information 
and  visitation  programs  to  Louisiana  high 
schools.  Non-academic  courses  were  of- 
fered by  the  Continuing  Education  Pro- 
gram in  the  form  of  short  courses,  semi- 
nars, workshops  and  special  training  pro- 
grams. 

The  UsL  Alumni  Conference  Center  pro- 
vided the  surrounding  community  with  ac- 
commodations for  business  groups  and  cor- 
porations holding  seminars,  short  courses, 
workshops  and  meetings.  The  Health  Train- 
ing Service,  the  Petroleum  Training  Service 
and  the  Environmental  Training  Service 
were  combined  into  the  Energy  and  Envi- 
ronmental Training  Service.  This  depart- 
ment was  responsible  for  developing  train-  I 
ing  programs  for  professionals,  technical  « 
and  operational  personnel  in  the  energy  and  3 
environmental  area.  All  of  the  short  courses 


served  to  keep  the  students  up-to-date  in 
their  chosen  field.  The  Business  and  Indus- 
try Training  Service  (BITS)  was  responsible 
for  developing  better  relations  with  the  busi- 
ness community.  Short  courses  were  of- 
fered in  areas  such  as  home  energy  conser- 


vation. In  addition  to  sponsoring  and  orga- 
nizing many  short  courses  and  training 
programs  the  Conference  Center  housed 
many  UsL  athletes  and  the  swimming  pool. 

The  UsL  Placement  Office  provided  job 
information  to  students.  Career  interviews 
were  arranged  for  graduating  seniors  and 
also  juniors  and  sophomores  seeking  sum- 
Hamming  it  up  on  the  way  back  from  the  NIT 
Tournament  in  New  York  are  Roxanne  Jeffers, 
Frank  Valo,  Luke  Piontek,  Jacky  Bordelon,  Elliot 
Thomas,  Oscar  the  Bear  and  Barbie  Butler.  The 
Alumni  Association,  paid  the  train  fare  and  acco- 
modations for  60  fans  to  travel  to  the  NIT  Tour- 
nament. 

An  instructor  for  the  scuba  diving  classes  floats 
in  the  pool  at  the  Conference  Center  as  he  makes 
a  point  on  the  basics  of  scuba  to  his  class.  Scuba 
diving  is  one  of  the  "off-campus"  classes  offered 
through  University  College. 
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mer  employment.  Schedules  of  major  com- 
panies' on-campus  interviews  were  printed 
in  the  Vermilion  and  posted  on  campus  bul- 
letin boards.  The  office  also  stocked  numer- 
ous company  publications  and  provided 
tips  on  resume  writing. 

The  University  News  Services  kept  all 
media  aware  of  campus  events  and  faculty 
and  student  achievements.  Its  job  included 
preparing  press  releases  for  area  and  state 
papers,  radio  stations  and  television  sta- 
tions. News  Services,  on  many  occasions, 
provided  advice,  background  information 
and  last  minute  photo  printing  to  editors  on 


L'Acadien  staff. 

The  UsL  Foundation  was  a  non-profit  or- 
ganization which  raised  money  for  the  uni- 
versity. Money  for  student  scholarships, 
professorships  and  faculty  development 
was  raised  in  several  ways.  One  way  was  a 
$10  million  endowment  fund  drive  begun  in 
1981  by  Alfred  Lamson.  By  1984,  $6.6  mil- 
lion had  been  raised.  This  money  was  don- 
ated by  oil  companies,  local  businesses,  na- 
tional businesses  and  individuals  such  as 
Atlantic  Richfield,  Chevron,  Chart  House, 
American  and  Guaranty  Banks,  Alfred  and 
Helen  Lamson  and  George  and  Veronica  Ro- 


drigue.  A  large  number  of  the  student  schol- 
arships were  funded  by  money  from  the 
Foundation.  A  deferred  gift  program  was 
begun  with  the  help  of  local  insurance  com- 
panies. A  life  insurance  company  policy 
could  be  taken  out  naming  UsL  or  the  Foun- 
dation as  a  beneficiary.  These  policies  were 
at  least  $25,000  but  were  usually  in  the 
range  of  $50,000.  This  method  of  endow- 
ment allowed  individuals  without  large 
sums  of  cash  to  contribute  to  UsL. 

A  top  priority  for  the  Alumni  Associ- 
ation was  increased  membership  in  the  as- 
sociation. The  dues  from  this  increased 
_  membership  were  used  to  supple- 
ment various  university  projects  as 
well  as  provide  funds  for  the  individ- 
ual colleges.  Another  endeavor  in 
1984  was  a  complete  information  up- 
date on  all  graduates  of  the  universi- 
ty. The  Alumni  Association  strongly 
supported  the  UsL-CJL  name  change 
and  planned  to  continue  to  serve  as  a 
public  voice  on  issues  which  the  uni- 
versity should  remain  technically  (le- 
gally) mute.  Academic  sholarships 
were  established  for  use  by  students 
and  caravans  and  organized  trips 
were  arranged  for  promoting  athletic 
events  ■

All  the  undergraduate  colleges,  the 
Graduate  School,  University  College 
and  their  support  areas  were  under 
the  direction  of  the  vice  president  of 
academic  affairs,  Dr.  Sammie  Cosper. 

The  Office  of  Academic  Planning 
and  Faculty  Development  was  re- 
sponsible for  the  planning  and  evalua- 
tion of  ClsL's  academic  programs  with 
the  assistance  of  the  academic  deans. 
This  office  was  also  responsible  for 
establishing  and  administering  pro- 
grams for  faculty  improvement  and 
development.  The  University  Bulle- 
tin, which  listed  all  the  majors'  #cur- 
riculums  and  the  broad  outline  of  the 
operation  of  the  University  was  as- 
sembled and  edited  by  the  office. 

The  Admissions  Office  was  re- 
sponsible for  the  admission  of  all  stu- 
dents. This  office  worked  closely  with 
the  office  of  the  Registrar.  The  Regis- 
trar conducted  registration  activities 
and  also  maintained  current  and  per- 
manent academic  records  on  all  stu- 
dents. The  records  of  all  students  who 
have  attended  UsL  since  it  first  began 
are  kept  in  permanent  storage. 

The  Center  for  Louisiana  Studies 

was  created  in  1973  to  collect,  re- 
search and  interpret  facets  of  Louisi- 
ana's history  and  culture.  In  October  a 
group  from  the  Center  attended  a 
symposium  in  St.  Genevieve,  Missou- 
ri to  discuss  Louisiana's  French  cul- 
ture. An  entire  menu  of  Acadian  spe- 
cialities and  delicacies  were  present- 
ed in  addition  to  several  lectures.  The 
Center  also  published  three  major 
journals  including  "Louisiana  Histo- 
ry" and  "Attakapas  Gazette."  It  also 


Horticulture  and  agriculture  students 
gain  practical  experience  working  with 
the  plants  in  the  Ira  S.  Nelson  Horticul- 
ture Center.

maintained  the  Louisiana  Colonial  Re- 
cords Collection  and  the  Women  in 
Louisiana  Collection. 

In  addition  to  almost  500,000  vol- 
umes, Dupre  Library  contained  sever- 
al special  collections.  The  Jefferson 
Caffery  Louisiana  Room  contained 
over  19,000  volumes.  It  housed 
memorabilia  of  Ambassador  Jeferson 
Caffery  and  materials  dealing  with 
Southwest  Louisiana,  past  and  pre- 
sent, and  especially  those  materials

dealing  with  Acadiana.  The  Southwestern 
Archives  contained  records  and  papers  of 
(JsL's  past  presidents,  papers  from  an  am- 
bassador, a  congressman  and  a  Louisiana 
governor.  The  rice,  petroleum  and  sugar  ar- 
chives were  also  kept  there.  Microfilm 
copies  of  original  documents  from  the  na- 
tional archives  of  France,  Great  Britian  and 
Spain  dealing  with  the  development  of  Lou- 
isiana from  1605  to  1805  were  housed  in  the

Louisiana  Colonial  Records  room. 

The  Special  Collections  Room  contained 
rare  books  printed  before  the  end  of  the 
Civil  War  and  collections  of  French  works 
dating  from  the  Napoleonic  and  post-Napo- 
leonic period. 

One  more  area  housed  valuable  books. 
This  was  the  Ira  S.  Nelson  Ornamental 
Horticulture  Center,  located  about  one  mile 
from  campus.  The  Center  had  one  of  the 
finest  collections  of  books  on  ornamentals 
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South  as  well  as  books  on  medical  botany 
and  a  herbarium  of  some  14,000  plant 
specimens. 

The  Business  Affairs  Department  of 

(JsL,  under  the  direction  of  Ovey  Hargrave, 
Jr.,  Vice  president  of  business  affairs,  as- 
sisted the  university  in  achieving  its  educa- 
tional goals  while  maintaining  "fiscal  integ- 
rity and  economy."  Each  year  the  vice 
president  submitted  two  budgets  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees.  One  budget  was  a  Legis- 
lative Budget  Request.  It  was  based  on  a 
"student-credit  hour"  formula  and  was 
used  in  determining  how  much  money 
should  be  set  aside  for  specific  use  of  the 
ensuing  fiscal  year.  The  second  budget  was 
an  operating  budget  which  outlined  expen- 
ditures for  the  upcoming  fiscal  year  such  as 
travel  money  for  faculty,  supplies  and  self- 
generating  revenues. 

Everything  from  "pencils  to  frogs  to  elec- 
tron microscopes"  was  purchased  through 
the  Business  Office.  The  Cashiering  Office 
collected  all  money  paid  to  the  University 
including  student  fees.  Students  could  even 
deposit  personal  funds  in  the  business  of- 
fice and  then  withdraw  them  as  needed. 

The  University  Bookstore  was  located  in 
the  Student  Gnion  and  here  students  could 
purchase  textbooks  as  well  as  items  rang- 
ing from  granola  bars  to  calculators.  Profits 
made  from  purchases  at  the  bookstore  were 
used  to  pay  the  debt  for  the  building  of  the 
Student  Gnion.  The  money  was  also  used  in 
the  repair  of  dormitories  as  well  as  the 
Gnion  itself. 

The  (I.S.  Postal  Service  Contract  Sta- 
tion, located  in  Bittle  Hall,  was  staffed  by 
seven  full  time  employees  and  several  stu- 
dent aids.  The  rental  fees,  $16  a  year,  were 
set  by  GsL. 

The  vice  president's  office  also  coordinated 
financial  affairs  for  "auxiliary  enterprises" 
such  as  dormitories,  married  housing,  vend- 
ing operations  and  food  services.  ■

The  vice  president  of  administrative  af- 
fairs, Dr.  James  Caillier,  oversaw  the  non- 
teaching  related  areas  of  the  university 
such  as  computer  services,  research  and 
the  new  "GSRI"  facility. 

GsL  acquired  the  Gulf  South  Research 
Institute  (GSRI)  in  August,  1984.  It  was  lo- 
cated on  seventy  acres  adjacent  to  the  New 
Iberia  Regional  Airport.  GSRI  was  unable  to 
financially  maintain  the  facility  after  eleven 
years  and  returned  it  to  Louisiana.  After 
some  trading  back  and  forth,  GsL  acquired 
it.  Along  with  the  actual  property,  GSRI 
transferred  to  GsL  some  $1.2  million  in  re- 
search contracts.  Approximately  60  per- 
cent of  these  were  with  the  federal  govern- 
ment and  40  percent  with  private  (mostly 
drug)  companies.  All  of  the  contracts  were 
with  the  Primate  Center,  the  only  research 
facility  then  in  operation  at  the  New  Iberia 
site.  The  Primate  Center,  directed  by  Dr. 
William  Greer,  was  engaged  in  breeder  pro- 
duction of  primates  (laws  now  prohibit  the 
export  of  these  animals  from  their  native 
habitats)  and  in  research  on  the  care  of  pri- 
mates in  captivity.  The  Center,  a  private 
facility  not  open  to  the  public,  employed 
thirty-five  people  and  was  self-supporting. 
GsL  had  not  yet  determined  definitely  its 
plans  for  the  facility,  though  it  planned  to 
continue  the  public-health-related  work 
mandated  by  the  federal  government 
through  1998.  Research  proposals  included 
agricultural,  chemical,  biological  and  can- 
cer research. 

The  Office  of  Computing  and  Informa- 
tion Services  coordinated  the  technically 
related  areas  of  the  Gniversity.  One  such 
area  was  the  Computing  Center.  The  Cen- 
ter, located  in  Stephens  Hall,  had  a  Hon- 
eywell 60/80  Multics  Computer  System 
with  three  processing  units.  The  system  in- 
cluded a  main  memory  capacity  of  12  mil- 
lion bytes,  over  two  billion  characters  of 


disc  storage  space,  four  tape  drives,  three 
high  speed  printers  and  approximately  180 
terminals.  An  extensive  application  library 
was  available  containing  computer  pro- 
grams for  solving  problems  in  areas  ranging 
from  accounting  to  sociology. 

Another  technical  area  was  the  Electron 
Microscopy  Center,  which  was  a  multidisci- 
plinary  laboratory  for  research  and  instruc- 
tion in  modern  electron  microscopy.  The 
EM  Center  housed  transmission  and  scan- 
ning electron  microscopes,  analytical 
equipment,  ancillary  equipment  and  dark- 
room facilities. 


Overhead  projectors,  movie  projectors, 
tape  recorders  and  slide  projectors  were 
available  for  classroom  use  through  the 
Gniversity  Media  Center.  Materials  such  as 
transparencies  laminations  and  audio  tape 
duplication  were  prepared  by  the,  staff.  The 
Media  Center  provided  photo  duplication 
services  to  L'Acadien  on  many  occasions. 

The  Regional  Film  Library  had  an  inven- 
tory of  5000  16mm  films  which  were  avail- 
able to  the  faculty  and  staff.  In  addition  the 
Film  Library  served  500  schools  in  a  six- 
teen parish  area. 

The  Office  of  Information  Services  (OIS) 
functioned  to  coordinate,  design,  install  and 
maintain  institution-wide  administrative 
data  systems  at  the  proposal  stage,  in  de- 
velopment phases  and  in  production.  OIS 
also  reviewed  and  processed  all  administra- 
tive data  requirements.

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Printing  Services  was  an  oncampus  fa- 
cility providing  printing  and  duplicating  ser- 
vices. Many  of  the  flyers  and  programs  of 
Gnion  Program  Council,  and  other  organiza- 
tions, were  printed  there.  The  Vermilion 
also  used  the  Print  Shop  for  "paste  up". 

The  Office  of  Planning  and  Develop- 
ment was  responsible  for  coordinating  the 
planning  and  development  of  (JsL  facilities. 
The  Office  of  Research  and  Sponsored  Pro- 
grams promoted  educational  purposes  by 
encouraging  and  fostering  instruction,  re- 
search and  public  service.  All  proposals, 
grants,  contracts,  agreements  or  related 
programs  involving  employed  GsL  faculty 
or  staff  were  approved  through  this  office. 

The  Director  of  Engineering  Services 
served  as  the  campus  engineer.  The  direc- 
tor was  coordinator  of  capitol  improvement 
projects  on  campus,  maintaining  a  preven- 
tative maintenance  program  and  safety  offi- 
cer for  campus  operations. 

Physical  Plant  Maintenance  was  respon- 
sible for  custodial  services,  building  mainte- 
nance, grounds  maintenance,  heating,  elec- 
trical, plumbing  and  air-conditioning  sys- 
tems, the  motor  pool  and  the  warehouse. 

Blackham  Coliseum  provided  an  area  for 
graduation  exercises,  athletic  events  and  (JPC 
concerts.  It  was  also  leased  to  outside  organi- 
zations for  shows,  concerts  and  rodeos  ■

POWER  STRUGGLE 


To  take  politics  out  of  education  the 
new  Louisiana  Constitution  created  new 
management  boards  for  colleges  and  uni- 
versities in  1974.  In  1984,  two  of  those 
boards,  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the 
Board  of  Regents,  put  politics  back  into 
education.  (Into  CsL's  at  any  rate.)  On 
April  27,  the  Board  of  Trustees  voted 
17T  to  change  the  name  of  University  of 
Southwestern  Louisiana  to  University  of 
Louisiana.  This  sparked  an  open  power 
struggle  between  the  Trustees  and  the 
Regents.  The  Regents  first  action  was  to 
go  to  Baton  Rouge  District  Judge  Wil- 
liam H.  Brown  and  receive  a  temporary 
restraining  order  prohibiting  the  Board  of 
Trustees  and  (JsL  from  taking  actions 
and  spending  money  to  further  the  name 
change.  Two  Lafayette  district  judges,  at 
the  request  of  the  Alumni  Association, 
then  issued  orders  contradicting  Brown's 
order.  Several  weeks  later  after  a  six 
hour  hearing,  Brown  ruled  that  only  the 
legislative  had  the  authority  to  change 
the  name  of  a  university,  effectively  re- 
moving power  from  both  the  Trustees 
and  the  Regents.  The  Trustees  then  vot- 
ed to  appeal  Brown's  decision  and  at  the 
end  of  1984,  the  suit  had  not  yet  reached 
court. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  for  state  col- 


leges and  universities  began  its  official 
administration  on  May  1,  1975.  It  suc- 
ceeded the  Louisiana  State  Board  of  Edu- 
cation. 

The  Board  was  composed  of  18  mem- 
bers who  were  appointed  by  the  Gover- 
nor with  the  approval  of  the  Senate.  One 
of  the  members  was  a  student  who 
served  a  term  of  one  year.  All  other  mem- 
bers served  terms  of  six  years. 

The  Trustees  had  many  duties.  They 
included  determining  student  fees,  pur- 
chasing land  and  constructing  buildings 
to  be  used  by  the  schools  and  approving 
courses  of  study. 

In  addition  to  the  controversial  name 
change  issue,  the  Trustees  also  made 
several  other  decisions.  In  March,  a  tu- 
ition increase  of  $25  was  approved  for  all 
institutions  in  the  system.  Schools  had 
the  option  to  increase  tuition  an  addition- 
al $25.  GsL  chose  not  to  do  so.  In  April, 
state  subsidy  funding  of  athletics  was 
eliminated.  The  Trustees  also  revised  the 
policy  and  procedure  manual  allowing 
universities  a  little  more  autonomy. 

The  Board  of  Regents  was  also  cre- 

The  historic  Board  of  Trustees  name  change  meet 
ing.  The  meeting  was  attended  by  media,  faculty, 
students  and  concerned  citizens  of  Lafayette. 
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ated  by  the  Louisiana  Constitution  in 
1974.  The  Regents  replaced  the  Coordi- 
nating Council  for  Higher  Education. 

The  Regents  were  composed  of  17 
members  who  served  a  term  of  six  years 
and  one  student  member  who  served  a 
term  of  one  year. 

The  Board  was  a  coordinating  and  gov- 
erning body  of  institutions  of  higher  edu- 
cation. Among  their  duties  was  the  ap- 
proval of  new  degree  programs  and  the 
termination  of  old  degree  programs.  In 
1984,  an  associate  degree  program  in 
nursing  was  approved  for  (JsL. 

The  "Master  Plan  for  Higher  Educa- 
tion in  Louisiana"  was  authored  by  the 
Regents.  This  plan  outlined  eight  goals 
for  higher  education  institutions  and 
tried  to  guide  the  future  of  education. 

The  question  still  remains  as  to  wheth- 
er or  not  the  Board  of  Trustees  over- 
stepped its.  authority  in  granting  the 
name  change.  According  to  Student 
Government  Vice  President  Ronnie 
Owens,  the  chances  of  the  name  change 
issue  being  resolved  in  (JsL's  favor  were 
very  low.  He  said  he  felt  that  way  be- 
cause the  decision  would  be  made  in  the 
19th  Judiciary  Public  Court,  which  is  lo- 
cated in  Baton  Rouge.  Owens  thought 
this  was  detrimental  due  to  the  fact  that 
LSCJ  is  located  there,  and  LSCJ  seems  to 
be  favored  in  Baton  Rouge.  The  courts 
will  ultimately  decide  the  fate  of  Univer- 
sity of  Louisiana  and  consequently  who 
has  more  power  over  education,  the 
Trustees,  the  Regents  or  the  legislature  ■

he  College  of  Agri- 
culture and  Home 
Economics  this  year  saw 
growth  and  national  rec- 
ognition for  some  of  its  ac- 
complishments. The  col- 
lege had  an  enrollment  of 
570  students,  up  88  from 
the  year  before,  and  it  had 
a  faculty  of  29.  It  offered  a 
wide  range  of  majors, 
from  Horticulture-Busi- 
ness to  Agricultural  Engi- 
neering to  Dietetics.  The  college  prepared 
students  for  a  wide  variety  of  careers  in  all 
aspects  of  the  agriculture  and  home  eco- 
nomics industries. 

A  major  addition  to  the  college  occurred 
when  it  acquired  a  600-acre  farm  in  Cade. 
Experiments  and  research  were  done  in  the 
agricultural  areas  of  irrigation,  feeding,  and 
improvement  of  sanitary  conditions.  There 
were  also  studies  in  soil  conservation  and 
low  till  agriculture. 

The  Cade  Farm  also  contained  a  35-acre 
crawfish  pond  where  students  did  research 
into  better  methods  of  hatching.  UsL's  re- 
search into  more  efficient  crawfish  farming 
methods  won  national  recognition. 

The  College  of  Agriculture  worked  with 
the  GsL  Center  for  Greenhouse  Research 
where  they  tested  many  aspects  of  green- 
house production.  The  College  plans  to  con- 
tinue research  in  all  these  areas  ■

sL's  newest  col- 
lege is  the  College 
of  Art  and  Architecture. 
Headed  by  Dr.  Robert  G. 
Everding,  who  received 
his  PhD.  from  Stanford  in 
1974,  the  college  encom- 
passes many  areas  of  per- 
forming arts,  as  well  as 
the  applied  arts  and  archi- 
tecture. The  new  school 
had  an  enrollment  of  648, 
down  3  from  last  year,  and 

had  a  faculty  of  39. 

Already  the  college  has  left  its  mark  with 
a  number  of  accomplishments.  Students 
from  the  Department  of  Architecture  com- 
pleted two  projects  to  help  with  the  revital 
ization  of  downtown  Lafayette.  These  proj- 
ects included  a  plan  for  the  remodeling  of 
the  Southern  Pacific  Depot  into  a  museum 
and  park.  Elemore  Morgan,  Jr.,  an  associ- 
ate professor  of  fine  arts  exhibited  his  paint- 
ings at  the  Louisiana  World's  Fair.  Profes- 
sional dancer  Kelly  Michaels  Trausch 
joined  the  dance  faculty.  Better  known  un- 
der his  stage  name  of  Kelly  Michaels,  he 
performed  with  the  Pennsylvania  Dance 
Theatre  for  a  year  and  a  half  before  coming 
to  GsL. 

"I  think  the  College  of  Art  and  Architec- 
ture is  the  most  lively  of  any  of  the  colleges 
on  campus,"  said  Dean  Everding.  "It  always 
seems  that  we  have  something  going  on. 
We've  got  dancing  and  theatre.  It  seems 
every  night  we're  busy."

James 
Reiss  joined  the  School  of  Music  faculty  as 
assistant  band  director  and  director  of  per- 
cussion ensemble.  In  addition  to  Reiss,  the 
School  of  Music  named  three  new  members 
to  its  faculty:  Gary  Martenson,  head  of  the 
brass  department,  Dr.  Don  Hudson,  director 
of  choral  activities  a.'.d  Dr.  Herbert  A. 
Matthys,  Jr.,  woodwinds  coordinator  and 
assistant  professor  of  clarinet.  Two  new 
teachers  were  named  for  the  (JsL  Piano  Pre- 
paratory Program,  Carol  Boudreaux  and 
Francesca  Young.  Dr.  Peter  D.  Payne  was 
named  head  of  the  Communicative  Disor- 
ders Department  and  the  (JsL  Speech  and 
Hearing  Clinic.

he  College  of  Bio- 
logical, Math- 
ematical and  Physical 
Sciences,  headed  by 
Dean  David  Andrew,  re- 
ceived national  recogni- 
tion not  only  for  its  out- 
standing computer  sci- 
ence program,  but  for  the 
theories  of  two  faculty 
members.  The  college, 
with  an  enrollment  of 
1,822,  was  the  second- 
largest  on  campus,  even  though  that  num- 
ber was  111  students  lower  than  last  year. 
The  school  had  a  faculty  of  112. 

Two  (JsL  Physics  professors  made  New 
York  Times  headlines  when  they,  with  oth- 
er scientists  from  around  the  country,  came 
up  with  two  theories  about  the  reason  for 
the  extinction  of  the  dinosaurs.  Associate 
Professor  Dan  Whitmire  co-authored  the 
first  theory,  attributing  the  extinction  of  the 
dinosaurs  to  a  possible  companion  star  to 
our  sun  that  caused  comet  showers.  When 
flaws  were  found  with  that  theory,  Whit- 
mire, with  Dr.  John  Matese  theorized  that  a 
possible  tenth  planet,  a  "Planet  X"  caused 
these  comets  showers  which  impact  the 
Earth  every  26  billion  years.  Both  theories 
were  published  by  the  prestigious  science 
magazine,  "Nature." 

The  computer  science  program  made 
great  progress  this  year.  GsL  dedicated  the 
new  International  Microprogramming  Re- 
pository. Microprogramming  is  an  impor- 
tant subfield  of  computer  science  in  that  it 
is  the  basic  program  which  decides  how  a 
computer  will  behave.  There  were  comput- 
er expansions  into  two  areas:  a  second  gen- 
eral student  area  in  Stephens  Hall  with  120 
new  terminals  and  the  new  Microcomputer 
Instruction  Center.  Directed  by  James  R. 
Oliver,  the  Center  was  designed  for  instruc- 
tion and  had  24  Zenith  150  microcompu- 
ters ■

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he  largest  college 
on  campus  was  the 
College  of  Business  Admin- 
istration. Dr.  Rexford  C. 
Hauser  was  the  dean  of  the 
college.  The  school  had 
3,728  students,  a  5.3%  in- 
crease over  last  year  with  a 
faculty  of  75.  Students 
took  courses  that  applied 
directly  to  their  field  of  ma- 
jor in  such  areas  as  ac- 
counting, marketing  and 
management.  Dave  Manuel  and  Lou  Dixon, 
both  economics  teachers  at  GsL,  did  a  study 
on  the  financial  impact  of  GsL  on  the  city  of 
Lafayette.  The  study  revealed  an  impact  of 
$396  million  on  commerce  and  industry  in 
Lafayette. 

A  former  student  of  GsL  Professor  Bernard 
Bienvenu,  grateful  for  the  guidance  and  inspi- 
ration he  received  almost  20  years  ago,  initiat- 
ed an  annual  award  of  $500  in  Bienvenu's 
name. 

Lloyd  Montero,  Jr.,  believed  that  Bienvenu 
was  one  of  the  rare  individuals  who  personi- 
fied the  word  "educator."  He  stated  that  Bien- 
venu combined  a  superior  intellect  and  sense 
of  humor  to  make  his  classes  something  that 
students  enjoyed.  The  students  were  always 
prepared  for  Bienvenu's  class  because  they 
didn't  want  to  disappoint  a  teacher  who  had 
their  best  interests  at  heart. 

Bienvenu,  a  native  of  St.  Martinsville  and  a 
doctoral  graduate  of  Harvard  Business 
School,  was  a  GsL  Lether  Frazer  Honor  Pro- 
fessor of  Management  and  Administrative

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he  College  of  Edu- 
cation was  an- 
other part  of  GsL  which 
received  national  recogni- 
tion this  year.  Headed  by 
Dean  Robert  Alciatore, 
the  college  had  an  enroll- 
ment of  1636,  a  loss  of 
123  students  from  the 
year  before,  and  had  a  fac- 
ulty of  55.  The  school  of- 
fered programs  in  elemen- 
tary, secondary  and  spe- 
cial education. 
The  teacher-training  program  of  GsL.  was 
listed  among  the  top  eleven  in  the  nation. 
This  was  out  of  902  university  programs  by 
independent  researchers  surveying  the  pro- 
grams around  the  nation.  The  National 
Council  for  the  Accreditation  of  Teacher 
Education  cited  no  weaknesses  in  CJsL's 
program.  This  was  a  very  prestigious  honor 
because  rarely  does  a  university  receive 
such  a  flawless  report. 

A  new  RE.  building  was  under  construc- 
tion between  the  Athletic  Complex  and 
Blackham  Coliseum.  The  ultra-modern 
complex  should  be  completed  in  early 
1986.  The  new  facility  will  allow  for  rnore 
class  sections,  more  students  within  a  sec- 
tion and  a  wider  variety  of  course  offerings. 
The  Health  and  RE.  department  coordinat- 
ed the  Aerobic  Center  as  a  public  service. 
The  students  used  the  center  to  monitor 
the  progress  of  participants  in  order  to  help 
with  research. 

And,  on  a  sad  note,  CJsL's  trampoline 
coach  and  associate  professor  of  RE.,  Jeff 
Hennessy  retired.  Hennessy  coached  more 
world  and  (IS.  trampoline  title  holders  than 
any  other  coach  in  history,  and  with  him, 
GsL  had  a  lock  on  competitive  trampolin- 
ing.  Hennessy  was  the  recipient  of  the  Hon- 
orary Federation  of  International  Trampo- 
line Gold  Medal,  a  rarely  given  award  ■

this  year  was  the  College 
of  Engineering.  The  col- 
lege was  led  by  Dean 
James  W.  Reeves.  GsL 
was  one  of  the  leading  en- 
gineering universities  in 
the  United  States  due  to 
the  accomplishments  of 
this  college. 

GsL  received  $4.3  mil- 
lion worth  of  computer-aided  design  soft- 
wa'e  and  computer-aided  manufacturing 
software  almost  entirely  through  donations 
by  corporations.  Cincinnati  Milacron,  the 
world's  largest  manufacturer  of  computer 
numerically  controlled  machines,  made 
CIsL  its  showcase  for  new  equipment.  This 
included  an  industrial  robot  and  computer- 
controlled  metal-working  machines.  The 
company  also  promised  to  keep  the  GsL 
machines  state-of-the-art  by  sending  new 
software  and  hardware  programs.  General 
Electrical  Structuring  Dynamics  Research 
Corporation  donated  a  computer-aided  soft- 
ware package,  the  same  kind  used  by 
Boeing,  General  Motors  and  others.  GsL  will 
be  the  possessor  of  a  totally  automated 
computer-aided  engineering  concept. 

The  chemical  engineering  department 
embarked  on  a  year-long  project  to  study 
oilfield  corrosion  and  produce  software  ca- 
pable of  dealing  with  this  problem.  This  was 
being  funded  by  private  industry.  The  petro- 
leum engineering  department  received 
$110,000  from  the  Gulf  Research  and  De- 
velopment Corporation  to  perform  re- 
search in  many  aspects  of  petroleum  engi- 
neering. Dr.  Asadollah  Hayatdavoudi  had 
patented  and  was  working  on  several  inven- 
tions for  the  petroleum  engineering  depart- 
ment. These  included  the  Mud  Monster, 
which  keeps  a  mud  solution  from  settling 
on  the  bottom  of  an  experimental  tank. 
Hayatdavoudi  wanted  the  department  to 
become  self-supporting  through  grants  and 
research  ■

If  you  sat  in  the  Student  Govern- 
ment offices  for  30  minutes  you 
would  probably  be  amazed  at  the 
traffic  going  through  it.  But  sitting 
at  her  desk  during  one  of  the  calmer 
moments,  Ann  Voorhies  remained 
calm  and  unruffled.  Ann  has  been  co- 
ordinator of  SGA  for  four  years.  Her 
job  requires  her  to  wear  many  hats  — 
secretary,  manager,  public  relations 
agent  and  most  of  all,  information  dis- 
penser. 

"The  phone  is  constantly  ringing," 
said  Ann  as,  of  course,  the  phone 
rang.  "It's  students  wanting  to  know 
where  to  go,  or  what  to  do  about  a 
particular  problem.  Part  of  my  job  is 
to  explain  where  to  go  or  what  to  do." 

Ann  said  she  finds  it  difficult  to  be 
the  bearer  of  bad  news.  "Many  stu- 
dents, especially  older  ones,  come  to 
this  office  and  want  to  get  a  refund  on 
their  tuition  for  the  Union,  which  they 
never  use,  or  the  yearbook,  which 
they  don't  want,"  said  Ann.  Even 


when  those  students  screamed  in  her 
face  and  shook  their  finger  at  her 
nose,  Ann  remained  calm  and  tried  to 
get  them  to  behave  rationally. 

"I  hate  to  tell  students,"  said  Ann, 
"that  certain  fees  can't  be  refunded.  I 
mean,  I  see  their  point,  but  the  fees 
are  just  not  refundable." 

When  Ann  moved  here  five  years 
ago  with  her  husband,  Carleton,  she 
found  things  very  different  from  her 
native  New  Orleans.  She  had  recently 
become  more  acclimated  by  being 
taught  the  Cajun  waltz.  "Acadiana  is 
more  fun  than  I  would  have  given  it 
credit  for,"  said  Ann.  She  was  a  part 
time  student  in  marketing,  though 
she  began  her  college  education  at 
LSG,  majoring  in  nursing. 

Ann  enjoyed  her  job  because  of  the 
contact  with  different  people  and  the 
informality.  "There's  no  reason  not  to 
have  fun  between  7:45  and  4:30.  If 
you're  not  having  fun,  go  do  some- 
thing else,"  she  said.  "But,  while  we 


may  be  informal,  we  all  get  our  job 
done." 

Ann  has  seen  subtle  changes  ii 
SGA  through  four  different  adminis 
trations.  "When  I  first  began  hen 
there  were  not  many  students  in  th< 
office.  But  beginning  with  Mark  Ca 
lender  there  has  been  a  more  opei 
door  policy.  More  students  know  the; 
can  come  to  SGA  if  they  have  a  prot 
lem,"  said  Ann. 

When  she  was  away  from  the  ol 
fice  Ann  liked  to  work  out,  knit,  rea< 
and  walk  her  dog.  "Harry  is  70  pound 
of  basset  hound  and  a  real  charactei 
He's  stubborn  and  you  know  the  sa> 
ing  about  dogs  being  like  their  owr 
ers." 

The  future  for  Ann  is  getting  he 
degree  and  possibly  working  in  thi| 
computer  science  field.  "But,"  sh< 
added,  "there's  nothing  definite  oi 
my  social  calendar  for  the  next  fev 
years  ■"

Omega,  and  member  of  sev- 
eral committees. 

Born  in  Georgia,  and  hav- 
ing spent  some  time  in  Flor- 
ida, Bill  began  his  college  ca- 
reer at  George  Tech,  where  he 
pledged  his  fraternity.  After 
coming  to  UsL,  he  compared 
the  two  universities  as  both 
having  large  percentages  of 
Greeks  as  well  as  "traditional 
southern  people."  Much  of 
his  day  is  spent  working  with 
the  fraternities  and  sororities 
on  campus.  As  vice  president 
of  IFC,  he  spends  about  four 
hours  each  day  in  his  office.

If 
someone  in  any  fraternity 
needs  something,  1  want  them 
to  feel  comfortable  when 
coming  to  me."  As  anyone 
knows,  four  hours  is  a  large 
chunk  out  of  a  student's  day, 
especially  a  chemical  engi- 
neering senior;  however, 
when  one  feels  as  strongly 
about  Greek  life  as  Bill  does,  it 
is  all  worth  it. 

"There  is  a  lot  more  to  be- 
ing Greek  than  just  socials. 
That's  only  a  small  part  of  it. 
The  catchword  befitting  what 
'fraternity'  means  to  me  is 
'brotherhood'.  It's  like  all  of  a

Support  and  opportunity 
are  two  other  words  he  would 
throw  in  to  complete  an  accu- 
rate description  of  the  Greek 
experience.  "It  is  the  greatest 
challenge  I  have  ever  had." 
As  his  day  winds  to  a  close,  he 
heads  for  home  where  he  will 
read  a  book,  play  a  game  of 
"Trivial  Pursuit"  and  plan  the 
next  day's  events  (he  may 
even  take  the  shower  that  he 
missed  that  morning).  Then, 
relaxing  on  the  back  porch, 
he  lights  his  ever  present  pipe, 
watching  evening  draw  its 
curtain  over  another  busy 
day  ■

There's  no  doubt  that

•Pam's  life  may  seem  excit- 
ing and  fascinating  to  most  of 
us,  but  when  describing  her- 
self only  two  words  come  up: 
"  Out  there.  I  am  still  search- 
ing. Whatever  comes  my 
way,  I'll  either  take  it  or  turn  it 
down."  So,  as  long  as  Officer 
Abboud  is  'out  there,'  all  can 
rest  assured  that  she  is  help- 
ing others  while  exploring 
new  avenues  for  herself  ■

Three  of  a  Kind 


The  Matte  triplets,  Carol,  Janet  and 
Rebecca,  are  a  unique  trio.  What 
makes  them  so  special  is  that  not 
only  do  they  compose  a  very  loving 
and  closely-knit  group  of  sisters,  but  their 
personalities  and  special  achievements  set 
them  apart  from  each  other. 

The  girls  were  born  on  June  25,  1966  in 
Breaux  Bridge,  Louisiana.  They  grew  up 
there,  attending  Breaux  Bridge  public  ele- 
mentary, jr.  high,  and  in  1984  graduated 
from  Breaux  Bridge  High  School. 

While  the  birth  of  triplets  is  not  an  every- 
day occurrence  in  Breaux  Bridge,  the  birth 
of  the  Matte  triplets  was  especially  unusual. 
Rebecca  explains:  "Daddy  was  outside  in 
the  garden  and  our  older  sister  Mary  Beth 
(then  1  year  old)  was  about  to  take  a  nap. 
Momma  went  into  labor  and  tried  to  call 
daddy,  but  he  was  locked  outside.  Janet 
was  born  at  home.  Somehow,  Daddy  got 
inside  and  called  an  ambulance. The  ambu- 
lance left  the  house  without  momma  to 
look  for  a  doctor.  Actually,  it  wasn't  an  am- 
bulance, it  was  a  hearse.  Anyway  Carol  and 
I  were  born  at  the  hospital.  We  stayed  there 


for  one  month  because  we  were  seven 
weeks  premature." 

So  the  Mattes  entered  the  world  in  a 
spectacular  way.  The  rest  of  their  lives, 
however,  seems  normal  by  comparison. 
Their  parents,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Clarence  Matte 
have  always  encouraged  the  girls  to  be  indi- 
viduals and  excel  in  their  own  endeavors. 
While  the  girls  strive  for  individuality,  they 
also  enjoy  the  same  things,  such  as  playing 
the  piano,  sewing,  and  babysitting  in  their 
spare  time. 

In  the  5th  grade,  the  girls  became  in- 
volved in  their  school's  4-H  Club.  They  con- 
tinued to  participate  in  the  club  throughout 
jr.  high  and  high  school,  winning  numerous 
awards.  Among  the  most  prestigious  were 
the  national  awards  each  of  the  girls  won  at 
the  62nd  National  4-H  Congress  in  Chicago 
last  winter. 

One  question  which  the  Mattes  seem  to 
hear  repeatedly  is,  "What  is  it  like  to  be  part 
of  a  set  of  triplets?"  Rebecca  claims,  "It 
isn't  unusual  as  people  think;  but  it's  nice 
having  someone  always  there."  The  ap- 
pearance and  personalities  of  the  girls 


aren't  any  more  closely  related  than  any 
other  group  of  siblings.  One  does,  however, 
tend  to  notice  a  special  closeness  and  sup- 
port which  the  girls  seem  to  feel  for  each 
other.  There's  no  sibling  rivalry  in  this 
group! 

While  their  parents  are  very  supportive, 
the  girls  all  work  and  contribute  to  their  own 
college  education.  Last  summer,  Carol  and 
Rebecca  worked  as  ward  clerks,  at  Gary 
Memorial  Hospital,  while  Janet  worked  as  a 
deputy  clerk  at  the  City  Court  in  Breaux 
Bridge. 

Carol,  Janet,  and  Rebecca  have  also 
earned  scholarships  to  CISL.  Carol  received 
the  freshman  Scholarship,  Rebecca  re- 
ceived the  Freshman  Scholarship  and  the 
Conrad  Gauthier  Award,  and  Janet  was 
awarded  the  School  Board  Scholarship. 

With  the  money  each  saved,  the  trio 
chipped  in  and  bought  a  car  to  commute  to 
GsL.  While  here,  Carol  is  majoring  in  ac- 
counting, Rebecca  in  Home  Economics, 
and  Janet  in  math  education  ■

Bang!  Bang!  Bang!  The  insis- 
tent pounding  on  the  door 
continues.  A  groggy  young 
man  looks  at  the  bright 
face  of  his  alarm  clock:  3:15  a.m. 
As  dormitory  counselor  Clayton 
Choate  opens  his  bedroom  door,  a 
sorrowful  face  stares  back  at  him; 
one  of  the  residents  is  locked  out  of 
his  room  and  needs  to  be  let  in. 

Such  scenarios  may  seem  an- 
noying to  most  of  us,  but  as  any 
dormitory  resident  will  attest, 
dorm  counselors  are  absolutely  in- 
valuable. Not  only  do  they  unlock 
doors  for  locked-out  residents,  but 
they  handle  little  things  that  make 
dorm  life  a  more  enjoyable  experi- 
ence. These  tasks  may  include  in- 
troducing residents  to  each  other, 
planning  activities  to  promote 
friendship  among  residents,  coun- 
seling residents  in  time  of  trouble 
and  keeping  a  quiet,  friendly  atmo- 
sphere on  the  floor. 


With  the  responsibilities  that  be- 
ing a  counselor  entails,  along  with 
the  pressures  of  being  a  full  time 
student,  one  wonders  why  anyone 
would  take  on  this  job. 

"You  have  to  be  a  certain  type  of 
person  to  like  it,"  says  Clayton 
Choate,  "It's  definitely  not  the 
money.  If  you  add  up  the  room  and 
meals,  which  are  paid,  plus  the  $15 
I  get  every  month  and  divide  by  the 
number  of  hours  1  work,  you'll  see 
that  I'm  making  about  3C  an  hour. 
So  it  isn't  the  money  at  all!" 

But  the  satisfaction  which  he 
feels  toward  a  job  well  done  more 
than  makes  up  for  the  lack  of  mon- 
ey. 

"Once  you  get  to  know  the  peo- 
ple on  your  floor,  you  may  become 
friends  with  a  certain  group  of 
them.  It's  only  natural  to  fall  in  with 
people  who  share  your  interests. 
When  you  can  help  one  of  your 
friends,  or  any  of  your  residents  for 


that  matter,  you  feel  good  because 
you  haven't  done  it  for  material 
gain,  but  because  you  wanted  to." 

Our  counseling  system  is  unique 
in  that  our  counselors  are  given  a 
set  of  guidelines  and  then  handle 
situations  on  their  own. 

This  type  of  structure  fosters 
self-assurance  in  the  dorm  counsel- 
ors, but  since  the  job  is  so  time 
consuming,  it  can  cause  problems 
also.  "Some  people  develop  prob- 
lems with  grades  because  the  job 
takes  away  so  much  free  time.  But 
then  again  some  people  learn  to 
manage  their  time  and  their  grades 
actually  improve.  Social  relation- 
ships can  suffer,  too,  if  you  don't 
watch  it,"  Clayton  states. 

Clayton  feels  that  the  benefits  of 
self-confidence,  friendship  and  a 
sense  of  pride  and  achievement 
outweigh  any  sacrifices  that  have 
to  be  made  for  the  job  ■

He  is  a  recently  elected  Freshman 
Senator,  a  member  of  the  Fashion 
Committee,  a  member  of  the  Special 
Events  Committee,  and  a  member  of 
Pi  Sigma  Epsilon,  a  "business  frater- 
nity." Bradley  is  a  business  manage- 
ment major.  "My  family  has  had  a 
grocery  store  for  12  years.  I  decided 
to  transfer  into  business  manage- 
ment. When  I  get  out  of  college,  1 
want  to  open  my  own  business  —  a 
supermarket  type  of  business." 

Bradley  manages  to  juggle  all  his 
campus  activities,  his  school  work, 
and  his  bus  driving.

the  day."  "The  best  experience  I've 
had  in  driving  a  bus  was  during  frater- 
nity rush.

Older  brother  Gary  has  been  mar- 
ried for  about  three  and  a  half  years, 
and  is  working  on  a  master's  degree 
in  communication.

Dan  Kennison  has  been 
married  for  five  years 
and  has  two  children  — 
Emily,  four  years  old, 
and  Danton,  14  months  old.  The 
Kennison  family  lives  in  the  mar- 
ried student  housing  complex 
which  Dan  says  is  "economical" 
and  "convenient".  Since  the 
complex  is  on  campus,  Dan  and 
his  wife,  Ann,  have  no  trouble  in 
travelling  to  and  from  class;  but, 
is  going  to  school  really  conve- 
nient for  a  couple  with  two  chil- 
dren? Dan  believes  that  mar- 
riage makes  one's  life  more 
structured.  "Time  is  more  natu- 
rally planned,"  adds  Dan.  Divid- 
ing time  between  school  and 
family  involves  the  cooperation 
of  both  spouses  and,  says  Dan, 
"You  have  to  ballot  the  time  and 
be  fair  to  everybody  —  give  it 
equal  time." 


Dan  believes  that  not  only  has 
his  time  become  "naturally 
planned"  with  marriage,  but 
that  marriage  has  also  made 
him  more  aware  of  campus  poli- 
cies.

As  most  commuters  would 
agree,  commuting  to  and 
from  school  can  cause  some 
special  problems.  Such 
things  as  parking,  lack  of  time  for 
extracurricular  activities,  and  difficul- 
ty in  finding  time  to  study  are  only  a 
few  of  the  problems  that  many  com- 
muters have  in  common.  One  com- 
muter who  seems  to  have  overcome 
these  problems  is  Wade  Richard. 

Wade  is  a  senior  majoring  in  agri- 
cultural engineering.  He  commutes 
daily  from  Crowley,  a  town  approxi- 
mately 35  miles  away  from  La- 
fayette. 

Wade  chose  commuting  for  two 
reasons.  First  of  all,  he  feels  that  com- 
muting saves  money.  Living  on  cam- 
pus or  in  an  off  campus  apartment 
would  be  more  expensive  in  his  opin- 
ion. Secondly,  Wade  and  his  family 
are  farmers  and  he  is  needed  at  home 
to  help  make  decisions  about  farm 


operations. 

Wade  sympathizes  with  other  com- 
muters for  the  problems  they  share. 
"One  disadvantage  of  commuting  is 
that  you  lose  study  time  driving  and  if 
you  get  involved  in  extracurricular 
activities  you  lose  even  more  study 
time.  I  lose  about  two  hours  a  day 
that  could  be  spent  studying  or  doing 
other  things.  But  one  advantage  to 
commuting  which  I  think  everyone 
would  agree  to  is  that  you  always  get 
a  home  cooked  meal." 

Wade  seems  to  have  learned  to 
manage  his  time  wisely.  In  the  past 
years  he  has  become  involved  in  the 
Student  Government  Association.  He 
has  served  as  a  senator  from  the  Col- 
lege of  Agriculture  and  Home  Eco- 
nomics, president  of  that  college,  and 
for  the  past  five  years,  has  served  as 
Senate  Chairman.  "I  would  consider 
myself  an  exceptional  case  to  be  so 
involved",  Wade  said. 


Possibly  one  of  the  biggest  prob- 
lems that  commuter  students  face  is 
parking.  On  campus  spaces  are  few, 
which  leaves  most  students  to  park 
at  Cajun  Field.  Buses  run  from  the 
field  to  campus,  but  students  com- 
plain that  the  buses  break  down  or  do 
not  run  on  schedule.  Richard  says,  "I 
feel  that  this  campus  needs  more  co- 
ordinating. The  commuter  system  is 
working,  but  it  would  be  better.  1  hear 
a  lot  of  complaints  about  Cajun  Field 
and  the  buses,  and  also  about  vandal- 
ism." Wade  had  a  first-hand  experi- 
ence with  vandalism.  "I  had  a  test  on 
a  Thursday  and  that  Tuesday,  they 
stole  the  book  out  of  my  car,"  he 
grimaces. 

In  December  1984,  Wade  Richard's 
Commuter  problems  will  be  over.  He 
will  graduate  and  hopes  to  go  to  the 
LSU  Law  School  ■

Miramba  and  vibraphone 
player  Elliot  says  that  the 


drum  line  has  travelled  5 
times  to  Canada  and  once  to 
New  York.  They  also  had  op- 
portunities to  travel  to  Michi- 
gan and  Chicago.  Elliot  adds 
that  his  favorite  place  is  New 
York  because  of  the  snow 
which  fell  while  he  was  there.

A  Spot  of  Culture  Shock 


Let's  take  a  trip.  We  will 
travel  across  the  Atlantic 
from  the  island  of  Great 
Britain  to  the  American 
coasts.  Our  tour  guide  will  be 
Lynn  Cornwell  of  Norwich,  Eng- 
land, a  town  about  120  miles 
northeast  of  London.  Lynn  has 
been  a  CJsL  student  for  two  se- 
mesters and  is  majoring  in  the 
two-year  secretarial  program. 

Lynn  has  lived  in  the  United 
States  for  three  years,  her  par- 
ents moved  back  a  year  ago. 
She  decided  to  stay  because  of 
the  friends  she  had  made. 
Lynn's  three  year  stay  has  al- 
lowed her  to  make  specific  com- 
parisons between  the  U.S.  and 
Great  Britain.  What  she  likes  the 
most  about  the  U.S.  is  the  free- 
dom. Lynn  appreciates  the 
American  college  system  more 
than  most  American  students 
do  because  in  England,  tests  are 
taken  for  entrance  into  colleges 


and  not  everyone  can  be  ad- 
mitted or  can  study  in  the  field  in 
which  they  choose.  "In  the  U.S. 
you  can  set  your  goals  on  your 
own.  Anybody  can  go  to  col- 
lege. You  can  be  what  you  want 
to  be,"  she  stated. 

Lynn  is  able  to  make  specific 
comparisons  of  the  British  and 
American  lifestyles  and  at  the 
same  time  illustrate  the  free- 
doms she  sees  in  the  United 
States.  "People  applying  for  a 
driver's  license  in  England  must 
be  17.  Pubs  close  at  1 1:00  p.m., 
and  one  must  be  18  in  order  to 
go  in."  "The  British  Television," 
Lynn  says,  "has  four  national 
channels,  one  of  which  is  an  in- 
dependent network.  Most 
American  television  programs 
on  British  television  are  dramas, 
documentaries,  and  news  pro- 
grams." Along  with  these  minor 
differences  in  American  and 
British  lifestyles,  there  are  some 


colloquial  dissimilarities  which 
Lynn  describes.  "Chips  are  your 
french  fries,  Mars  Bars  are  your 
Milky  Ways,  potato  chips  are 
called  crisps  in  England,  gas  is 
petrol,  and  cookies  are  called 
biscuits."  When  asked  what  the 
British  people  consider  the  typi- 
cal American  to  be  like,  Lynn 
replied,  "A  cowboy  type  with 
blue  jeans  and  a  checkered 
shirt." 

Lynn  plans  to  stay  in  the  U.S. 
after  she  finishes  school.  She  ad- 
mits that  she  does  get  home- 
sick. She  misses  "fish  and 
chips"  and  "the  green  of  the 
countryside,"  but  most  of  all 
Lynn  misses  her  Mom's  roast 
beef  and  Yorkshire  pudding.  She 
misses  what  every  college  stu- 
dent living  away  from  home 
misses  —  home  cooking  ■

Being  a  college  student,  though 
usually  rewarding,  can  be  frus- 
trating to  all  of  us  at  times.  For 
the  older  student  returning  to 
college,  the  adjustments  which  have  to 
be  made  can  be  even  more  difficult.  For 
this  reason,  many  older  students 
choose  the  DOORS  program. 

DOORS  (Diversified  Opportunities  for 
Older  and  Returning  Students)  is  a  pro- 
gram for  people  25  years  or  older.  These 
students  are  able  to  register  through  a 
computerized  early  registration  system. 
The  program  also  sponsors  workshops, 
orientation  and  counseling. 

Maria  David  is  one  such  DOORS  stu- 
dent. A  28-year-old  wife  and  mother  of 
three  young  children,  she  chose  DOORS 
rather  than  a  regular  college  curriculum 
because  she  felt  the  re-orientation  to  col- 
lege would  be  easier  this  way.  She  ex- 
plains: "Half  of  the  anxiety  of  going  back 


to  school  is  doing  the  paperwork.  The  one 
thing  that  I  was  sort  of  anxious  about  com- 
ing back  to  school  was  standing  in  line  for 
registration,  because  I  really  don't  know 
anything  about  this  campus.  If  you  just  go 
to  Sylvia  Ross  the  DOORS  advisor,  she'll 
just  walk  everything  through.  I  put  down 
what  I  wanted  to  take  and  she  got  me  right 
in.  You  don't  have  to  wait  in  line  or  get 
turned  down  for  classes.  You  get  what  you 
want  and  that's  a  big  advantage." 

Maria  graduated  from  high  school  in 
1974  in  Dallas,  Texas.  She  attended  col- 
lege in  Texas  where  she  earned  33  hours  in 
fashion  design.  Maria  then  chose  to  marry 
and  raise  a  family.  Soon  after  their  first 
child  was  born,  Maria  and  her  husband 
moved  to  South  Carolina  where  he  was 
stationed  by  the  Air  Force.  After  the  Air 
Force,  he  pursued  a  degree  in  law  while 
Maria  worked.  Ten  years  and  three  chil- 
dren later,  Maria  decided  to  return  to  col-

She  feels  that  her  time  in  DOORS  has 
been  very  successful.  She  claims,  "It's  easi- 
er the  second  time  as  far  as  understanding 
the  material  you  read  and  also  you  don't 
have  this  nervousness  that  you  have  when 
you  first  get  out  of  high  school.  You  feel 
intimidated  when  you  first  get  out  of  high 
school  because  you  don't  know  what  to 
expect,  and  the  teachers  are  so  much 
older  than  you.  Now,  I'm  looking  at  it  from 
a  different  standpoint"  ■

Many  people  who  have 
graduated  from  college 
will  agree  that  the  uni- 
versity experience  can

Warm  White  Text.  The  press  run  was  8,400.  This  is  the  first  issue  of 
L'Acadien  to  be  copyrighted. 


COVER:  The  cover  and  endsheets  were  designed  by  Greg  Rhodes.  The 
cover  is  printed  on  Lexatone  41049  Annualette.  The  endsheets  are 
printed  on  Glacier  120.  PMS  colors  on  the  cover  are  295C  and  467C. 
Inks  used  in  the  endsheets  are  Colonial  Blue  and  PMS  467C. 


TYPOGRAPHY:  Body  copy  was  set  in  10,  11  and  12  point  Korinna  and 
Korinna  Bold.  Headlines  were  set  from  18  point  to  288  point  in 
Korinna  and  Korinna  Bold.  Cutlines  were  set  in  8,  9,  and  12  point 
Korinna.  Folios  and  page  numbers  were  set  in  10  and  18  point
